Part  of  the  Loaloa  Essence  Company's  factory  at  Camberwell 
was  destroyed  by  fire  last  Saturday,  involving  great  damage. 
This  and  four  other  fires  are  reported  on  p.  55). 

Howards  &  Sons,  manufacturing  chemists,  and  the  associate 
firm  Hopkin  &  Williams,  have  been  registered  as  private  limited 
companies.    The  partners  continue  as  directors  (p.  572). 

Problems  arising  from  Exemption  3  continue  to  pour  in  upon 
us,  and  two  of  the  mo3t  interesting  on  p.  535  are  about  the  B.P. 
imitation  chlorodyne  and  the  possessive  case  for  non-secret 
compositions. 

North-East  Lancashire  is  of  opinion  that  there  not  the 
remotest  chance  of  passing  the  Pharmacy  Bill  unless  it  is  reduced 
to  a  clause  restricting  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist "  to  qualified 
persons  (p.  567). 

Veterinary  Surgeons  are  now  taking  advantage  of  the  Dublin 
High  Court  decision  as  to  exemption  from  jury-service  because 
they  are  medical  practitioners.  They  hive  not  been  uniformly 
successful,  but  are  to  get  a  case  stated  (p.  559). 

Dr.  Waldo,  City  of  London  Coroner,  told  a  jury  which  wa3 
inquiring  into  a  hydrochloric-acid  fatality  that  if  they  were  in  his 
position  they  would  soon  realise  the  urgent  necessity  for  restrict- 
ing the  sale  of  all  poisons  to  qualified  persons  (p.  532). 

The  Martindale  Memorial  was  perfected  on  Welnesday, 
when  a  mirble  bust  of  the  late  William  Martindale  and  a  medal 
designed  by  Mr.  Frank  Taubman  were  presented  to  the  Pharmi- 
ceuticil  Society.    Photographs  of  both  are  given  on  p.  593. 

"  Mother's  Friend,"  given  to  a  seven-weeks-old  child  at 
Earlstovvn,  contained  syrup  of  poppies,  and  the  child  died.  The 
Coroner  suggested  that  the  Plurmicsutical  Society  may  tike 
proceedings  against  the  womiu  who  mida  and  sold  the  Btuff 
(p.  532). 

The  Fiscal  Question  is  further  discussed  by  Mr.  T.  Tyrer, 
who  quotes  the  import-tariff  on  drugs  in  force  in  1819.  Tae 
duties  with  the  drawbieks  show  that  the  principle  of  that  day 
would  alvance  the  prices  of  colonial  and  foreiga  proluca  re- 
exported (p.  572). 

A  United  States  Industrial  Commission  inquired  some  time 
ago  about  the  truth  of  the  allegation  that  American  manufac- 
turers "dump"  goods  on  foreign  markets  at  the  expense  of 
American  citizens.  The  report  denied  it,  but  some  American 
druggists  give  proof  to  the  contrary  (p.  577). 

Dr.  J.  W.  Swan,  F.R.S.,  in'his  address  to  the  students  of  the 
School  of  Pnarmacy  on  Wednesday,  demonstrated  that  the 
facilities  for  pharmaceutical  education  are  much  superior  now  to 
what  they  were  sixty  years  ago.  He  held  that  sound  education  is 
necessary  to  success  in  the  business  (p.  532). 

Business  on  the  produce-markets  is  fair.  There  is  less  doing  in 
peppermint  oil,  but  higher  prices  are  confidently  predicted  for 
Americm,  and  Japanese  is  substantially  higher.  Clove  oil  has 
advanced,  in  sympathy  with  cloves  ;  and  menthol,  oil  of  spike,  and 
shellac  are  dearer.  Castor  oil  is  firmer,  and  sweet-almond  oil  and 
vanilla  are  lower  (p.  587).

Brevities. 

A  Parliamentary  paper  issued  last  week  shows  that  during 
the  past  year  the  War  Office  entered  into  a  contract  abroad 
for  23£.  worth  of  "powder-puffs." 

The  premises  of  Mr.  Arthur  Akam,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  in  King  Street,  Huddersfield,  were  broken  into  by 
burglars  last  week  and  5s.  stolen  from  the  till. 

At  the  Nottingham  Police  Court  on  September  26,  Arthur 
Roberts  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  breaking  and  entering 
the  shop  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Bolton,  chemist,  40  Carlton  Street, 
Nottingham. 

The  employes  of  the  Timothy  White  Company's  Chichester 
branch  had  their  annual  outing  on  September  24.  The  party 
went  to  Portsmouth  and  Southsea,  where  they  had  an 
enjoyable  time. 

A  class  for  the  study  of  bacteriology,  suitable  for  chemists 
and  their  assistants,  is  being  formed  at  Plymouth  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Plymouth  education  authority,  Dr.  Prank 
Bushnell  being  the  teacher. 

It  is  now  stated  that  Lord  Henry  Bentinck,  M.P.,  will  be 
unable  to  attend  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Nottingham 
Chemists'  Cricket  Club  on  October  8.  The  chair  will  be 
taken  by  Mr.  T.  Wilson,  the  President  of  the  Club. 

The  Indiarubber  Manufacturers'  Association  has  issued  a 
notice  intimating  that  in  consequence  of  the  continued 
advance  in  the  price  of  raw  rubber  the  rates  of  all  manu- 
factured goods,  with  certain  exceptions,  will  in  future  be  put 
up  10  per  cent. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  governors  of  the  Exeter  Dispen- 
sary, on  September  23,  it  was  agreed  to  convert  one  of  the 
rooms  at  the  dispensary  into  a  bathroom,  it  being  stated 
by  Mr.  Stocker,  who  moved  the  proposition,  that  hitherto 
the  dispenser  had  had  no  separate  baths  for  the  use  of  him- 
self and  his  family. 

A  man  was  riding  on  a  Schweppes'  truck  laden  with  vitriol 
at  the  Great  Western  Docks,  Plymouth,  on  September  24, 
when  the  engine  stopped  suddenly,  with  the  result  that  the 
vitriol  was  splashed  into  his  face,  which  was  badly  burnt. 
He  was  taken  to  the  hospital.  Shortly  afterwards  another 
workman  was  near  the  same  truck  when  a  carboy  of  vitriol 
fell,  and  some  of  the  liquid  splashed  over  his  clothes,  but  the 
man  was  uninjured. 

At  Tenby  Revision  Court  objection  was  taken  last  week 
to  the  vote  of  Mr.  J.  B  Francis,  chemist  and  druggist,  whose 
qualification  was  described  as  a  house  in  High  Street.  The 
Revising  Barrister  said  that  Mr.  Francis  had  made  a  declara- 
tion of  misdescription,  his  proper  qualification  being  a  shop, 
not  a  house.  It  was  submitted  that  Mr.  Francis  occupied 
the  shop  and  lodged  in  a  house  which  belonged  to  another 
party,  and  that  he  was  entitled  to  a  lodger-qualification  as 
well  as  that  of  occupier ;  but  the  Revising  Barrister  allowed 
Mr.  Francis's  name  to  be  retained  on  the  division  of  the  list 
which  gives  full  Parliamentary  and  Local  Government 
franchise,  but  struck  the  name  off  the  lodgers'  list. 

The  Fullers'-earth.  Discovery. 

The  Bath  Herald  contains  some  interesting  particulars 
regarding  the  discovery  of  fullers'  earth  at  Binegar,  near 
Bath,  noted  in  last  week's  C.  (f  D.  A  company  has  already 
been  formed,  consisting  of  local  people,  to  carry  out  the 
work  of  excavating  and  the  manufacture  of  the  fullers'  earth. 
Orders  have  already  been  placed  for  20  tons,  and  one  order 
for  10  tons  has  been  received  from  a  firm  in  London,  who 
require  that  quantity  forwarded  every  month.  Mr.  E.  J. 
Barton,  who  made  the  discovery,  thinks  that  it  will  be  one 
of  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  Somerset.  He  owns  the  free- 
hold of  the  land  upon  which  it  was  made,  but  he  has 
not  power  personally  to  'develop  the  industry,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  he  sold  a  business  situated  in  that  neighbour- 


hood of  a  similar  character  some  time  ago,  and  as  a  condi- 
tion of  the  transfer  he  could  not  enter  into  a  like  undertaking 
in  that  locality. 

Carriage  of  Inflammable  Goods. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  issued  anotice  relative  to  the  carriage 
coastwise  of  petroleum  spirit.  It  calls  attention  to  the  special 
precautions  necessary,  and  also  gives  a  list  of  rules  which  it  is 
advisable  should  be  observed.  A  similar  notice  has  been  issued 
to  the  effect  that  the  Board  think  it  desirable  to  inform  all 
persons  interested  that  it  is  very  important  that  all  such 
packages,  boxes,  or  cases  containing  sheep-dip  and  similar  pre- 
parations intended  for  export  should  be  marked  on  the  outside 
with  the  word  "  Poison,"  in  letters  at  least  as  conspicuous  as 
the  address.  A  further  similar  notice  has  been  issued  stating 
that  the  Board  are  advised  that  carbon  papers,  containing,  as 
they  do,  fatty  substances  and  finely  divided  carbon,  or 
compounds  of  carbon,  are  liable,  under  certain  conditions,  to 
some  risk  of  spontaneous  ignition.  They  therefore  think  it 
desirable  to  inform  all  persons  interested  in  the  carriage  of 
these  goods  on  board  ship  that  if  a  limited  number  of  sheets 
are  packed  in  air-tight  tins  within  a  suitable  case,  no  objec- 
tion need  be  raised  to  their  carriage  as  general  cargo.  If 
carried  in  any  quantity  and  not  packed  in  such  tins,  they 
should  be  carried  as  deck  cargo  only. 

Fires. 

An  explosion  of  spirit-vapour  occurred  on  September  28, 
at  the  premises  of  the  Distillery  Company  (Limited),  Liver- 
pool. The  roof  was  set  on  fire,  and  a  woman  was  seriously 
injured.    The  damage  done  was  considerable. 

A  fire  occurred  on  September  22  at  the  premises  of  Mr.  A. 
Ridley,  chemist,  Tenterden.  The  outbreak  was  caused  by 
the  overheating  of  some  preparation,  and  the  flames  were 
kept  in  check  until  the  arrival  of  the  Fire  Brigade  by  Mr. 
Ridley  with  the  aid  of  mats.  A  good  deal  of  damage  was 
done. 

A  fire  broke  out  soon  after  midday  on  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 28,  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Collett,  Dodds  &  Co., 
druggists  and  drysalters,  Great  Eastern  Street,  Shoreditch. 
About  twenty  fire-engines  were  promptly  on  the  spot,  traffic 
was  diverted,  and  amid  great  excitement  the  outbreak,  which 
at  one  time  looked  like  developing  into  a  big  conflagration, 
was  got  under  in  half  an  hour.  The  premises  suffered 
considerably,  mainly  from  water. 

Fire  broke  out  on  September  29  at  the  premises  of  Messrs. 
Anthony  Siebert  &  Co.,  druggists  and  importers  of  druggists' 
sundries  and  surgical  goods,  6  Fann  Street,  E.C.,  through 
the  overheating  of  a  portable  stove.  The  fire-brigade 
attended  in  strong  force,  and  found  the  outbreak  particularly 
difficult  to  get  at,  smoke-helmets  having  to  be  used.  The 
packing-rooms  in  the  basement  were  severely  damaged,  with 
their  contents,  and  the  ground-floor  by  heat,  smoke,  and 
water. 

The  premises  of  the  London  Essence  Company,  George 
Street,  Camberwell,  were  the  scene  of  a  laTge  fire  which 
broke  out  on  Saturday  evening,  September  26.  It  appears 
that  the  fire  originated  in  a  corrugated-iron  shed,  the  manu- 
factory and  stores  of  the  United  Confectionery  Company, 
which  adjoins  the  main  building  of  the  London  Essence 
Company.  About  nine  o'clock  this  shed,  which  is  some 
thirty  yards  long  and  ten  wide,  was  found  to  be  in  flames ; 
these  unfortunately  quickly  spread  to  a  three-floor  building  of 
the  London  Essence  Company,  in  which  was  stored  a  valuable 
stock  of  terpeneless  and  other  essential  oils.  The  fire  was 
fed  rapidly  with  these  materials.  Before  ten  o'clock  the 
building,  which  extended  about  a  hundred  feet  in  oce 
direction  and  fifty  in  another,  was  entirely  enveloped,  and  the 
rapidity  with  which  the  fire  developed  itself  was  extra- 
ordinary. Captain  Hamilton,  the  new  chief  officer  of  the 
brigade,  was  early  on  the  scene,  and  according  to  the  news- 
paper accounts  he  had  at  work  eighteen  steamers  and 
about  130  officers  and  men.  About  midnight  the  enormous 
quantities  of  water  which  were  being  thrown  upon  the  fire 
began  to  check  the  flames,  but  not  before  the  building  was 
completely  destroyed.  Fortunately  the  fire  was  prevented 
from  spreading  to  the  manufacturing  portion  of  the 
premises.  The  brigade  directed  special  attention  to  the 
preservation  of  the  company's  offices,  which  are  in  a  large 
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adjoining  building,  where  also  are  the  laboratories  ;  and  in 
this  they  were  successful.  The  damage  done  is  great,  as 
the  building  destroyed  was  always  full  of  valuable  stock,  both 
as  imported  and  manufactured.  There  were  hundreds  of 
coppers  of  lemon  oil  in  it,  and  we  learn  that  amongst  the  goods 
destroyed  was  a  consignment  of  peach-essence  which  had 
just  been  received,  and  cost  over  8,000Z.,  as  well  as  a  huge 
tank  containing  nearly  10,000  gals,  of  an  essence.  The 
company  announce  that,  although  their  system  for  the  execu- 
tion of  orders  has  been  disorganised,  they  are  completing 
temporary  arrangements  for  continuing  the  business. 

Idris's  Ad.  to  Go. 

The  Dover  Town  Council,  on  September  22,  discussed  a 
proposal  to  rescind  a  recent  resolution  approving  of  an 
advertisement-board  in  Tower  Hamlets  Road  for  Idris  &  Co. 
(Limited),  mineral-water  manufacturers.  Alderman  Pepper 
protested  against  the  proposal,  and  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  Council  would  not  put  themselves  in  a  false  position  by 
rescinding  the  motion.  On  the  other  hand,  several  coun- 
cillors argued  that  the  board  should  not  be  allowed  to 
remain,  as  it  projected  beyond  the  building-line.  In  the  end 
the  motion  to  rescind  was  carried. 

A  Question  of  Pension. 

The  Shoreditch  Guardians  had  again  under  consideration 
at  their  meeting  last  week  the  question  of  the  superannua- 
tion allowance  to  Mr.  T.  S.  Goodall,  chemist  and  druggist, 
lately  dispenser  at  the  infirmary.  The  case  was  referred  to 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  September  12,  page  455, 
and  it  now  appears  that  Mr.  Goodall,  who  is  forty-eight 
years  of  age,  has  served  at  Shoreditch  since  1894,  but  his 
total  poor-law  service  is  fourteen  years.  His  average  salary 
during  the  past  five  years  has  been  132Z.  14s.  4d,  and  as 
fourteen-sixtieths  of  this  equals  301.  19s.  4fZ.,  the  Finance 
Committee  recommended  that  the  Guardians  should  super- 
annuate the  officer  on  this  amount.  It  was  moved,  however, 
that  there  should  be  an  examination  by  a  specialist,  and 
this  was  carried  by  ten  votes  to  three.  The  matter  was 
adjourned  for  a  week  in  order  to  take  the  opinion  of  Dr. 
Norton,  medical  superintendent,  as  to  the  specialist  to  be 
consulted. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  volume  of  trade  in  Birmingham  during  the  past  month 
has  not  been  so  good  as  expected ;  the  weather  has  been 
more  genial,  but  trade  is  still  lax. 

David  Christie  Murray,  the  novelist,  has  been  visiting 
Birmingham.  He  has  a  brother  a  pharmacist  who  managed 
one  of  Mr.  Bailey's  branch  shops  in  the  Horsefair  before  it 
became  the  property  of  Needhams  (Limited). 

Mr.  W.  M.  Freeman,  chemist  and  druggist,  254  Gillott 
Road,  Birmingham,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  announces  his  intention  of 
standing  as  an  Independent  Unionist  at  the  forthcoming 
municipal  elections  in  St.  Paul's  Ward.  The  Mail  gives  his 
qualifications  as :  Born  in  the  ward,  a  chemist,  most  of  his 
business  life  being  passed  in  Icknield  Street ;  director  of 
Freeman  &  Green's  (Limited)  Phcenix  Spice-mills,  Hockley  ; 
member  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  manager  of  St.  Paul's  Schools, 
Hon.  Treasurer  of  Christ  Church  Schools.  He  will  support  I 
Mr.  Chamberlain  for  tariff-reform,  the  Education  Act,  and  ! 
the  desirability  of  having  independent  councillors  in  view  of  i 
"  the  growth  of  unchecked  officialism  at  the  Council-house  " 
and  increasing  municipal  expenditure.  He  is  a  good 
speaker,  very  active  (his  telegraphic  address  is  "  Activity  "), 
possesses  the  suaviter  in  modo  and  not  a  small  modicum  of 
the  fortiter  in  re. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  Health  Committee  of  the  City  Council  have  now 
recommended  Dr.  Harold  Scurfield  as  medical  officer  for  the 
city.  Dr.  Scurfield  has  been  medical  officer  of  health  for 
Sunderland  since  1896.  He  is  thirty-nine  years  of  age,  and 
was  second  to  Dr.  Robertson  in  the  candidature  for  the 
post  of  medical  officer  of  Birmingham. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  out-relief  just  issued 
shows  that  the  cost  of  drugs  for  the  outdoor  patients  of  | 
the  Sheffield  Union  for  the  year  ended  March  last  was 
704Z.  15s.  bil ,  as  compared  with  634Z.  15s.  3d.  for  the  previous  I 


twelve  months.  The  union  dispenser  supplied  33  678  bottles 
of  medicine  (including  diarrhoea-mixture  without  a  medical 
prescription)  and  4,180  boxes  of  pills,  ointment,  &c,  during 
the  year. 

The  Sheffield  Photographic  Society,  in  which  Mr.  Gilbert 
Jackson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Abbeydale  Road,  is  one  of 
the  moving  spirits,  have  issued  the  prospectus  of  their  open 
photographic  exhibition,  to  be  held  in  the  Montgomery 
Hall,  Surrey  Street,  on  November  17  to  2L.  The  programme 
is  an  ambitious  one,  and  offers  awards  in  twelve  classes,  six 
of  which  are  open  to  all,  both  amateurs  and  professionals, 
four  to  members  only,  one  to  scholars  attending  any  day- 
school  within  the  city  of  Sheffield,  and  one  to  members  of 
photographic  societies  of  Sheffield  and  within  a  radius  of 
twenty  miles  thereof.  Mr.  Jackson  has  taken  an  active  part 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Society  for  some  time,  and  is  on  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Not  Prescribing. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  September  25,  at  Wood  Green,  by 
Deputy  Coroner  Carr,  respecting  the  death  of  Mrs.  Jane 
Thompson.  The  husband  stated  that  deceased  had  had 
some  internal  trouble,  and  for  a  long  time  had  been  an  out- 
patient of  the  Great  Northern  Hospital.  Last  week  she  was 
taken  ill,  and  when  he  got  home  at  night  he  was  informed 
that  Mr.  Johnson,  who  kept  a  chemist's  shop  in  Salisbury 
Road,  had  attended  her.  Johnson  paid  two  visits,  and  later 
witness  went  to  the  shop  and  got  some  medicine  for  the 
deceased.  If  he  had  known  that  Johnson  was  not  qualified, 
he  would  not  have  allowed  him  to  come.  His  wife  did  not 
think  she  was  seriously  ill,  and  she  imagined  a  battle  of 
medicine  would  do  her  good.  Deceased  became  worse,  and  a 
woman  went  again  to  Johnson,  who  advised  her  to  call  in  a 
doctor.  Dr.  Hunt  attended,  but  deceased  gradually  got 
worse,  and  died.  Alfred  Johnson  stated  that  he  assisted  the 
widow  of  his  late  brother  in  carrying  on  a  chemist's  business 
at  Salisbury  Road,  Wood  Green.  No  poison  was  sold  at  the 
shop.  He  was  not  a  registered  chemist.  The  business  was 
attended  to  by  him,  and  sometimes  by  his  sister-in-law.  He 
had  known  Mrs.  Thompson  for  four  years.  His  sister-in-law 
and  deceased  were  on  friendly  terms.  He  had  never  pre- 
scribed for  Mrs.  Thompson,  but  had  made  up  medicine  for 
her  on  two  occasions.  On  the  last  two  occasions  he  saw  her 
she  was  very  ill,  and  he  advised  her  to  call  in  a  medical  man, 
but  she  declined.  She  asked  him  to  dispense  a  prescription 
which  formerly  had  always  done  her  good.  He  told  her  it 
would  do  her  no  good,  but  she  was  persistent,  and  he  gave  it 
to  her.  Dr.  Hunt  said  he  had  made  a,po$t-mortem  examination, 
and  found  death  was  due  to  epidermic  enteritis  and  a  weak 
heart.  If  a  doctor  had  been  called  in  earlier  he  could  not 
say  that  it  would  have  made  any  difference  ;  but  she  should 
have  had  proper  medical  advice  earlier.  A  verdict  of  natural 
causes  was  returned. 

The  "  Mother's  Friend  "  Case. 

At  Earlestown  on  September  19  the  Lancashire  Coroner 
(Mr.  S.  Brighouse)  resumed  the  inquiry  into  the  circum- 
stances attending  the  death  of  a  seven-weeks-old  child 
named  Macdonald,  who  died  from  narcotic  poisoning  fol- 
lowing the  administration  of  a  mixture  known  as  "  Mother's 
Friend  "  (see  C.  $  J).,  September  19,  page  487).  Mrs.  Mee, 
said  to  be  "a  registered  chemist  under  the  old  Act," and  her 
husband,  an  unqualified  chemist,  who  supplied  the  mixture, 
were  represented  by  a  Manchester  solicitor.  The  evidence 
given  was  to  the  effect  that  on  September  10  the  child  was 
suffering  from  flatulence,  and  a  messenger  was  sent  to 
Mrs.  Mee's  shop  in  Bridge  Street,  Earlestown,  for  two  penny- 
worth of  "  Mother's  Friend."  Mr.  Mee  supplied  the  mixture, 
which  was  not  labelled.  Half  a  teaspoonful  was  given  to 
the  child,  and  about  half  an  hour  later  it  began  to  groan.  A 
doctor  wis  sent  for,  and  from  the  symptoms  he  suspected 
narcotic  poisoning.  He  treated  the  child  accordingly,  but 
it  died  in  about  ten  hours.  The  child's  grandmother  gave 
evidence  to  the  effect  that  for  nearly  thirty  years  she  had 
used  "  Mother's  Friend,"  and  had  given  it  to  thirteen  of  her 
children.  She  had  purchased  hers  from  Mr.  Peake,  the 
originator  of  the  mixture,  and  it  was  of  a  dark- brown 
colour.  The  mixture  supplied  by  Mr.  Mee  was  of  a  light 
watery  colour.  The  public  analyst  deposed  to  analysing 
the  contents  of  the  child's  stomach,  and  also  the  mixture. 
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A  ]A-oz.  bottle  of  the  mixture  contained  about  3  dr.  of  syrup 
of  poppies,  flavoured  with  aniseed.  He  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  syrup  of  poppies  was  a  weak  preparation, 
but  infants  were  peculiarly  susceptible  to  the  action  of 
the  opiates,  and  deaths  from  small  doses  are  on  record. 
The  mixture  contained,  besides,  a  small  quantity  of  salicylic 
acid,  presumably  for  preservative  purposes.  The  quantity 
was  to 5  small  to  have  any  material  effect.  Dr.  Soloman  said 
death  was  due  to  narcotic  poisoning.  The  congestion  of  the 
lung  from  which  the  child  was  suffering  would  have  been 
accelerated  by  the  mixture.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
death  from  misadventure,  and  expressed  the  opinion  tbat 
Mr.  Mee  ought  to  be  censured.  The  Coroner  said  he  would 
not  comment  upon  the  case,  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
would  in  all  probability  take  proceedings. 

"Wholesalers'  Wine-licences. 

On  Tuesday,  at  the  Holborn  Licensing  Sessions,  held  at 
the  Holborn  Town  Hall,  a  solicitor,  on  behalf  of  Messrs. 
Coibyn,  Stacey  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  of  High  Holborn, 
made  an  application  on  behalf  of  that  firm  that  they  might 
be  granted  a  certificate  under  the  following  circumstances  : 
It  was  explained  that  the  firm  manufactured  and  sold  to 
customers  medicated  wines,  and  that  in  March  last  they 
failed,  under  the  new  Licensing  Act,  to  obtain  from  the 
Licensing  Magistrates  the  necessary  licence.  The  Inland 
Kevenue  authorities  had  pointed  out  that  it  was  necessary 
that  the  certificate  should  have  been  obtained,  but  that  under 
the  circumstances,  if  the  firm  obtained  a  cerlificate  from  the 
Bench  to  the  effect  that  if  an  application  had  been  made  in 
March  last  they  would  have  granted  the  necessary  licence,  this 
would  be  sufficient.  The  Bench  instructed  their  Clerk  to 
issue  the  necessary  certificate. 

Theft  Charge. 

On  September  30,  at  North  London  Police  Court,  before 
Mr.  Fordham,  Robert  Dibbs  (27),  clerk,  of  Balton  Road, 
Tottenham,  was  charged  with  stealing  from  the  Crown 
Perfumery  Company,  Sidney  Road,  Homerton,  between 
January  and  May  last,  fancy  soaps  and  scents,  valued  at 
2,51.  15s.  The  prisoner  was  before  the  Court  in  May  last  on 
a  similar  charge.  Two  other  employes  of  the  firm  who 
were  charged  with  him  were  sent  to  gaol,  Dibbs  being  dis- 
charged, the  Magistrate  considering  there  was  not  sufficient 
evidence  on  which  to  convict.  But  now,  said  Mr.  Young, 
fresh  evidence  bad  been  obtained  with  regard  to  goods  taken 
from  the  factory  and  not  paid  for.  Mr.  Avery,  for  the 
defence,  submitted  that  the  goods  in  question  were  the  same 
as  were  before  the  Court  in  May,  and  Dibbs  was  then 
acquitted.  Mr.  Fordham :  Not  acquitted,  discharged — and 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  difference  in  the  two  terms.  Mr. 
Avery  said  he  had  receipts  to  account  for  the  purchase  of 
the  lot,  and  added  that  Dibbs  had  a  splendid  character  from 
Faudel  Phillips  &  Co.,  for  whom  he  had  worked  thirteen 
years.  After  some  evidence  had  been  given,  Mr.  Fordham 
remanded  the  prisoner,  and  accepted  one  bail  in  25?.  for  his 
reappearance. 

The  Grocer  Objects. 

At  the  City  Coroner's  Court  on  September  30,  Dr.  F.  J. 
Waldo  held  an  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of  Emily 
Saunders  (60),  a  street  hawker,  who  poisoned  herself  with 
hydrochloric  acid.  The  Coroner  said  that  under  Section  17 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  it  was  strictly  laid  down  that  certain 
poisons  could  only  be  sold  in  bottles  bearing  a  label 
'  Poison,"  and  it  was  now  a  serious  matter  to  consider 
whether  or  no  all  poisons  should  not  be  included,  and  their 
sale  properly  restricted.  Many  poisons  were  allowed  to  be 
sold  even  in  oilshops,  and  he  believed  such  would  be  proved 
to  be  the  case  here.  Sophia  Perry,  assistant  to  an  oil  and 
colourman  of  5  Cloth  Fair,  E.C.,  deposed  to  selling  to 
deceased  about  half  a  quartern  of  spirits  of  salts  for  Id. 
The  deceased  brought  her  own  bottle — a  large  black  wine- 
bottle.  She  put  a  red  label,  with  "  Poison"  in  black  letters, 
on  the  bottle. 

The  Coroner  :  Can  you  account  for  your  selling  the  poison 
to  her  in  a  black  bottle  with  a  red  label,  and  her  beiDg  found 
with  a  pale-green  bottle  and  no  label  on  1 — Witness  :  No, 
unless  she  changed  the  poison  into  another  bottle. 

A  Juror  :  Would  it  be  right,  Mr.  Coroner,  for  this  girl  to 
be  allowed  to  serve  out  poisons  1 — Coroner  :  I  am  afraid  the 


law  does  not  prevent  such  a  sale.  I  should  astound  you, 
gentlemen,  if  1  told  you  the  facilities  that  exist  for  the  pur- 
chase of  poison  at  oilshops.  In  my  room  downstairs  there 
is  a  museum  of  suicides'  revolvers,  and  in  the  same  way  we 
have  bottles,  cups,  mugs,  jugs,  basins,  and  other  vessels  with 
no  "  Poison  "  labels,  in  which  oxalic  acid,  hydrochloric  acid, 
carbolic,  and  ammonia  have  been  sold  even  by  young  inex- 
perienced shop-assistants  to  children. 

A  Juror  :  Is  it  not  asked  what  the  poison  is  wanted  for  ? — 
Coroner :  There  is  not  even  that  requirement  in  the  Act.  Of 
course,  many  of  these  poisons  are  used  daily  in  workshops. 
The  whole  question  of  the  sale  of  poisons  had  been  the 
subject  of  discussion  for  years,  the  Coroner  said,  and  many 
of  the  large  oil  and  colourmen  and  grocers  would  willingly 
give  up  the  sale  if  it  was  not  for  the  smaller  shops,  who 
would  continue.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  obtained 
restrictions,  and  any  rider  the  jury  could  add  to  their  verdict 
on  the  subject  would  be  highly  appreciated.  The  Coroners 
were  most  anxious  fcr  legislation,  and  would  welcome  the 
slightest  alteration  as  a  stepping-stone  to  the  desired 
end. 

A  Juror :  A  purchaser  should  be  compelled  to  give  a 
proper  reason  for  wanting  the  poison. — Coroner:  So  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  coroners  would  like  to  see  the 
law  ;  and,  further,  that  poisons  of  any  kind  could  only  be  sold 
to  known  persons,  in  properly  shaped  poison-bottles  with 
labels. 

A  Juror  :  I  quite  agree  with  all  that ;  but  by  your  remarks 
you  would  take  the  sale  out  of  the  hands  of  grocers  and  oil- 
men, and  there  I  do  not  agree. — Coroner:  If  you  sat  here  or 
in  any  of  the  other  courts  you  would  soon  realise  the 
desirability — I  might  say  the  urgent  necessity — to  restrict 
the  sale  of  all  poisons  to  qualified  persons. 

The  Juror :  And  I  consider  a  grocer  and  oilman  quite  as 
qualified  as  your  drug-store  boys  in  high  collars  with  no 
brains.  (Laughter.) — Coroner:  I  am  glad  to  say  your  opinion 
is  not  supported.    (Hear,  hear.) 

In  answer  to  the  Coroner,  Miss  Perry  added  that  her 
employer  stored  1  gal.  of  spirits  of  salts  at  a  time. 

A  Juror  :  People  go  to  oilshops  because  they  can  get  small 
quantities,  and,  if  not  so  strong,  a  larger  amount  for  their 
money.  If  they  go  to  drug-stores  it  is  directly,  "We  only 
sell  threepennyworth,"  and  then  it  is  done  up  in  a  dozen 
quack  pill  or  medicine  advertisement-handbills  that  no  one 
ever  reads.  (Laughter.) 

The  Foreman :  That  is  not  the  way  to  treat  so  serious  a 
subject.    It  is  life  or  death,  and  the  means  to  prevent  it. 

Another  Juror  :  Poisons  should  be  more  unobtainable,  and 
if,  as  our  colleague  says,  only  threepennyworth  is  sold  at 
drug-stores,  so  much  the  better.  I  would  limit  it  to  a 
shilling's  worth,  and  if  it  was  wanted  for  trade  purposes  it 
would  make  no  difference. 

The  Coroner  said  that  the  dispensing  of  poisons  was  a 
serious  matter,  and  it  seemed  time  that  the  sale  was  confined 
to  persons  who  had  spent  their  life  and  money  in  the  study 
of  poisons,  and  could  save  the  present  indiscriminate  sale. 

The  Foreman  :  I  agree,  sir.    (Hear,  hear.) 

A  Juror  :  It  is  more  a  desire  on  the  part  of  some  people  to 
take  away  the  trade  of  others. 

Another  Juryman  :  Are  you  a  grocer  ? 

The  Juror:  Yes,  thirty-five  years  in  the  trade.  (Laughter.) 

Eventually  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  of 
unsound  mind,  and  added  a  rider  that  stricter  legislation 
was  urgently  needed  in  the  control  of  the  sale  of  poisons  such 
as  are  not  already  in  Schedule  A  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Passive  Hesisters. 

At  a  sale  of  passive  resisters'  goods  at  Torquay  on 
Monday,  the  auctioneer  sold  for  1Z.  3s.  4§<Z.  a  lady's  silver 
lever  keyless  watch  that  originally  belonged  to  Mr.  J.  W. 
Cocks,  chemist,  Torquay. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Robinson,  of  the  well-known  Chesterfield  lint- 
firm  and  the  Major  of  Chesterfield,  was  at  the  Borough 
Police  Court,  on  September  25,  ordered  to  pay  7s.  6d.  of  his 
poor-rate.  Mr.  Foster,  on  his  behalf,  said  Mr.  Robinson  did 
not  object  to  public  money  being  devoted  to  any  schools, 
but  he  did  object,  as  an  Englishman,  to  public  money  being 
expended  by  a  body  which  was  not  popularly  elected,  was 
irresponsible,  and  by  its  constitution  was  biassed  in  a 
particular  sectarian  direction. 
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The  Week's  Poisonings 
Four  of  the  sixteen  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have 
occurred  daring  the  week  were  misadventures,  the  others 
were  suicides.    In  six  instances  carbolic  acid  was  the  poison 
responsible.    It  was  taken  by  Alice  Bush,  a  painter's  wife  at 
Canton;  by  A.  L.  Tomlinson,  of  Heaton  Moor  (who  was 
found  suffering  from  carbolic-poisoning  in  a  railway  carriage 
at  St.  Pancras,  and  who  died  subsequently  in  the  Royal  Free 
Hospital)  ;  by  Elizabeth  Brown,  a  Darlington  farmer's  wife  ■ 
by  Peter  Brockley,  of  Crewe  ;  and  by  Thomas  Adcock,  a  Derby 
licensed  victualler,  who  drank  it  in  mistake  for  medicine. 
At  the  inquest  on  Brockley,  the  Coroner  asked  if  carbolic 
acid  was  not  a  scheduled  poison,  and  Dr.  Moody  replied  that 
what  was  called  the  pure  carbolic  acid  was,  but  what  the 
deceased  took,  which  was  not  the  pure  acid,  was  not, 
although  he  considered  it  ought  to  be,  as  it  was  worse  as 
regards  its  fatal  effects  than  the  other.    The  acid  was  sup- 
plied by  the  landlord  of  the  house  for  disinfecting  purposes. 
Four  cases  of  laudanum-poisoning  have  taken  place— two 
at  Sheffield,  where  a  saddle-maker  named  Thomas  and  an 
old  lady  named  Spurr  respectively  took  an  overdose,  as  also 
did  a  Colwyn  Bay  plasterer  named  Bam  ford,  and  Sarah 
Hewitt  of  Oldham.    A  collector  in  the  employ  of  the  Kent 
Waterworks  Company,  named  Alfred  Slatter,  committed 
suicide  in  St.  Paul's  Churchyard,  Deptford,  by  taking  prussic 
acid  ;  while  oxalic  acid  was  the  poison  with  which  Frances 
Wall,  of  Bradford,  killed  herself.    Mrs.  Edith  TregarJh,  of 
Rudgwick,  drank  by  misadventure  a  poisonous  quantity 
of  a  liniment  containing  ammonia,  and   died.  Esther 
Bushel],    of    Bradford,    poisoned    herself    with    salt  of 
sorrel,   which    she  mixed    with   some  beer  and  drank. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Liverpool  on  September  28,  on  the 
body  of  Jessie  Jane  Thompson  (21).  of  Wavertree,  the 
evidence  went  to  show  that  the  deceased  swallowed  a  large 
quantity  of  salt  of  lemon.    Deceased  told  Mr.  R.  C.  Richard- 
son, chemist,  of  129  Ullefct  Road,  from  whom  she  purchased 
the  poison,  that  she  wanted  it  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning 
straw  hats.    The  Coroner  said  the  unrestricted  sale  of  salt 
of  lemon,  as  at  present,  was  almost  a  premium  on  suicide. 
It  might  be  said  that  people  who  were  determined  to  commit 
suicide  would  do  so  ;  but  in  a  great  many  cases,  if  the 
process  were  made  a  little  more  difficult  by  asking  questions, 
and  selling  the  articles  under  the  same  restrictions  as  applied 
to  recognised  deadly  prisons,  he  believed  a  good  many  people 
would  be  turned  from  their  first  intention,  and  their  lives 
saved.    The  jury  agreed,  and  to  their  verdict  of  temporary 
insanity  added  a  recommendation  to  Parliament  to  schedule 
salt  of  lemon  as  a  deadly  poison.  A  hydrochloric-acid  fatility 
is  dealt  with  previously  and  Mr.  Henry's  death  cn  page  569.

Walker,  P.L  G.,  has  been  selected  by  a  meeting 
of  Belfast  workers  to  oppose  Sir  James  Haslett,  M.P.,  at  the 
next  general  election. 

The  Lata  Mr.  Mc  Master. 

The  effects  of  the  late  Mr.  Geo.  McMaster,  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  McMaster,  Hodgson  &  Co.  (Limited),  wholesale 
druggists,  Dublin,  were  sold  by  public  auction  last  week. 
The  sale  was  very  successful  and  excellent  prices  were 
realised. 

A  Large  Order. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Dromore-West  GtarJians  a 
letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  stating 
that  they  observed  that  on  October  20  last,  7  lbs.  of  sodii 
salicylas  was  requisitioned  for  use  in  the  Easkey  (No.  2) 
Dispensary  District,  and  they  requested  that  the  medical 
officer  might  be  called  upon  to  state  the  circumstances  which 
rendered  this  large  order  necessary.  The  Clerk  said  that  the 
medical  officer  could  give  the  information,  and  the  Guar  aans 
decided  that  he  should  be  asked  to  do  so. 


A  Dispensei'^  Salary. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Limerick  Guardians  an  appli- 
cation was  received  from  Mr.  John  MrMahon,  the  apothe- 
cary, for  an  increase  of  salary.  His  present  salary  is  801.  a 
year,  and  the  application  is  based  on  the  increased  work  due 
to  the  appointment  of  two  additional  medical  oilicers. 

A  Cod-liver  Oil  Contract. 

At  the  Athloue  Board  of  Guardians  Dr.  McCormack  asked 
whether  the  contractor  had  since  supplied  the  quantity  of 
cod-liver  oil  requisitioned  from  him  at  the  last  meeting. 
The  Chairman  said  he  had  supplied  it  when  he  was  told  that 
they  were  getting  it  from  a  local  chemist  at  the  contractor's 
expense. 

Deteriorates  on  Keeping. 

To  the  last  meeting  of  the  Castlebar  Guardians  the  Local 
Government  Board  wrote  requesting  that  the  analyst's  report 
on  samples  submitted  to  him  from  Balla  district  may  be 
forwarded  to  the  contractor  for  any  explanation  he  may  offer 
relative  to  the  tinctura  ferri  perchloridi  unfavourably 
reported  on.  The  contractor  has  replied  that  it  is  very 
difficult  to  keep  the  liquor  from  which  the  tincture  is  made 
from  depositing  when  it  is  kept  in  stock  for  some  time.  The 
contractor  has  provided  a  fresh  supply  to  the  Ballyvary 
Dispensary. 

Too  Late. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Killarney 
District  Lunatic  Asylum  a  wire  was  received  from  Messrs. 
Harrington,  Cork,  asking  if  a  medicine-tender  would  be 
accepted  if  posted  that  day  ?  Mr.  H.  O'Sullivan  :  Is  there  a 
time  fixed  that  tenders  should  be  sent  in  ?  The  Clerk  :  Yes, 
|  twelve  o'clock.  Archdeacon  Morgan  asked  why  did  they 
not  send  the  tender  in  time  1  Mr.  Donovan  supposed  there 
was  an  error  o£  a  clerk,  or  something  like  that.  It  was 
decided  that  the  tender  could  not  be  received. 

Tenders  Accepted. 

The  tender  of  Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  Belfast,  has 
been  accepted  for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  the  Monaghan 
and  Cavan  Lunatic  Asylum. 

The  tender  of  the  Cork  Drug  Company  for  the  supply  of 
medicines  to  the  Cork  Lunatic  Asylum  has  been  accepted  by 
the  Governors.  The  tender  of  Messrs.  Fannin  &  Co.  for 
medical  appliances  was  also  accepted.  The  Cork  Drug 
Company  was  also  awarded  portion  of  the  contract  for  the. 
supply  of  soap  and  chandlery. 

Bees  in  a  Pharmasy. 

Mr.  R.  D.  Harman's  Medical  Hall,  Carrick-on-Shannorr; 
was  last  week  invaded  by  a  swarm  of  bees.  A  local  reporter 
says  the  bees  were  probably  attracted  by  the  elegant  per- 
fumes which  are  always  exhibited  by  Mr.  Harman,  but 
unkindly  adds  that  "  by  the  following  morning  the  heavy- 
smelling  drugs  had  played  havoc  with  the  tiny  workers,  and 
all  but  a  few  died." 

A  Quaint  Intimation. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  written  to  the  Ennis- 
corthy  Guardians  inquiring  why  they  have  found  it  necessary 
to  order  six  gross  of  bottles  of  special  mould  for  medical 
purposes,  as  requisitioned  by  the  medical  officer.  Dr.  Fouling, 
said  they  were  only  following  the  custom  which  prevailei 
there  for  some  years.  Formerly  the  bottles  were  sto'.en  and  • 
sold  outside.  The  bottles  were  now  moulded  with  the  special 
description,  "Stolen  from  the  Enniscorthy  Union,"  and  since 
that  was  done  they  had  only  lost  two  bottles  by  breakage, 
and  none  were  stolen. 

The  Ballyhaise  Drug-bill. 

Dr.  Greer,  medical  officer  of  the  Ballyhaise  Dispensary  of 
the  Cavan  Union,  wrote  to  the  meeting  of  the  Cavan 
Guardians  last  week,  in  reply  to  the  letter  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  published  in  the  C.  i\-  I).  last  week 
(page  526).  Dr.  Greer  stated  that  only  medicines  that  were 
necessary  were  used  at  his  dispensary,  and  he  was  most 
careful  to  keep  do  wn  expenses.  The  average  amount  of 
medical  relief  was  thirty  bottles  per  month,  and  in  several 
in-tarcas  the  medicine  was  renswed  to  patients  four  and 
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five  times.  The  Chairman  said  Belturbet  Dispensary  was 
worse,  as  there  was  three  times  as  much  medicine  used  there 
as  in  the  other  dispensary  in  the  Union.  The  last  payment 
for  medicine  in  Belturbet  was  4U.  The  medical  officer  was 
requested  to  explain. 

S.V.M  in  Ireland. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Londonderry  Corporation  on  Septem- 
ber 29,  Councillor  Doherty  inquired  if  any  action  could  be 
taken  by  the  Council  or  the  public  health  authority  to  stop 
the  consumption  of  methylated  spirit,  which  was  becoming 
very  prevalent  in  the  city.  It  was  not  only  an  injustice,  he 
said,  to  honest  traders  in  good  beverages  to  have  this 
practice  so  general,  but  the  use  of  this  drug  was  poisoning 
the  rising  generation,  and  conducing  to  the  growth  of  crime 
in  and  around  the  city.  Mr.  O'Doherty,  M.P.,  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  said  the  matter  did  not  come 
within  the  province  of  the  Corporation.  It  was  a  question 
for  the  police. 

A  Local  Account. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  written  to  the  Tippe- 
rary  Guardians  in  reference  to  an  account  of  Messrs.  O'Ryan 
&  Co.,  druggists,  Tipperary,  for  63/.  9^.  lid.  for  drugs  supplied 
to  the  dispensary  and  workhouse  from  May  25,  1889,  to 
September  24,  1902.  The  Local  Government  Board  stated 
that  Messrs.  Leslie  &  Co.  were  the  medicine-contractors  on 
April  1,  1899,  and  that  the  Cork  Chemical  and  Drug  Com- 
pany were  the  contractors  from  April  1,  1900,  to  March  31 
last,  and  were  also  the  contractors  for  the  current  year.  The 
contractors  were  entitled  to  the  full  profits  arising  out  of  the 
Guardians'  orders,  and  there  was  no  provision  in  the  Local 
Government  Board  orders  to  enable  the  Guardians  or  their 
officers  to  obtain  at  their  discretion  medicines  locally.  The 
■  course  adopted  in  this  case  would  deprive  the  ratepayers  not 
only  of  the  advantages  in  regard  to  price,  but  also  of  the 
recoupment,  as  the  Local  Government  Board  would  decline 
to  sanction  any  payment  to  Messrs.  O'Ryan  &Co.  Mr.  Cleary 
said  Messrs.  O'ftyan  would  probably .  take  proceedings  to 
recover  the  amount.  The  letter  was  referred  to  Messrs. 
O'Ryan  &  Co.

Poisoning. 

William  Walker  (33),  a  public-house  waiter,  who  lived  in 
■Edinburgh,  committed  suicide  on  September  24  by  drinking 
•laudanum.  He  was  found  dead  in  bed,  with  two  empty 
laudanum-bottles  standing  on  the  wash=tand  beside  him. 

The  Chemists  of  Greenook 
held  a  well-attended  meeting  in  the  Temperance  Institute 
on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  September  23,  when  Mr.  A. 
McNaught  occupied  the  chair.  On  the  principle  that  local 
chemists  should  give  some  assistance  in  the  selection  of 
local  representatives  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
other  organised  bodies,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  recom- 
mend the  following  gentlemen  for  appointment  to  office  : 

(1)  Pharmaceutical  Society  Divisional  Secretary. — Mr.  A. 
McNaught. 

(2)  PA.T.A.  Local  Secretary— Mr.  J.  McK.  Farquhar. 

(3)  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists'  Trade  Associa- 
tion Council.— Mr,  J.  Anderson  Russell. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  question  of 
"  local  prices,"  and  another  to  watch  over  the  interests  of 
chemists  in  view  of  an  approaching  parliamentary  election. 
It  was  considered  the  aim  of  the  latter  should  be  to  gain 
from  candidates  sympathetic  recognition  of  the  claims  of 
pharmacists  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  and  a  pledge  of 
support  to  these  claims  in  a  genuine  Pharmacy  Bill. 

On  the  subject  of  chemists'  closing  hours,  it  was  the 
unanimous  opinion  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  secure 
a  uniform  and  reasonably  early  hour  for  closing,  and  a  com- 
mittee was  elected  to  see  what  could  ba  accomplished  in 
that  direction. 


Doctors  and  Chemists  Hand-in  hand. 

On  the  evening  of  September  25  the  chemists  and  drug- 
gists of  Falkirk  and  district  met  at  dinner  in  the  Crown 
Hotel,  and  on  their  invitation  the  doctors  of  the  town  and 
district  were  also  present.  Covers  were  laid  for  thirty,  and 
the  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  James  Baxter,  Grangemouth, 
the  doyen  of  the  drug-trade  of  the  district.  The  croupier's 
chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  Robert  Sinclair,  Falkirk.  The 
chief  object  of  the  dinner  was  to  mark  the  close  of  a  bowling- 
compjtition  played  during  the  season  for  prizes  offered  by 
Mr.  Greig,  of  the  New  Apothecaries'  Company,  Glasgow. 
After  dinner  the  Chairman,  in  the  course  of  his  speech, 
referred  to  the  growth  of  the  district,  and  said  he  remembered 
when  the  wants  of  Falkirk,  Grangemouth,  Stenhousemuir, 
Larbert,  and  Polmont  were  supplied  by  three  chemists,  and 
now  there  were  fully  a  score.  That  was  the  first  occasion 
on  which  the  chemists  of  Falkirk  and  district  had  met 
together  in  a  social  capacity,  but  he  trusted  that  in  future 
they  would  be  able  to  meet  annually,  and  that  that  was  but 
the  precursor  of  many  social  evenings.  (Applause.)  One  of 
the  features  of  the  gathering  was  to  find  their  friends  of  the 
medical  profession  supporting  them  so  loyally  and  heartily. 
(Applause.)  A  feelingof  friendship  between  the  chemists  and 
medical  men  was  far-reaching  in  its  effects,  as  what  could  do 
the  chemist  more  good  than  a  kindly  word  from  the  medical 
man  1  and  who  was  better  able  to  do  a  kindly  thing  for  the 
medical  man  than  the  chemist  and  druggist  ?  Mr.  W.  T. 
Varley  proposed  "  The  Medical  Profession  and  Drug-trade 
of  the  District,"  and  the  toast  was  acknowledged  by  Dr. 
Stewart  (Graharmton)  and  Mr.  Thomas  Lyon  (Local  Secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society).  Mr.  Greig  thereafter 
presented  the  prizes  to  the  winners  in  the  bowling-competi- 
tion. The  first  prize  (pair  of  silver-mounted  bowl-)  was  won 
by  Dr.  Smith  (Falkirk),  and  the  secmd  prize  (pair  of  ivory- 
mounted  bowls)  was  gained  by  Mr.  Jas.  MacNiven 
(Grahamston).  The  donor  made  a  felicitous  speech,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  stated  that  the  idea  of  starting  the 
competition  originated  with  Mr.  J.  W.  Bennie  (Polmont), 
and  since  the  inception  of  the  competition  that  gentleman, 
as  hon.  secretary,  had  carried  it  through  with  marked  success. 
Mr.  R.  Gordon  Drummond  (Falkirk)  proposed  "The  Donor"; 
"Bowling-clubs  of  the  District"  was  given  by  Dr.  Smith, 
and  acknowledged  by  Mr.  W.  T.  Varley  ;  "  Our  Guests"  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  Robt.  Sinclair,  and  replied  to  by  Dr.  Brown 
(Camelon)  ;  and  Mr.  Jas.  MacNiven  proposed  "  The  Honorary 
Secretary."  Mr.  Bennie,  in  acknowledging  the  last  toast, 
said  he  had  been  amply  repaid  for  his  efforts  by  the  success 
which  had  attended  both  the  competition  and  the  dinner.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Anniversary  of  Pasteur's  Death  was  com- 
memorated on  Monday,  September  28,  at  the  Pasteur  In- 
stitute, rue  Dutot,  Paris,  in  the  same  way  as  in  former 
years  since  the  death  of  the  great  chemist  in  1895.  At 
two  o'clock  the  staff,  headed  by  the  professors,  with  Dr. 
Metchnikof  (who  acted  as  Director  in  the  absence  of  M. 
Duclaux)  at  their  head,  met  in  the  large  hall  of  the  Institute. 
From  there  they  visited  Pasteur's  tomb  and  placed  wreaths 
and  flowers  upon  it.    No  speeches  were  made. 

A  New  Use  for  Iodine. — Iodine  is  a  great  deal  used  in 
France  for  painting  the  chest  and  back  for  relieving  a  cold. 
It  always,  of  course,  leaves  a  dark  yellow  stain  which  takes 
some  days  to  remove.  A  Parisienne  named  Mme.  Passier  re- 
membered this,  and  bought  a  bottle  of  iodine  a  few  days  ago 
from  a  pharmacist.  While  her  husband  was  asleep  she  painted 
his  face  with  the  iodine,  and  when  he  awoke  he  found  his 
complexion  had  become  a  deep  yellow.  The  lady  is  now 
havijg  her  physical  injuries  treated  at  a  Paris  hospital. 
The  explanation  of  this  very  Parisian  incident  is  that  M. 
and  Mme.  Passier  were  invited  to  a  friend's  wedding,  but 
madame's  new  dress  for  the  occasion  proved  hopelessly  bad- 
fitting,  and  she  could  not  possibly  wear  it.  She  was  reluctantly 
obliged  to  decide  to  stay  away.  Monsieur  thought  he  would 
attend  the  weddiDg  all  the  same.  Madame  said  he  should 
not ;  and  she  had  her  way. 
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Pharmaceutical  Poetry  is  so  seldom  found  in  French 
"lay"  papers  that  Dr.  Jibe's  "Pharmaceutical  Bucolic''  in 
the  Quinzaine  Independante  is  worthy  of  note.  He  sings 
of  the  pharmacist's  assistant  freed  from  work  and  ranging 
the  summer  woods,  reflecting  how  the  lilies  of  the  valley 
and  violets  "  smell  better  than  valerianates,"  and  the  morning 
walk  is  a  better  appetiser  than  bitters,  quassia,  nux  vomica, 
or  even  the  newest  persulphate.  The  plants  remind  him 
vaguely  of  his  "  botanical  identifications "  at  the  exam, 
and  he  forgets  "  the  grumbling  customers  and  their  coughs  " 
and  divers  ailments  until  the  time  comes  to  return. 

Can  Dentists  Prescribe  ?  is  a  question  interesting 
pharmacists.  The  recent  condemnation  of  a  pharmacist  who 
supplied  morphine  to  a  dentist  seems  to  have  left  many 
under  the  impression  that  he  was  fined  for  executing  a 
dentist's  prescription.  A  closer  inspection  of  the  facts 
reveals  that  this  point  was  not  raised  at  all,  the  pharmacist 
in  question  being  simply  fined  for  supplying  the  person  with- 
out a  prescription.  According  to  Article  32  of  the  Law  of 
December  30,  1892,  and  Article  3  of  the  decree  of  July  25, 
1893,  it  would  appear  that  dentists  possessing  the  official 
French  diploma  may  prescribe  for  any  drug,  toxic  or  other- 
wise, necessary  to  the  practice  of  their  profession,  in  the 
same  way  as  a  properly  qualified  vet.  or  midwife  may  do. 
This  rule  does  not,  of  course,  apply  to  the  large  number  of 
dentists  who  exercise  in  France  with  a  foreign  diploma. 

Artificial  Diamonds  — Some  years  ago  Professor  Moissan 
attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  by  the  announcement 
that  he  had  succeeded  in  manufacturing  diamonds  artificially 
by  means  of  the  intense  heat  of  his  electric  furnace.  The 
stones  were  only  small,  and  were  produced  at  a  high  cost, 
but  the  Society  of  Encouragement  here  awarded  him  a  prizs 
of  12.000f.  (480/.).  M.  Moissan  gave  one  or  two  interesting 
public  demonstrations  of  the  manufacture  of  diamonds,  but 
from  that  point  the  subject  seems  to  have  fallen  more  or  less 
into  oblivion,  from  which  it  has  just  been  drawn  by  a  terse 
letter  emanating  from  a  M.  Charles  Combes  (no  connection 
with  the  French  Prime  Minister),  chemist,  29  Avenue  Rapp, 
Paris,  to  the  following  effect :  "  M.  Moissan  ought  to  be 
challenged  to  make  diamonds  before  a  competent  commission. 
I  make  this  challenge  and  stake  5,000f.  (200/.)  on  the  issue." 
It  is  doubtful  whether  M.  Moissan  will  accept  a  challenge 
put  forward  in  this  way  especially  as  his  experiments  have 
scarcely  got  beyond  the  laboratory  stage  yet.  Moreover  the 
process  is  a  very  costly  one,  and  has  no  commercial  value  so 
far. 


''Little  Maby."  —  Mr.  J.  M.  Barrie's  new  piny  tells  of  an  old 
chemist's  theory  of  living,  and  how  his  granddaughter  carried  it 
out  in  "  sassiety  "  by  curing  the  daughter  of  an  earl — indeed,  the 
whole  household  who  were  the  worse  for  too  much  food  and  lazy 
habits.  The  prologue  opens  in  a  chemist's  back  shop.  Enter  the 
old  chemist,  an  Irishman,  bringing  in  a  customer,  whom  he  asks 
to  take  a  seat  till  the  prescription  is  made  up.  It  is  for  a  nervous 
headache,  to  which  the  customer  declares  himself  subject.  The 
Irishman  says,  "Let  me  look  at  you,"  and  the  customer  stands 
to  be  gazed  at,  saying,  "Do  you  know  me?"  "No,  my  Lord, 
but  you  are  one  of  them."  "  Then  you  do  know  me  ?  "  "  No,  but 
your  name  is  on  the  prescription,  '  The  Earl  of  Carlton.'"  The 
chemist  lets  fall  hints  that  he  does  not  believe  in  the  nervous 
headaches,  and  then  leaves  the  visitor  for  the  shop.  While  he  is 
gone  the  earl  makes  the  acquaintance  of  the  chemist's  grand- 
daughter, who,  after  preliminary  questions,  asks,  "  Perhaps  you 
are  a  lord  '?  "  "  Yes."  "  Oh,  how  sorry  I  am  for  you  !  "  "  Why  '?  " 
"Grandpa  says  you're  all  ill.  But  he's  a  wonderful  man.  He'll 
touch  a  spring  in  you,  and  you'll  all  bo  cured."  The  chemist 
brings  in  the  prescription,  the  visitor  pays  and  goas,  and  grandpa 
and  the  little  mother  are  left  alone.  She  helps  him  on  w.th  his 
dressing  gown  and  slippers,  and  then  suggests  that  he  should  go 
on  writing  the  book.  We  learn  that  all  his  life  his  evenings  have 
been  given  to  the  book.  As  an  Irishman  he  loves  the  English— 
the  best  set.  He  wants  to  set  them  right.  He  has  found  out 
what  is  the  matter  with  them  and  it  is  all  in  the  book.  She 
gets  the  book  — three  ponderous  manuscript  folios— from  the  safe, 
and  he  says,  "  There  are  only  two  words  more,  and  you  must 
write  them,  Moira."    So  he  dictates,  and  she  writes  "  The  End." 

The  Wizard  of  the  North  breaks  out  in  rhyme  about  the  play, 
Mr.  Barrie  hailing  from  I  he  district  where  the  genial  Wizard 
wields  the  pestle.    One  of  his  verses  is  :

The  doctors  will  their  lancets  whet 
And  slash  thee,  just  by  way  of  love.

Drugs  and  Chemicals  valued  at  296  003/.  were  imported 
into  the  Transvaal  during  the  six  months  ended  June,  1903, 
as  compared  with  159,000/.  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
1902. 

Tenders  for  Oil.— Tenders  are  invited  for  the  supply  rf 
the  following  oils  required  for  the  service  of  the  Cape  Rail- 
way Department  during  the  year  1904:  195.000  gals,  of 
castor  oil,  10,000  gals,  of  lard  oil,  190,000  gals,  of  paraffin 
oil.  Forms  of  tender,  conditions  of  contract,  and  all  other 
particulars  may  be  obtained  at  the  Railway  Stores,  Cape 
j  Town,  Port  Elizabeth,  and  East  London. 

British  Goods  and  S.  A.  Customs.— The  declaration 
forms  to  be  used  and  the  regulations  to  be  observed  in 
connection  with  the  preferential  rebate  accorded  to  British 
and  colonial  manufacturers  in  the  South  African  Colonies, 
have  been  published.  They  are  in  two  varieties— one  for  the 
manufacturer  and  one  for  the  merchant  and  shipper.  They 
are  obtainable  at  the  offices  of  the  Agents-General  for  the 
Colonies. 

Transvaal  Items.— Mr.  W.  L.  P.  Lee,  Bertram's  Phar- 
macy, Kimberley  Road,  Bertram's  Town  (a  suburb  of  Johan- 
nesburg), has  been  appointed  sub-postmaster  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood.— Messrs.  Mitchell  &  Co.  have  opened  a  new  phar- 
macy in  Harrow  Road,  Yeoville.  The  establishment,  which 
'  is  under  the  management  of  Mr.  J.  Mitchell,  is  handsomely 
fitted  thoughout,  and  has  a  full  stock  of  goods  suitable  for 
the  requirements  of  that  high-class  neighbourhood. — Mr.  B. 
Litovitch,  of  Germiston,  has  opened  a  pharmacy  at  George- 
town. 

Natal  Notes. — Our  Natal  correspondent,  writing  on 
September  5,  states  that  Mr.  J.  D.  Buckle,  chemist  and 
druggist,  who  is  opening  business  in  Durban  in  the  course  of 
I  a  week  or  two,  arrived  from  England  by  the  last  mailboat. — 
Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Durban,  who  has 
been  on  a  pleasure-trip  to  the  Old  Country,  arrived  safely 
with  his  family  at  the  Natal  capital  before  the  mail  left. — 
Business  in  Natal  continues  to  be  very  dull,  and  shows  a  strong 
contrast  to  the  busy  times  of  the  past  few  years.  The  banks 
are  refusing  assistance,  and  several  bankruptciesihave  oocu'red 
amongst  retailers  in  general  merchandise. 

Government  Bargain  Sales. — In  a  previous  issue  we 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Imperial  Government 
were  holding  public  auctions  at  Cape  Town  of  surplus 
stock  from  the  canteens  and  disposing  of  the  goods  at 
ridiculously  low  prices.  These  sales  have  been  so  compre- 
hensive that  the  auctioneer  has  sat  at  his  rostrum  from 
morning  till  night  for  three  or  four  days  running,  disposing 
of  the  goods  without  the  least  reserve.  There  were  a  few 
thousand  articles  in  the  catalogues,  and  among  them  we- 
notice  50  lbs.  of  Epsom  salts,  five  cases  (seventy-two  bottles) 
Eno's  fruit  salt,  one  case  (nine  dozen  bottles)  Neave's  food, 
three  cases  honey,  three  cases  herbs,  eleven  gross  assorted 
small  herbs,  one  dozen  lime-juice,  nine  doz;n  bottles 
brilliantine,  six  dozen  hair-brushes,  ten  dozen  shaving  brushes, 
fifteen  dozen  tooth-brushes,  ten  bottles  Condy's  fluid,  five 
dozen  cobbler's  wax,  two  dozen  citrate  of  magnesia,  twenty- 
nine  dozen  fullers' earth,  100  "only"  fly-papers,  107  "only, 
gum  very  small,"  thirty  only  packets  isinglass,  thirty  tins 
Sanifas,  seventeen  only  Sparklet  syphons,  eight  dozen  small, 
and  379  dozen  large  Sparklet  charges,  eighteen  boxes  Sparklet 
charges,  five  dozen  Seigel's  syrup,  two  gross  vaseline,  six 
dozen  -j-lb.  Monkey  brand  soap,  twelve  dozen  tablets 
Erasmic  soap,  five  gross  cakes  toilet-soap,  five  cases  soft 
soap,  two  cases  Calvert's  carbolic  soap,  four  cases  Maggi's 
soup,  twenty-four  dozen  seidlitz  powders.  We  do  not  know 
what  prices  were  realised  for  these  goods,  but  we  understand 
that  traders  naturally  attended  the  sale  for  bargains,  and  got 
them.  Judging  from  the  hundreds  of  cases  of  claret, 
champagne,  port,  chartreuse,  cherry  brandy,  and  eatables 
which  included  everything  from  pdtc  defois  gras  to  plum 
puddings,  to  say  nothing  of  75,000  Indian  cigars  and  thirty- 
one  pairs  of  bathing-drawers,  one  would  have  thought  the 
British  army  was  on  a  picnic. 
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PI)  mouth  Chemists'  Association. 

A  general  meeting  was  held  at  Plymouth  on  Thursday- 
evening,  September  24.  The  President  (Mr.  J.  Davy  Turney) 
occupied  the  chair,  and  amongst  those  present  were  Messrs. 
C.  J.  Park,  F.  W.  Hunt,  R.  F.  Roper,  J.  Cocks,  F.  Maitland, 
H.  P.  Hearder,  C.  T.  Weary,  F.  A.  Goodwin,  H.  M.  Morgan, 
J.  Treneer,  and  G.  Fairweather  (Hon.  Secretary). 

Why? 

Mr.  Kelly  asked  for  an  explanation  why  the  Secretary 
had  not  called  meetings  quarterly.  Mr.  Fairweather 
■replied  that  he  had  not  done  so  because  there  had  been 
nothing  to  discuss.  Mr.  Kelly  said  he  was  not  satisfied 
with  the  reply,  but  the  Chairman  ruled  any  further  discussion 
out  of  order. 

A  Bell  Scholar. 

The  Chairman,  referring  to  Mr.  J.  M.  Treneer's  success  in 
■the  Bell  Scholarship  examination,  said  this  was  the  first 
time  that  a  president  of  the  Association  had  the  very 
.pleasant  duty  of  tendering  a  junior  member  congratulations 
on  winning  this  honourable  distinction.  It  was  the  first 
time  since  their  Association  had  been  formed  that  anyone 
in  Plymouth  had  gained  the  scholarship,  although  it  was  not 
»the  first  time  that  an  apprentice  who  had  had  his  training  in 
Plymouth  had  done  so.  He  believed  that  Mr.  Fred  Short, 
■who  was  apprenticed  with  Mr.  Clark,  gained  the  distinction 
"before  the  Association  was  formed.  Mr.  Treneer  was  a 
Cornishman,  but  he  had  had  the  whole  of  his  pharmacy- 
training  in  Plymouth,  having  attended  the  classes  formed  by 
Messrs.  Reed  and  Johnson,  and  served  his  apprenticeship 
with  Mr.  Roper.  They  would  all  watch  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest  his  career,  which  had  started  so  brilliantly  indeed. 
The  President  concluded  by  asking  Mr.  Treneer  to  accept, 
on  behalf  of  the  Association,  a  cheque  for  10/.,  which  carried 
with  it  the  good  wishes  of  all  the  members.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  R.  F.  Roper  remarked  that  Mr.  Treneer  had  always

Another  Year,  at  Least. 

iMr.  Roper  mentioned  that  his  year  of  office  as  Secretary 
for  the  Parliamentary  division  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  about  to  expire,  and  he  thought  it  was  an  office  that 
every  member  of  the  Association  should  pass  through. 

The  Chairman  asked  whether  the  members  thought  it 
desirable  that  the  office  should  be  held  for  one  year  only. 
He  questioned  whether  any  man  could  do  the  work  really 
effectively  if  he  held  the  office  for  that  period  only. 

Mr,  Kelly  considered  that  twelve  months  was  not  suf- 
ficient for  a  man  to  get  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
duties,  and  he  should  certainly  ask  Mr.  Roper  to  continue  as 
secretary  for  another  year. 

Mr.  Cocks  thought  the  office  should  be  held  for  at  least 
two  years. 

Mr.  Roper  stated  that  he  would  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Society  members  to  consider  the  matter. 

Other  Matters. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Park,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hunt,  it 
was  decided  to  send  a  letter  to  Mr.  J.  Maurice,  of  Plymouth, 
sympathising  with  him  in  his  illness. 

Mr.  Park  mentioned  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
been  able  to  render  valuable  assietance  to  the  widow  of  one 
of  its  members,  formerly  living  at  Devonport,  who  had 
recently  died.  The  deceased  also  left  some  orphans,  but 
the  Orphan  Fund  was  not  available,  as  unfortunately  the 
father  had  not  subscribed  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  He 
mentioned  the  matter  in  order  to  bring  before  the  members 
the  advisability  of  their  subscribing  to  the  fund  in  question. 


Barnsley  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  on  Thursday, 
September  24,  at  the  Royal  Hotel  Barnsley.  There-  was  a 
very  good  attendance,  the  President  (Mr.  J.  B.  Ellisson) 
being  in  the  chair. 

Vague,  Incomplete,  and  Ambiguous  Rules. 

A  communication  was  read  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  from 
Mr.  B.  Broadhead  (Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Federation  of  West 
Riding  Chemists'  Associations),  in  which  the  writer  suggested 
that  it  should  be  pointed  out  to  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion that,  owing  to  the  vagueness,  incompleteness,  and  am- 
biguity of  the  rules  of  the  Federation,  it  was  advisable 
that  before  the  annual  meeting  in  October,  the  rules  should 
be  thoroughly  overhauled  by  the  Council  or  a  small  com- 
mittee.   Mr.  Broadhead  also  asked  for  suggestions. 

Mr.  Ellisson  said  he  could  not  see  what  theB.  and  D.  C.  A. 
could  do  in  the  matter  :  they  had  no  copy  of  the  rules  before 
them,  so  of  course  could  offer  no  suggestions  as  to  their 
revision. 

Mr.  Billington  and  Mr.  W.  Rigby  also  spoke,  the  latter 
saying  that  there  had  been  too  much  quibbling  about  small 
details  in  the  Federation.  Mr.  Billington  suggested  that  the 
rules  should  be  printed  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council, 
and  it  was  agreed  to  send  this  suggestion. 

After  some  remarks  about  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's 
compendium,  a  discussion  took  place  on  the 

Sale  of  Drugs  by  Unqualified  Dealers. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Norwood  stated  there  was  a  law  in  force 
whereby  persons  other  than  chemists  and  druggists,  physi- 
cians and  apothecaries  were  precluded  from  selling  medi- 
cines, such  as  tincture  of  rhubarb,  sweet  nitre,  or  other 
spirituous  preparations.  He  gave  as  his  authority  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  [the  Spirits  Act, 
16  Geo.  II.,  cap.  8.  See  page  538].  The  President 
thought  if  this  was  the  case  some  action  should  be  taken  in 
the  matter,  and  he  moved  a  resolution  instiucting  the  Asso- 
ciation's councillors  and  delegates  to  the  next  Federation 
meeting  to  bring  the  question  forward.  Mr.  J.  P.  Norwood 
seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  adopted. 

New  Medicine-stamp  Regulations. 

In  a  discussion  on  this  matter,  Mr.  J.  W.  Moorhouse 
said  the  new  regulations  were  bound  to  be  productive  of 
much  good  to  chemists.  Mr.  H.  B.  Billington  thought 
the  regulations  would  yet  be  considerably  modified.  Un- 
doubtedly great  pressure  would  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  by  firms  which  had  built  up  large 
businesses  in  the  lines  which  would  be  absolutely  knocked 
out  by  the  new  regulations.  Associations  of  retail  dealers 
who  would  be  adversely  affected  would  also  take  action. 
He  noticed  that  the  action  of  the  Board  was  about  to  be 
made  the  question  of  a  test-case  in  the  law  courts.  He 
should  advocate  a  waiting  policy  for  the  present.  Several 
other  members  spoke  upon  the  matter,  but  the  general 
feeling  was  that  it  would  be  wise  to  maintain  a  passive 
attitude  for  the  present,  the  new  regulations  being  looked 
upon  as  an  advantage  to  chemists. 

Messrs.  H.  B.  Billington  and  W.  Rigby  were  re-elected  to 
represent  the  Association  on  the  Council  of  the  Federation 
of  West  Riding  Chemists'  Associations.  Messrs.  J.  W. 
Moorhouse  and  E.  Nash  were  elected  as  delegates  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Federation. 


North  =  East  Lanes  Chemists'  Association. 

A  special  general  meeting  was  held  at  the  White  Bull 
Hotel,  Blackburn,  on  September  28,  Mr.  Councillor  Critchley 
in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance.  In  the  absence 
of  Mr.  Pickworth,  who  has  retired  from  the  Secretaryship 
and  also  from  business  on  account  of  illness,  Mr.  Jos.  Hindle 
(Secretary  pro  tern.)  read  correspondence  which  had 
accumulated,  and  was  instructed  to  answer  such  letters  as 
needed  replies. 

A  long  conversation  took  place  on  the  action  of  the 
Technical  School  Committee  in  refusing  to  grant  facilities 
for  materia  medica,  Latin,  and  pharmacy  classes,  unless  the 
Association  provide  teachers,  specimens,  and  materials  free  of 
cost  to  the  Committee,  the  school  authorities  taking  all  the 
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students'  fees.  The  Secretary  was  a«ked  to  send  a  letter  of 
protest  to  the  Secondary  Education  Committee  against  their 
action. 

A  report  from  the  Divisional  Secretary  (Mr.  Gifford)  was 
read,  giving  interesting  accounts  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  work  in  the  district,  and  urging  the  members  to 
keep  more  in  touch  with  the  Society  through  its  divisional 
officer.  It  was  resolved  to  ask  the  members  to  again 
nominate  Mr.  Gifford  as  divisional-secretary. 

The  rest  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  an  informal  dis- 
cussion on  the  Pharmacy  Bill  introduced  into  Parliament 
last  Session,  and  the  general  feeling  of  the  meeting  was  that 
if  re-introduced  it  has  not  the  remotest  chance  of  passing-, 
and  even  if  passed  would  not  be  of  any  appreciable  benefit 
to  the  individual  chemist.  The  feeling  was  generally  ex- 
pressed that  a  simple  Bill  should  be  introduced  restricting 
the  title  of  chemist  and  druggist  to  qualified  chemists  only, 
and  if  necessary  abandoning  the  widows'  clause. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  annual  meeting, 
which  was  fixed  for  9.15  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  October  14. 


Exeter  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists was  held  on  Tuesday  night,  September  29,  at  the  resi- 
dence of  the  President  (Mr.  F.  W.  Vinden),  Mount  Radford, 
there  being  also  present  Messrs.  P.  F.  Rowell,  J.  Hinton 
Lake,  Harris,  Weston  Aplin,  T.  C.  Milton,  and  E.  Lemmon. 

The  President  stated  that  since  the  last  meeting  the 
Association  had  lost  by  death  Mr.  George  Stocker  who  last 
year  was  President,  and  he  moved  that  a  vote  of  condolence 
be  sent  to  the  widow  and  family. 

Mr.  Rowsell  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  agreed 
to. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Milton,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Lemmon,  Mr.  F.  Sloman,  who  has  taken  over  Mr.  Stocker's 
business,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  (Hon.  Secretary)  wrote  regretting 
that  an  engagement  in  London  prevented  his  attendance. 
He  stated  that  all  the  chemists  of  Exeter  had  now  joined 
the  P.A.T.A  ,  and  he  enclosed  correspondence  received  from 
various  manufacturers  who  were  approached  in  accordance 
with  the  resolution  of  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Grocers'  and 
Chemists'  Associations. 

An  interesting  discussion  took  place  on  the  proceedings  of 
the  Bristol  Conference  and  the  value  of  these  conferences  to 
the  members  of  the  profession  in  general.  The  question  of 
the  administration  of  the  Medicine-stamp  Act  was  also  dis- 
cussed, and  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  law  would 
benefit  chemists  very  much  if  they  not  only  tried  to  carry  it 
out,  but  endeavoured  to  prevent  anybody  but  chemists  from 
selling  the  articles  affected  by  the  Act. 


Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association. 

At  Dublin  on  September  28  a  general  meeting  of  the  members 
of  this  Association  was  held  at  73  Harcourt  Street,  the 
President  (Mr.  Edgar  B.  Aplin)  in  the  chair. 

Rules  Approved. 

The  President  submitted  for  approval  a  draft  copy  of 
the  rules  framed  by  the  C3mmittee,  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  the  affairs  of  the  Association  will  be  conducted  by  a 
committee  consisting  of  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Assistant-Secretary,  and  twenty-five  members  ;  six  members 
to  form  a  quorum  ;  the  committee  to  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  August;  committeemen  to  attend  at  least 
50  per  cent,  of  the  special  meetings  to  be  eligible  for  re-election 
at  the  annual  meetings;  misconduct  on  the  part  of  members  j 
to  be  punished  with  expulsion  and  forfeiture  of  subscriptions. 
Honorary  members  eligible  for  election  consist  of  those 
having  a  desire  to  co-operate  in  advancing  the  well-being  of  j 
the  Association.  The  rules  were  adopted  without  change, 
and  were  ordered  to  be  printed  in  book  form  for  distribution. 

The  Future. 

Mr.  McCarthy  gave  an  account  of  his  quest  for  meeting- 
rooms,  and  it  was  agreed  that  no  better  selection  could  have 
been  made  than  that  which  enabled  the  members  to  assemble  I 


in  their  new  quarters  that  evening.  Mr.  McCarthy  added 
that  his  desire  was  to  see  the  members  in  absolute  pos- 
session of  their  own  house,  but  they  must  wait  a  little  while 
for  this.  His  great  idea  was  to  get  together  a  real  Irish 
Association  composed  of  members  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,  with  local  branches  in  the  larger  towns,  but  with  the 
central  and  governing  body  in  Dublin.  When  he  visited  the 
comparatively  small  towns  in  England  and  saw  the  excel- 
lently managed  and  flourishing  associations  there,  it  made 
him  feel  ashamed  of  the  apathy  displayed  by  Irish  chemists 
in  getting  together  a  trade  society. 

The  President  complimented  Mr.  McCarthy  on  his  zeal 
and  energy,  but  to  gain  the  advantages  foreshadowc  1  by  lhat 
gentleman  they  must  have  funds,  and  unless  they  got  in  the 
subscriptions  they  could  not  have  an  association.  Several 
suggestions  have  been  made  as  to  the  best  means  of  cele- 
brating the  inauguration  of  the  Society,  the  majority  being 
in  favour  of  a  "  smoker."  It  was  therefore  proposed  to  hold 
a  smoking-concert  in  the  third  week  of  October,  at  the 
Gresham  Hotel,  admission  to  be  Is.  each.  After  that  it  was 
the  intention  to  devote  the  ensuing  winter  to  educational 
matters,  and  he  had  authority  to  promise  literary  assistance 
from  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  Professor  Tichborne,  and  Mr. 
Patrick  Kelly. 

Mr.  T.  Kelly  was  elected  Assistant-Secretary.  Two  new 
members  were  elected. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  was  held  at 
the  Holborn  Viaduct  Hotel  on  Wednesday.  September  30, 
a  dozen  members  being  present.  Mr.  F.  W.  Truman 
presided. 

Resignation  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Chairman  read  a  letter  which  had  been  received 
from  Mr.  R.  H.  Jones,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  stating  that  he 
regretted  to  say  he  would  be  unable  to  continue  to  act  as 
hon.  secretary  on  account  of  the  pressure  of  private  affairs. 
His  interest  in  the  Association  was  as  lively  as  ever.  Mr. 
G.  P.  Pond  moved  that  the  resignation  be  accepted  with, 
great  regret.  Mr.  Jones,  he  thought,  had  done  his  work  very 
well.  This  was  seconded;  but  Mr.  WATSON  Will  thought 
they  were  cutting  it  rather  fine,  and  that  a  few  remarks 
regretting  the  resignation  were  not  sufficient,  and  that  some- 
thing more  than  this  was  due  to  Mr.  Jones.  He  proposed 
that  a  letter  of  thanks  should  be  sent  to  him  expressing  the 
deep  regret  which  the  Association  felt  on  the  retirement  of 
their  secretary.  He  was  sure  that  the  loss  of  Mr.  Jones  was 
one  which  it  would  be  hard  to  make  up.  Mr.  Jones  had  always 
shown  great  tact  and  sociability,  and  had  been  a  very 
valuable  officer  of  the  Association.  This  was  unanimously 
carried. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Watson  Will,  a  vote  of  condolence  was  passed  to  Mr. 
Albert  Cooper  on  the  death  of  his  wife. 

The  Bristol  Meetings. 

The  Chairman  then  called  for  a  few  remarks  from  the 
delegates  to  the  Bristol  Conference.  Mr.  Watson  Will 
said  the  Conference  was  a  very  happy  one,  and  the  business 
done  redounded  to  the  credit  of  the  Conference.  Mr.  Betty 
said  he  intended  to  read  a  paper  on  the  Conference  at  a 
meeting  of  the  North  London  branch  in  October. 

Dealing  with  the  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Chemists' 
Associations  held  during  the  Conference  at  Bristol,  Mr. 
Watson  Will  said  greater  interest  than  ever  had  been 
shown.  About  sixty  delegates  attended,  which  constituted 
a  record.  It  was  a  pity  that  the  time  at  the  meeting  was 
so  short  that  it  would  "not  allow  of  any  discussion  on  the 
papers  read,  and  it  was  evidently  necessary  that  in  future 
more  than  one  day  would  have  to  be  devoted  to  the 
Federation  meeting.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Executive,  and,  to  his  horror,  he  was  also  elected  Secretary. 
He  had  already  found  that  there  was  plenty  to  do,  and  he 
trusted  his  efforts  would  be  successful. 

Mr.  Betty  gave  a  notice  of  motion  that  he  intended  to 
move  at  the  next  meeting  : 

That  the  Federation  hold  two  general  meetings  yearly— one  the 
morning  after  the  B.P.  Conference,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon 
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after  the  general  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  London. 

A  good  deal  of  discussion  as  to  the  desirability  of  this 
motion  ensued,  but  ultimately  the  motion  was  allowed  to  lie 
•on  the  paper. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Wilson  complained  that  the  rules  of  the 
Federation  were  not  furnished  to  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  a  heated  discussion  between  Mr.  Watson  Will  and 
Mr.  Wilson  followed.  As  a  result,  it  was  moved  and 
carried  "  That  the  rules  of  the  Federation  be  read  at  the 
next  meeting." 

The  Selection  of  Officers, 

to  submit  to  the  annual  general  meeting,  was  then  considered. 
It  was  decided  to  recommend  that  the  following  be  elected  : 
President,  T.  H.  W.  Idris  ;  Vice-Presidents,  W.  S.  Glyn-  Jones 
and  R.  H.Jones;  Chairman  General  Purposes  Committee, 
Albert  Cooper  ;  Vice-Chairman,  ditto,  J.  C.  Umney  ;  Treasurer, 
G.  P.  Pond. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Betty  was  unanimously  chosen  to  succeed  Mr. 
R.  H.  Jones  as  secretary.  Mr.  Betty  said  he  would  accept 
the  post  if  the  Association  would  agree  to  elect  a  paid 
canvasser.  It  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the  Association 
that  Mr.  Betty  should  have  the  help  of  a  paid  assistant. 

Mr.  Betty  moved  that  Mr.  Atkins,  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  should  be  elected  an  honorary 
member.    This  was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Betty  then  read  a  letter  which  had  been  received 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with 
reference  to  a  compendium  of  medicines,  and  it  was  decided 
to  leave  to  individual  members  to  do  as  they  like. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  annual  general  meeting 
on  November  11  at  the  Holborn  Viaduct  Hotel,  the  meeting 
to  commence  at  3.30  P.M. 


Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society. 

The  annual  general  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  Montgomery 
Hall,  Sheffield,  on  Wednesday  next,  October  7,  at  8.30  o'clock. 
The  business  includes  the  election  of  members  of  the 
Council,  and  the  presentation  of  the  report  and  the  statement 
of  accounts.  The  retiring  members  of  the  Council  (all  of 
whom  are  eligible  for  re-election)  are  Messrs.  P.  Carr,

The  Hartlepools  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  25  Church  Street,  West  Hartlepool, 
on  Monday,  September  28.  Alderman  Thos.  Clarkson,  J.P., 
presided,  and  there  were  also  present  Messrs.  G.  A.  Watt. 
J.  B.  Barker,  P.  H.  Gamlen,  R.  B.  Ferry,  Thos.  Livre,  G.  S 
Gibson,  R.  Leithead,  and  A.  Timmens,  Hon.  Secretary 
(AVest  Hartlepool) ;  Messrs.  H.  Buckle  and  C.  Grayson 
(Hartlepool).  Letters  of  apology  for  non-attendance  were 
received  from  Mr.  J.  Hill  (West  Hartlepool)  and  Mr.  J.  T. 
•Cross  Wicgale. 

The  Sale  of  Poisonous  Compounds. 

The  members  had  a  conversation  about  the  sale  of  lotions, 
liniments,  &c,  the  object  being  to  conform  with  the  law 
and  bring  about  uniformity  amongst  the  members.  As  an 
outcome  it  was  resolved 

That  no  outward  application  containing  a  scheduled  poison  be 
supplied  in  other  than  distinct  poison-bottles. 

That  nothing  whatever  be  supplied  in  beer  or  mineral-water 
bottles. 

Mr.  G.  A.  Watt  next  brought  forward  the  question  of 

Stamping  Weights  and  Scales. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  local  inspector  of  weights  and 
measures  had  now  the  proper  appliances  for  testing  all  kinds 
of  weighing-appliances,  including  dispensing  scales  and 


1  weights,  and  as  it  was  probable  that  members  would  receive 
closer  attention  in  the  future,  he  thought  it  desirable"  that 
they  should  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  advantageous 
to  have  some  arrangement  with  a  reputable  firm  of  scale- 
makers  for  a  periodical  inspection  and  adjustment  of  scales 
and  weights  belonging  to  members  of  the  Association.  Witli 
this  object  he  proposed 

That  the  Secretary  write  to  Messrs.  W.  &  S.  Avery  (Limited)  as 
to  terms  upon  which  they  would  inspect  and  adjust  all  scales  and 
weights  belonging  to  members  of  the  Association,  at  least  twice  a 
year,  including  both  gent ral  and  dispensing  scales,  cfcc. 

This  proposition  was  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  S.  Gibson,  and 
carried  unanimously. 

The  Election  of  a  Divisional  Secretary 
next  received  attention,  and  the  Secretary  having  reported 
that  he  had  an  interview  with  the  present  Divisional  Secre- 
tary (Alderman  John  Horsley,  Hartlepool),  who  had  no  wish 
to  continue  in  the  office,  it  was  resolved  to  nominate  Alder- 
man Thos.  Clarkson,  West  Hartlepool,  for  the  office. 

Proprietary  Articles  and  Protected  Articles 
next  received  attention,  and  after  a  brief  discussion  the 
Secretary  was  requested  to  write  to  several  manufacturers, 
urging  upon  them  the  importance  of  protecting  their  prices 
and  giving  the  retailer  an  adequate  profit. 

Co-operative  Buying 

was  afterwards  brought  forward  by  the  Secretary,  who 
thought  this  was  a  question  which  might  be  discussed  with 
considerable  advantage  to  the  members.  As  this  was  also 
the  general  feeling  of  those  present,  the  Secretary  was  asked 
to  obtain  all  the  information  he  could  on  the  matter  and  lay 
before  a  future  meeting  for  discussion  (see  page  585). 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  smoking-concert  in  connection 
with  the  Association  on  Wednesday,  November  11. 


Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  general  meeting  of  the  members  was  held  at  the  Park 
Hotel,  Cardiff,  on  Wednesday  evening,  September  30.  Mr. 
J.  A.  Jones  presided,  and  gave  a  summary  of  the  scheme  of 

Representation  by  Territorial  Districts 

on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  read  before  the  federation  of 
local  associations  in  August  last  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Tocher.  Mr. 
Jones  approved  of  the  scheme,  believing  that  if  this  country 
were  divided  into  districts,  and  each  district  selected  a 
member  for  appointment  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
qualified  to  speak  to  the  needs  of  his  district,  there 
would  be  some  chance  of  arousing  a  little  local  en- 
thusiasm in  the  trade.  Mr.  R.  Drane  also  sympa- 
thised with  Mr.  Tocher's  scheme,  and  was  sorry  that 
there  was  not  a  better  attendance.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Council  as  at  present  elected  was,  he  said,  a  small  oligarchy 
which  knew  nothing  of  the  wants  of  the  drug-trade,  and 
depend  upon  it  they  would  never  accept  this  scheme,  because 
it  would  mean  their  extinction.  Mr.  A.  Hagon  said  this 
was  a  most  important  matter,  because  it  was  a  question  of 
altering  the  constitution  of  the  Society,  and  was  the  very 
thing  that  was  wanted  in  pharmacy.  They  wanted  some- 
thing that  would  interest  the  different  counties,  and  if  all 
the  Associations  would  pass  resolutions  dealing  with  the 
matter,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  feel  bound  to 
take  cognisance  of  them.  He  did  not  agree  with  some  of 
the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Drane,  for  he  believed  that  the 
Society  had  done  a  great  deal  for  the  trade,  and  that  if  they 
had  not  such  a  Society  they  would  be  worse  off  than 
they  were  to-day.  The  Society  held  the  charter,  and  it  was 
only  through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  they  could 
j  get  Parliamentary  privileges.  Owing  to  the  small  number 
of  members  present,  he  moved  that  the  discussion  be  post- 
poned till  the  meeting  in  October,  when  he  would  move — 

That  this  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  and  District  Pharmaceutical 
[  Association  is  in  favour  of  territorial  representation,  and  respect- 
fully urges  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  formulate  a  scheme  for 
such  representation  ;  and,  further,  is  of  opinion  that  if  it  is  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  secure  such  an  alteration  in  the  mode  of  repre- 
sentation, to  promote  a  Bill  in  Parliament,  the  Bill  should  provide 
!  also  for  compulsory  yearly  registration  of  all  qualified  men,  and 
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the  payment  of  a  small  annual  subscription,  such  payment  to 
carry  with  it  a  vote  in  the  election  of  a  representative  for  the 
district  in  which  the  member  resides.  This  meeting  ip,  further- 
more, unanimously  of  opinion  that  such  a  measure  would  very 
materially  increase  the  interest  of  the  trade  in  the  work  of  the 
Society. 

Mr.  James  Mumford  suggested  that  "  registration-fee  " 
should  be  substituted  for  "  subscription."  Mr.  K.  Drane 
seconded  the  motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  discussion, 
which  was  carried.

Beatba. 


Beatty. — On  September  16,  at  Belfast,  Mr.  James  Beatty, 
aged  seventy-six.  Mr.  Beatty  was  until  six  years  ago  in 
business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  at  Ballymena,  when  he 
retired.  Mr.  Beaity's  son  is  Dr.  Beatty,  medical  officer  for 
Northampton. 

Fairburn. — At  Guisborough,  suddenly,  on  September  25, 
Mr.  Robert  Waller  Fairburn,  chemist  and  druggist.  Mr. 
Fairburn,  who  had  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist  and  wine 
and  spirit  merchant  in  the  town  for  many  years,  was  well 
known  and  highly  respected  in  the  district. 

Henry.— At  Lewisham,  S.E.,  on  September  26,  Mr. 
Edward  Laurence  Henry,  chemist  and  dentist.  Mr.  Henry 
had  carried  on  business  at  32  Loampit  Vale,  Lewisham,  for 
many  years.  On  September  23  Mr.  Henry  took  what  he 
believed  was  a  mixture  for  nervousness,  but  it  proved  to  be 
carbolic  acid,  and  he  died  as  a  result.  At  the  inquest 
at  Ladywell  on  September  30  a  verdict  of  death  from  mis- 
adventure was  returned. 

Hinds. — At  Warwick  Row,  Coventry,  on  September  29, 
Mr.  James  Hinds,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged  seventy- 
seven.  Mr.  Hinds  had  practised  dental  surgery  and  phar- 
macy in  Coventry  for  over  sixty  years.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Odontological  Society  of  London,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  the  British  Dental  Association,  and 
the  Imperial  Institute.  Some  years  ago  he  introduced  to 
the  dental  profession  a  preparation  for  modelling  and  other 
art  purposes,  which  gained  a  wide  reputation,  and  with 
respect  to  which  he  received  commendatory  letters  from  a 
number  of  famous  scientists,  including  Sir  John  Tomes  and 
Sir  Edwin  Saunders,  surgeon-dentist  to  the  late  Queen 
Victoria.  By  many  members  of  the  dental  profession, 
and  also  among  the  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain,  he  was 
held  in  high  esteem.  He  was  an  enthusiastic  lover  of 
music,  whilst  every  movement  of  a  philanthropic  character 
had  his  sympathy  and  assistance.  During  the  depression 
in  the  silk  trade  in  Coventry  many  years  ago,  Mr.  Hinds  did 
good  service  by  visiting  the  homes  of  the  poor  and  distri- 
buting relief.  He  retired  from  business  a  short  time  ago, 
having  sold  his  old  residence  and  shop  in  Gosford  Street 
to  the  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  opening  up  a  new 
thoroughfare.  He  declared  he  would  never  have  parted  with 
it  but  for  the  good  of  the  city.  Some  time  ago  he  under- 
went an  operation  for  an  ear  trouble.  The  operation  was 
very  successful,  and  the  patient  with  characteristic  gratitude 
handed  over  a  cheque  for  100/.  to  the  hospital  as  a  thank- 
offering.

Trade  Law. 

Unsigned  Analyst's  Certificate.  — On  September  24  a 
Leigh  tradesman  was  charged  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
with  an  offence  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Mr. 
Dootson,  the  defending  solicitor,  contended  that,  as  the  copy  of 
the  analyst's  certificate  sent  to  him  did  not  contain  the  analyst's 
signature  or  name,  it  was  legally  not  a  true  copy  of  the  certificate, 
and  the  case  must  therefore  be  dismissed.  The  Bench  upheld 
the  objection,  and  dismissed  the  case. 

Breach  of  Covenant. — On  September  23,  in  the  action  of 
the  International  Tea  Company's  Stores  (Limited)  v.  Marrs,  Mr. 
Justice  Bucknill  (Vacation  Judge)  was  asked  to  grant  an  injunc- 
tion restraining  defendant  from  acting  in  breach  of  a  covenant 
which  was  entered  into  by  him  at  the  time  when  he  was  employed 
by  plaintiffs  (a  firm  of  grocers)  as  manager  of  their  branch  at 
Rainham.  Defendant  was  engaged  as  manager  in  July,  1902, 
when  he  entered  into  a  covenant  that,  in  consideration  of  beinf 
employed  as  manager  at  Rainham,  he  would  not,  after  the  termi- 
nation of  his  engagement  from  any  ciuse,  either  by  himself  or  in 
partnership  with,  or  as  agent  or  employe  of,  any  other  person 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  be  engaged,  concerned,  or  interested 
in  the  business  of  a  tea  dealer,  grocer,  or  provision-merchant,  in 
any  town  in  which  he  should  be  employed  by  the  company,  or 
within  a  mile  of  any  shop  of  the  company  in  London  at  which  he 
should  be  so  employed  at  the  date  of  the  determination  of  his 
agreement,  within  three  years  from  such  date.  In  August,  1903, 
defendant  was  discharged,  and  he  entered  the  employment  of 
another  grocer  at  Rainham,  who  carried  on  business  in  the  same 
road  in  which  plaintiffs'  shop  was  situate.  For  the  defendant,  it 
was  submitted  that  the  terms  of  the  covenant  were  very  peculiar 
— viz.,  that  "  in  consideration  of  the  company  employing  him  as 
manager  at  their  branch  shop  at  Rainham,  on  the  terms  contained 
in  an  agreement  of  even  date  herewith,"  he  would  not  do  certain 
things.  When  defendant  entered  plaintiffs'  employ  at  Bishop's 
Stortford  as  an  assistant  no  agreement  was  entered  into,  and  the 
salary  was  paid  weekly.  When  the  agreement  in  question  was 
entered  into  there  was  no  prior  discussion  as  to  its  terms,  arid 
defendant  signed  under  the  belief  that  the  terms  were  to  be 
arranged,  and  that  as  manager  he  would  receive  three  months' 
notice  to  terminate  the  agreement.  His  Lordship  held  that 
defendant  had  committed  a  breach  of  the  covenant,  and  granted 
an  injunction,  as  asked,  until  the  trial. 


Juries  Act. 

Veterinary  Surgeons'  Exemption. 
At  Harlesden  Sessions  on  September  28,  the  Magistrates 
decided  against  Mr.  P.  J.  Hagmaier,  M.R.C.V.S.,  of  Kilburn, 
who  objected  to  serve  as  a  juror,  his  claim  being  that  he  was 
a  registered  medical  practitioner  within  the  meaning  of  the* 
exemption  clause.  The  Magistrates  granted  a  case. 
At  Worthing,  on  September  30,  Mr.  J.  Alexander  Todd 
applied  to  the  Magistrates  to  grant  him  exemption  from 
service  on  juries  on  the  ground  that  he  was  a  registered 
veterinary  surgeon.  The  assistant  overseer  opposed,  and 
pointed  out  that  there  was  no  mention  of  veterinary  sur- 
geons in  the  exemption  clause  of  the  Juries  Act.  Surgeons 
and  physicians,  on  the  other  hand,  were  both  mentioned 
specifically.  Mr.  Todd  replied  to  this  by  calling  the 
Magistrates'  attention  to  a  ruliDg  of  the  Irish  Court  for 
Crown  Cases  Reserved,  in  which  Chief  Baron  Palles  and  seven 
Judges  had  by  a  majority  decided  that  the  exemption  clause 
did  include  veterinary  surgeons.  On  the  strength  of  this 
decision  the  Magistrates  granted  Mr.  Todd  exemption,  and 
also  directed  the  striking  out  of  the  names  of  two  other 
veterinary  surgeons  who  were  down  on  the  list. 
The  same  point  came  up  at  Basingstoke  Petty  Sessional 
Division  on  September  30,  in  the  case  of  Mr.  F.  Spencer,  a 
local  veterinary  surgeon,  but  the  Magistrates  refused  the 
exemption,  and  their  decision  will  probably  be  appealed 
against. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Oil. 

At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  September  24,  Charles  Ruffell, 
oilman,  Warner  Road,  Camberwell,  was  summoned  for  selling 
as  sweet  oil  an  article  which  the  public  analyst  certified  to  be 
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mineral  oil.  Mr.  T.  Borrowdale,  who  defended,  asked  the  in- 
spector whether  it  was  not  the  fact  that  in  the  commercial 
world  the  sweet  oil  usually  sold  was  not  that  which  would  be 
prescribed  by  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  inspector  re- 
plied that  he  had  purchased  a  large  number  of  these 
samples,  and  70  per  cent,  had  been  nut  oil— sweet  oil. 
Mr.  Borrowdale  remarked  that  a  man  sellirg  sweet  oil  in  an 
oil  and  colour  man's  shop  would  not  be  expected  to  sell  any- 
thing fit  to  drink.  The  sweet  oil  usually  used  in  the  com- 
mercial world  was  scarcely  that  which  would  be  used  in  a 
chemist's  shop. 

Mr.  Hopkins  (Magistrate)  :  The  proposition  is  that  when  I 
ask  for  sweet  oil  the  commercial  world  gives  me  paraffirj. 

Mr.  Borrowdale  :  Well,  it  is  hardly  paraffin.  It  is  oil 
which  is  usually  used  for  lubricating.  People  selling  sweet 
oil  in  an  ordinary  oil  and  colour  shop  are  not  expected  to 
sell  salad  or  olive  oil. 

The  defendant,  in  evidence,  said  he  did  not  know  what 
sweet  oil  was. 

Mr.  Hopkins :  You  have  no  vegetable  oils  in  the  place,  I 
suppose  1 

The  Defendant:  Oh,  yes;  salad  and  nut  oil.  He  (the  de- 
fendant) explained  that  the  inspector's  assistant  was  served 
by  his  son,  who  thought  that  the  man  required  oil  for 
sharpening  tools  or  some  such  purpose. 

Mr.  Hopkins  ordered  the  defendant  to  pay  a  penalty  of  40$., 
and  costs. 

John  Hancock,  of  Peckham  Rye ;  Charlotte  Smithers,  of 
Linnell  Road ;  and  George  William  Wood,  of  Queen's  Road, 
were  each  fined  40s.,  and  costs,  for  selling  mineral  oil  as 
sweet  oil;  and  Thomas  Prout,  of  Hooks  Road,  was  fined  10s., 
and  costs,  for  a  similar  offence. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

'On  September  28,  at  Wolverhampton,  Amelia  Forrester,  of 
'Bushbury,  was  fined  20s,  and  costs  for  selling  camphorated 
•  oil  which  the  analyst  certified  to  be  21  per  cent,  deficient 
•in  camphor.  The  case  for  the  defendant  was  that  she  sold 
•the  oil  as  she  bought  it;  and  Mr.  Van  Tromp,  the  county 
food  and  drugs  inspector,  who  prosecuted,  pointed  out  that 
defendant  could  recover  from  the  manufacturer. 


County  Court  Case. 

A  Tenancy  Dispute. 

At  the  September  sitting  of  the  Haslingden  County  Com  I- 
Mr.  John  Law,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Abbey  Street' 
Accrington,  was  sued  by  a  lady  named  Flynn  for  50Z- 
damages  for  wrongful  ejection  from  a  house  at  Church. 
Plaintiff  hired  the  house  from  an  agent,  and  alleged  that  she 
•was  ejected  without  the  usual  legal  proceedings  being  taken. 
It  transpired,  however,  that  the  plaintiff  got  into  the  hou-:e 
without  it  being  properly  let  to  her,  and  under  these  circum- 
stances the  Judge  found  in  favour  of  Mr.  Law. 


Bankruptcies  ano  failures. 


Be  G.  C.  Robinson,  Hull,  Chemist  and  Druggist.— In  a  repo;t 
to  the  creditors  the  Official  Receiver  of  the  Hull  Bankruptcy 
'Court  states  that  on  October  12  he  will  pay  a  first  dividend  of 
Is.  8^d.  in  the  pound. 

Be  William  Alfked  Davis,  trading  as  a  Chemist  at  Measham, 
Leicester. —The  receiving  order  in  this  case  was  made  on  the 
debtor's  own  petition  on  September  15,  and  according  to  the 
statement  of  affairs  filed  under  the  proceedings  the  liabilities 
(unsecured)  amount  to  241?.  17s.  6d.,  and  net  assets  159/.  16s.  9d. 
The  debtor  states  the  cause  of  his  failure  to  be  "  owing  to  large 
numbers  of  people  leaving  Measham  shortly  after  the  mill  w:  s 
burnt  down,  Christmas,  1901."  The  Official  Receiver,  in  his 
observations,  states  that  the  debtor  started  business  at  his 
present  premises  in  April,  1894,  with  a  capital  of  125? ,  which  he 
had  saved  whilst  working  as  an  assistant.  The  only  books  of 
account  kept  by  him  are  those  containing  particulars  of  goods 
sold  on  credit.

mental stage. 

Treacher  &  Co.  (Limited),  Bombay.— Ihs  adjourned 
annual  general  meeting  of  this  company  was  held  at  Bomb;  y 
on  September  10,  Mr.  Alexander  McKenzie  presiding.  The 
Chairman  stated  that  the  report  of  the  committee  of  in- 
vestigation had  been  circulated  to  the  shareholders,  and  the 
directors  had  received  much  good  advice  from  it.  The  only 
point  he  should  say  much  about  was  regarding  the  question  of 
accounts,  and  they  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
directors'  accounts  were  correct.  In  the  light  of  that  report 
he  caused  a  note  to  be  issued  to  the  shareholders  which 
could  be  attached  to  the  accounts  already  circulated,  show- 
ing how  the  errors  had  occurred.  He  thought  that,  with 
that  addendum,  the  shareholders  should  be  satisfied  with  the 
accounts  as  they  stood.  What  they  proposed  to  add  was  to 
this  effect : 

That  the  figure  of  Rs.  1,37,208  15a.  6p.,  shown  as  balance  of  stock, 
was  the  result,  after  deducting  sums  amounting  in  the  aggregate 


to  Rs.  61,281  8a.,  which,  as  indicated  in  the  directors'  report,  it 
had  been  necessary  to  write  off  on  account  of  errors  in  stock - 
books  of  previous  years  and  deterioration  in  value.  Apart  from 
these  matters,  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  profit-and-loss  for  tha 
year  would  have  been  Rs.  61,77  12a.  3p. 

1  This,  he  thought,  would  meet  the  wishes  of  the  shareholders. 
He  moved  that  the  accounts  submitted  by  the  directors, 
together  with  the  rider  he  had  placed  before  the  meeting, 
be  accepted.  This  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Jehangir  J.  Cursetji, 
and  carried.    A  dividend  of  Rs.  25  per  share  was  declared. 

Henry  Hodder  &  Co.  (Limited),  Bristol. — The  report 
for  the  year  ended  June  30  states  that  net  profit  for  the 
year  has  been  3,886/.

The  directors  recommend 
a  further  dividend  of  5  per  cent,  and  a  bonus  of  2  per  cent, 
(making,  with  the  interim  dividend  already  paid,  12  per  cent, 
for  the  year),  and  that  the  balance  of  1,129/.  be  carried 
forward.  In  March  last  an  advantageous  site  at  No.  14 
New  Bond  Street,  Bath,  was  secured,  together  with  the 
chemist's  business  carried  on  there  by  Mr.  David  Hughes,  as 
a  going  concern.  A  contract  has  been  entered  into  for  the 
purchase  of  No.  10  Broad  Street,  Bristol,  thereby  enhancing 
the  value  of  Nos.  9  and  11  previously  acquired,  and  giving 
the  company  a  compact  and  valuable  site  in  the  centre  of 
the  city.  A  lease  of  Nos.  11  and  12  Wine  Street,  Bristol, 
has  also  been  secured  at  a  moderate  rental.  These  premises 
are  being  rebuilt  and  refitted  to  suit  the  requirements  of  an 
up-to-date  chemist's  business,  and  will  shortly  be  opened  as 
the  company's  principal  shop,  the  liroad  Street  business 
beirg  gradually  transferred  there.  Since  the  close  of  the 
company's  financial  year  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  raise 
fresh  capital  to  meet  the  purchase  of  premises  and  equipment 
of  fresh  branches  opened  since  1899,  and  with  the  sanction 
of  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  shareholders  an  issue  of 
5,000  new  shares  has  been  made  and  offered  pro  rata  to 
members  at  a  premium  of  11.  per  share. 

Ilford  (Limited). — At  a  largely  attended  meeting  of 
the  shareholders  of  this  company  held  at  Winchester  House, 
Old  Broad  Street,  E  C,  on  September  29,  the  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  to  consider  the  proposal  for  the  absorp- 
tion of  the  company's  undertaking  in  the  Eastman  Kodak 
Company  was  received.  The  report  stated  that  the  offer 
recently  submitted  to  the  shareholders  was  totally  inadequate. 
Mr.  Henry  T.  Brice,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  report,  and  that  the  business  of  Ilford 
(Limited)  be  continued  under  strong  and  more  energetic 
management.  Mr.  A.  W.  Dixon  seconded,  and  Mr.  Hindley 
and  Mr.  Helby  supported  in  strong  speeches,  and  the  motitn 
was  carried  with  practically  no  opposition.  Mr.  Brice  next 
moved  that  General  Blake,  Chairman  of  the  company,  be 
called  upon  to  resign  that  position,  and  to  take  an  ordinary 
seat  upon  the  board.  General  Blake  presided  at  the  meeting, 
and  after  the  discu.csion  he  put  the  motion  and  declared  it 
to  be  carried.  It  was  then  decided  that  Mr.  C.  J.  Cox 
should  be  called  upon  to  resign  his  seat  at  the  board,  and 
the  same  was  done  in  respect  to  General  J.  Waterhouse, 
although  Lord  Crawford  spoke  well  of  him.  It  was  further 
decided  that  Mr.  Thomas  Hughes,  the  works- manager,  be 
called  upon  to  resign  his  seat  on  the  board.  It  was  aLo 
agreed  to  reduce  the  directors'  fees.  Before  the  meetirg 
adjourned  the  Chairman  intimated  that  he  declined  to  resign.

Duties  on  Imports  and  Exports  in  1810. 

By  Thomas  Tyeer,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S. 

A  not  inappropriate  comment  on  the  fiscal  controversy  of 
to-day  may  be  found  in  some  quotations  from  an  old  book 
entitled"  The  Duties,  Drawbacks,  and  Bounties  of  Customs 
and  Excise  payable  in  Great  Britain  on  Merchandise 
imported,  exported,  or  carried  coastwise,  as  settled  by 
various  Acts  of  Parliament  passed  prior  to  the  2ad  July,  1819, 
comprising  an  account  of  such  Goods  as  are  absolutely  or 
circumstantially  prohibited  to  be  imported  or  exported,  with 
the  particular  circumstances  of  such  prohibition,''  by  T. 
Sherlock  and  J.  Towne,  of  the  Customs  House,  Liverpool. 
The  work  bears  the  signature,  in  beautiful  caligraphy,  of 
Sam.  Johnson,  September,  1819.  It  was  bought  of  this 
gentleman  by  Edward  Prest  &  Sons,  York,  which  fact  is 
recorded  in  Prest's  handwriting.  The  book  is  lent  to  me  by 
Mr.  Scruton,  of  Messrs.  Kaimes  &  Co.,  York.  It  shows  that 
the  duties  of  1819  were  measurably  near  present  selling- 
prices.  The  book  also  contains  abstracts  of  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment then  in  force,  and  a  few  may  interest  buyers  of  "raw  " 
materials  to-day : 

26  Geo.  III.,  c.  40.  Master  and  mate  to  give  bond  separately 
in  the  penalty  of  200Z.  before  clearing  for  foreign  ports  not  to  land 
goods  illegally. 

Goods  of  any  country  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  when 
brought  into  London,  or  within  twenty  miles  of  the  Eoyal  Ex- 
change, must  be  accompanied  with  a  certificate  of  the  duties 
having  been  paid. 

All  ship3  or  goods  seized  and  condemned  in  the  British 
Colonies  in  America  shall  be  sold  there  by  public  auction. 

59  Geo.  III.,  c.  52.  Not  to  affect  the  duties  granted  to  the 
South  Sea  Company. 

Silk  handkerchiefs,  East  Indian,  not  to  be  sold  or  worn  in  Great 
Britain. 

Santa  Maria  wood,  fit  for  naval  purposes,  imported  into  Great 
Britain  from  the  Biy  of  Honduras,  in  British- built  vessels, 
owned,  navigated,  and  registered,  free  until  25  March,  1820. 

Teake  wood,  fit  for  naval  purposes,  of  the  growth  of  any  British 
Colony,  plantation,  territory,  or  possession  in  Africa,  free  until 
25th  March,  1820. 

Broken  glass,  fit  only  to  be  re-manufactured,  not  allowed  to  be 
imported.    Penalty  for  assisting  thereinto,  100Z. 

Drawback  is  allowed  on  thrown  silk  exported  which  shall  have 
been  thrown  from  silk  imported  from  the  East  Indies,  an  oath 
being  made  by  the  throwster  that  it  was  produced  solely  from 
raw  silk  so  imported. 

Drawback  allowed  on  the  exportation  of  brimstone  refined  in 
Great  Britain  from  a  larger  quantity  imported  rough,  upon  oath 
being  first  made  by  the  refiner  thereof  that  the  same  was  pro- 
duced solely  from  brimstone  which  had  been  imported  into  Great 
Britain  unrefined,  and  for  which  his  Majesty's  Customs  and 
duties  had  been  duly  paid.

The  above  duties  under  Table  I.,  Inwards,  were  upon 
importations  from  foreign  parts.  The  exceptions,  also  highly 
taxed  and  in  Table  II.,  Inwards,  were  on  goods,  &c,  being  of 
the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  any  place  within  the 
limits  of  the  charter  granted  to  the  United  Company  of 
Merchants  of  England  trading  to  the  East  Indies,  and 
imported  into  Great  Britain,  and  from  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  and  the  settlements  and  dependencies  thereof. 

There  was  a  Table  III.,  Inwards,  dealing  with  importations 
from  Ireland,  and  the  Arms  Acts  of  those  days  appeared  in 
force,  thus : 

The  Act  of  Union,  39-40  Geo.  III.,  c.  47,  does  not  extend  to  take 
off  the  prohibition  which  exists  with  respect  to  gunpowder,  arms, 
ammunition.  [There  was  a  duty  on  Irish  goods  exported  to  foreign 
parts.] 
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There  was  the  "Levant"  duty,  to  be  paid  by  persons 
"  free  "  of  the  Turkey  Company,  on  importation  of  goods  and 
merchandise  from  Turkey,  but  goods  in  partnership  account 
were  not  allowed  privilege  unless  all  individuals  interested 
were  members  of  the  company.  Equally  there  were  conces- 
sions to  members  of  the  Russia  Company.  The  volume 
concludes  with  a  general  list  (and  a  sparse  one  too)  of 
articles  grown,  produced,  or  manufactured  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  compiled  for  the  use  of  merchants,  brokers, 
&c,  in  the  preparation  of  their  Custom  House  outward  ! 
entries,  and  one  finds  astonishingly  few  chemicals  or  drugs. 
Verbum  sapientis  satis.

Mr.  F.  G.  Clapham,  chemist  and  druggist,  late  of  Cape 
Town,  is  about  to  open  a  high  class  pharmacy  on  modern 
lines  at  110  West  Street,  Farnham. 

Mr.  Arthur  W.  Graham,  chemist  and  druggist,  who 
removed  his  business  a  short  time  ago  to  New  Street, 
Sheffield,  has  now  removed  back  again  to  his  old  premises  at 
106  Westbar. 

Mr.  Wesley  Barritt,  who  has  been  dispenser  at  the 
French  Hospital,  Shaftesbury  Avenue,  W.C.,  for  the  past  five 
years,  has  resigned  his  appointment  to  join  his  brother,  Mr.

Road,  W.C. 

The  partnership  between  Mr.  E.  Home,  chemist  and 
druggist,  and  M'.

About  three  years  ago  he  joined  Mr.  Horne  in  partnership, 
and  he  now  takes  over  entirely  the  business,  which  was 
established  nearly  one  hundred  years  ago. 


German  Trade  Increasing. — The  British  Consul-General 
at  Berlin  (Mr.  Schwabach)  has  written  a  report  on  German 
trade  for  the  first  six  months  of  1903.  He  says  : 
The  noteworthy  improvement  in  several  branches  of  German 
commerce  and  industry  which  it  was  possible  to  record  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  preceding  year  has  been  maintained  more 
generally  and  in  a  higher  degree  during  the  first  six  months  of 
1903.  In  fact,  the  economic  situation  of  Germany  may  be  said  to 
be  better  than  at  any  time  during  the  last  two  years.  The  dearth 
of  employment  id  much  less  apparent,  and  a  number  of  industries 
were  able  to  put  on  new  hands.  Although  business  is,  on  the 
whole,  much  more  active  than  during  the  last  two  years,  prices 
have  only  improved  in  a  much  smaller  degree. 

The  exports  for  Ihe  first  six  months  show  an  increase, 
both  in  quantity  and  value,  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  1902  and  1S01 ;  while  compared  with  1900  and 
1899  a  considerable  reduction  in  value  is  apparent.  The 
increase  in  value  (precious  metals  included)  over  the  previous 
year  is  estimated  at  187. 0C0  000m.  in  round  number*.  The 
imports  have  not  increased  in  quantity  quite  as  much  as 
the  exports,  but  the  value  increase  is  larger.

Barnard  Proctor 

was  worthy  of  all  that  has  been  said  of  him. 
No  truer  pharmacist  has  lived  in  our  time.  But  it  was  not 
as  a  pharmacist  chiefly  that  many  of  us  will  remember  him. 
He  was  rather  a  thinker — a  kind,  cynical,  rather  "  difficile," 
but  genuinely  honest  thinker.  In  conversation  he  always 
seemed  to  be  thinking.  He  did  not  answer  a  remark 
promptly  ;  he  seemed  to  be  looking  at  it  on  its  several  sides 
before  he  responded  to  it.  And  I  would  like  to  say  here 
that  the  portraits  of  him  that  have  been  published  are,  to 
my  memory  at  least,  far  from  likenesses.  I  cannot  recognise 
in  them  the  keen,  alert,  "  wizen,"  but  always  interesting  face 
which  I  knew  ten  to  twenty  years  ago.  I  walked  round  the 
walls  of  the  city  of  York  with  Mr.  Proctor  the  evening  when 
the  Executive  of  the  Conference  declined  to  admit  his  paper  on 
"Pharmaceutical  Remuneration."  He  was  not  pleased  with 
the  rejects  n.  I  think,  but  he  had  afterwards  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  his  contribution  was  the  one  part  of  the 
Conference  report  that  everybody  read  and  enjoyed.  His 
keen  sense  of  humour  was  a  specially  valuable  gift  to  such  a 
man  as  Proctor  ;  it  saved  him  from  the  crankiness  to  which 
his  original  mind  might  have  drifted  him. 
32?.  per  Million 

is  not  a  long  price  for  pills,  and  it  is  what  is 
paid  for  Williams's  pink  pills  according  to  the  report  of  the 
Customs  prosecution  at  Sydney  given  last  week.  That  is  as 
nearly  as  possible  three-farthings  per  100.  I  have  never 
seen  inside  a  box  of  these  luxuries,  so  I  do  not  know  how 
many  are  given  for  the  nominal  2s.  9d.,  but  I  expect  much 
fewer  than  one  hundred.  It  may  be  fairly  reckoned, 
anyway,  that  pills,  box,  label,  and  wrapper,  are  produced  for 
about  one  penny.  For  this  pennyworth  the  British  public 
gives  the  price  of  two  or  three  hours'  labour— say,  from  2>\  Id. 
to  2s.  3d.  On  each  sale  the  British  Government  claims  3:1 , 
the  British  agent  annexes  another  3d.,  to  the  newspapers 
we  may  allot  6d.,  while  the  wholesaler  and  retailer  divide 
about  one  more  31.  between  them.  These  charges  leave 
something  like  9d.  per  package  as  the  reward  to  the  inventor 
of  the  alliteration  with  which  we  are  all  so  familiar — more, 
I  expect,  in  the  aggregate  than  fell  to  the  lot  of  Caxton  or 
Priestley,  Watt  or  Wheatstone,  themselves  inventors  in  their 
way. 

One  Pound's  Worth 

of  drugs  is  perhaps  as  small  a  stock  as 
any  chemist's  shop  has  ever  been  kept  op3n  with.  A  Hull 
chemist  in  bankruptcy  had,  I  read,  established  this  record. 
He  had  three  shops,  and  returned  the  value  of  the  stocks  of 
all  three  at  31.  It  was  a  pathetic  though  not  an  unusual 
story  which  the  chemist  had  to  relate  in  the  Bankruptcy 
Court.  He  had  lost  over  600?.  in  three  years.  It  was  a 
gradual  process  of  losing.  He  had  been  unsuccessful  from 
the  commencement.  He  had  been  in  a  tight  fix  for  months. 
Stock  run  down  to  close  on  zero,  no  credit,  and  yet  he  had 
"tried  to  keep  out  of  bankruptcy."  How  cheerless  must  his 
business  life  have  been !  No  doubt  he  began  three  years 
ago  with  bright  hopes,  with  notions  of  conquering  a  brilliant 
position,  with  ideas  which  he  was  sure  were  worth  fortunes. 
We  all  do.  Expenses  were  a  little  over  returns  at  first,  but 
naturally  he  must  expect  that.  He  would  turn  the  corner 
soon.  He  never  came  to  that  corner.  Hopes  and  ambitions 
faded,  bu1;  still  he  had  to  plod  through  the  long  weary  lane 
"tryiDg  to  keep  out  of  bankruptcy,"  but  with  Mr.  Deputy- 
Official-Receiver  waiting  inevitably  to  receive  him  at  the  end 
of  it. 


The  Centenary 

of  the  Paris  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  be 
celebrated  on  October  17,  and  I  am  glad  to  learn  that  the 
official  head  of  British  pharmacy  has  found  that  it  will  be 
possible  for  him  to  be  present  on  the  occasion  after  all.  Mr. 
Atkins's  "previous  engagement,"  which  was  the  dinner  of 
the  Sheffield  Association,  has  been  obligingly  postponed  on 
account  of  this  event.  It  may  be  fairly  claimed,  I  think, 
that  this  rectification  of  a  not  insignificant  little  mistake  is 
due  to  the  watchful  care  of  the  Paris  correspondent  of  this 
journal,  who  first  called  attention  to  it. 
Cookworthy, 

the  Plymouth  chemist  who  discovered  Cornish 
kaolin,  no  doubt  thereby  rendered  great  service  to  the 
Staffordshire  potteries,  but  they  do  not  owe  their  existence  to 
him,  as  the  Plymouth  Mercury  would  almost  claim.  There 
were  Wedgwoods  before  there  was  a  Cookworthy,  and  perhaps 
they  f  .lirly  may  be  considered  to  have  paid  back  an  instal- 
ment of  Staffordshire's  debt  to  pharmacy  as  represented  by 
Mr.  Cookworthy  by  the  mortars  which  still  carry  their 
famous  name.  It  is  interestiug  to  remember  that  Boettger, 
who  first  made  the  beautiful  Dresden  china,  was  also  originally 
a  pharmacist. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall,  K.C., 

is  the  attraction  in  last  week's 
Vanity  Fair ;  a  good  portrait,  in  no  way  a  caricature,  is 
presented  of  the  popular  advocate.  The  candid  "Jehu"  who 
criticises  the  subject  of  the  picture  hints  that  his  eloquence 
is  sometimes  "  more  impressive  than  logical "  ;  an  opinion 
which  some  of  us  shared  when  last  May  Mr.  Marshall  Hall 
advised  us  to  seek  plenary  powers  to  prevent  qualified 
chemists  from  serving  unqualified  companies,  as  a  superior 
method  of  dealing  with  the  difficulty  to  that  of  requiring 
qualification  of  the  directors  of  the  companies. 

A  High-class  Chemist — 

at  least,  I  used  to  think  he  was  that — 
was  talking  to  me  the  other  day  about  the  new  Inland 
Revenue  regulations.  He  did  not  know  much  about  them, 
and  he  did  not  care  to  ;  they  are  not  of  much  interest  to 
him.  Some  reference  to  the  penny  trade  occurred.  "You 
don't  have  much  of  that  in  your  locality,  I  suppose  1 "  I  said. 
"  No,"  he  replied,  contemplatively  ;  '•  it  has  not  penny-traded 
into  our  quarter."    And  we  parted  sans  au  revoir. 

Last  Week's  Letters 

raise  a  few  interesting  points.  Mr.  Tyrer 
is  particularly  severe  on  "the  stupid  and  almost  criminal 
Merchandise-marks  Act,"  because  it  has  given  our  foreign 
rivals  "  the  finest  advertisement  they  ever  had  for  nothing." 
Does  this  mean  that  the  legend  •■Made  in  Germany,"  which 
twenty  years  ago  we  meant  as  a  reproach,  has  become  a 
recommendation  ?  Mr.  Reid  sees  in  "  the  stupid  sentiment" 
which  attaches  to  free  trade  a  reason  for  the  denial  of 
justice  to  qualified  pharmacists.  Scribblers  and  others 
condemn  our  claims  because  "  this  is  a  free-trade  country." 
Probably  there  is  a  degree  of  truth  in  this  ;  phrases  are  often 
unfairly  perverted.  But  if  our  adversaries  raise  a  false  issue, 
that  is  no  reason  why  we  should  do  so.  Restrictions  on  the 
sales  or  sellers  of  poisons  are  imposed  in  the  interest  of  the 
public,  and  our  wisest  course  is  to  say  plainly  to  the  Legis- 
lature, "  Make  them  effective  or  leave  them  alone  altogether," 
and  not  raise  the  question  of  protection  or  free  trade  in 
connection  with  them.  Lastly,  three  suggestions  are  put 
forward  :  first,  Mr.  Mackenzie's,  to  sell  a  pamphlet  about 
our  medicines  and  to  give  away  the  medicines  themselves,  s  1 
as  to  evade  the  stamp-duty  (ingenious,  but  rather  undigni- 
fied) ;  "J.  W.T.'s,"  that  a  recognhed  price-mark  should  appear 
on  the  wrapper  of  each  protected  proprietary,  to  indicate  the 
minimum  retail  price  (something  like  this  is  needed  now 
that  protected  articles  are  so  numerous  and  the  prices  so 
various)  ;  and  Mr.  Tint's,  to  sell  oxalic  acid  in  brown  paper, 
so  as  to  distinguish  it  from  Epsom  salts  (a  proper  extension 
of  the  poisons  regulations,  but  cannot  the  paper-makers 
supply  something  distinctive  and  yet  not  quite  so  common- 
looking  as  brown  paper  ?).

The  Opening  of  the  Session. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  was  established 
in  1811  for  the  purpose,  inter  alia,  of  promoting  a  uniform 
sjstem  of  education  of  those  who  should  practise  chemistry 
and  pharmacy.  This  is  the  text  for  the  annual  address  on 
the  occasion  of  the  re-opening  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  Society  is  peculiarly  fortunate  this  year  in  finding 
within  its  own  ranks  one  to  address  the  students  who  is  not 
ashamed  of  being  a  chemist  and  druggist,  although  he  has 
by  his  skill  as  a  physical  investigator  done  as  much  as  any 
man  living  to  brighten  the  world,  and  who  has  obtained  every 
honour  and  distinction  that  scientists  can  confer  on  their 
onnfrires.  Dr.  J.  W.  Swan  is  no  stranger  to  readers  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  ;  we  have  on  several  occasions 
duriDg  recent  years  had  special  opportunity  of  referring  to 
his  labours  for  the  perfection  of  photography  and 
electrical  technique,  but  he  comes  into  touch  with  phar- 
macy again  as  one  of  ourselves.  His  address  to  the  students 
on  Wednesday  was  only  second  in  interest  to  the  example 
set  by  his  presence.  Nothing  can  be  such  an  incentive  to 
students  entering  upon  their  course  at  Bloomsbury  as  to 
see  before  them  an  eminent  man  of  science,  equally  sue- 
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cessful  in  business,  who  started  in  his  career  from  the  fame 
chalk-mark  as  they.  Apart  from  that,  all  of  us  need  to  be 
reminded  now  and  then  that  thirjgs  all  round,  including 
pharmacy,  are  better  now  than  they  were  sixty  years  ago, 
and  Dr.  Swan  gave  sufficient  instance  in  proof  thereof.  He 
told  of  the  difficulties  he  had  in  learning  when  he  entered 
the  drug- trade  in  1840,  and  the  point  of  his  observations 
is  that  the  difficulties  were  those  of  the  time,  and  not 
peculiar  to  himself.  There  is  at  present,  thanks,  we 
believe,  to  the  Pharmaceutical  S  ociety,  as  well  as 
to  the  common  advance  in  educational  matters,  pro- 
vision in  this  country  for  the  efficient  collegiate  traiumg 
oE  at  lexst  six  hundred  young  pharmacists  annually. 
It  is  questionable  whether  the  Society  has  done  as  well  as 
it  might  have  by  concentrating  its  educational  efforts  upon 
the  School  in  Bloomsbury.  It  has  done  little  else  than 
provide  eximple.  Occasionally  there  have  been  fitful  efforts 
on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  get  into  more  intimate  touch 
with  provincial  pharmaceutical  education,  but  it  cannot  be  said 
that  the  Society  has  progressed  a  bit  beyond  the  scheme 
formulated  by  Jacob  Bell  in  1841-2  to  meet  the  wants  of  those 
times.  The  curriculum  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  has  been 
modified  according  to  the  progress  of  events,  and  indirectly 
by  expanding  the  examination  schedules  the  Society  has 
ensured  a  similar  condition  in  proprietary  schools  of  phar- 
macy, but  we  lack  that  sympathy  between  the  central 
authority  and  th-3  educational  institutions  which  modern 
needs  demand.  The  Society's  obligations  in  the  matter  are 
very  real.  It  receives  annually  10,000/.  in  examination-fees, 
which  may  be  regarded  as  the  outcome  of  its  efforts  in  pro- 
moting a  uniform  system  of  education,  and  about  half  of  that 
only  is  required  to  meet  the  expenses  of  examination, 
registration,  and  administration  of  the  statute  entrusted  to 
the  Society.  Is  it  unfair  to  claim  that  the  Society's  efforts 
for  the  promotion  of  pharmaceutical  education  throughout 
Great  Britain  should  be  commensurate  with  this  increased 
heritage?  We  know  that  internal  interests  claim  support 
from  the  examination  revenue,  and  probably  strangle  any 
efforts  which  the  Council  might  make  in  the  direction  we 
have  indicated  ;  but  there  is  a  growing  antagonism  outside 
the  drug-trade  against  the  Society  as  an  alleged  trade-union 
body — one  that  exists  less  for  the  public  good  than  for  its 
own  interests.  This  suggestion  can  only  be  fully  met  under 
present  conditions  by  a  wider  system  of  educational  effort 
which  would  demonstrate  that  the  Society  is  working  in 
more  directions  for  the  public  benefit  than  those  provided  in 
Sections  1  and  15  of  the  1868  Act.  We  would  even  welcome 
Mr.  Glyn- Jones's  scheme  of  specialistic  lecturers  if  it  helped 
to  demonstrate  that  the  Society  is  not  living  for  itself  alone ; 
but  this  would  only  serve  to  demonstrate  that  the  Society 
has  under  its  charter  and  the  1868  Act  educational  obliga- 
tions which  are  not  met  in  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age. 


Trusts  and  "  Dumping," 

One  of  the  most  interesting  memorandums  in  the  Board  of 
Trade  Blue-book,  published  recently,  is  that  dealing  with 
the  export-policy  of  trusts  in  Germany,  Austria-Hungary, 
and  the  United  States.  It  has  been  carefully  prepared  by 
Mr.  D.  F.  Schloss,  one  of  the  senior  investigators  of  the  Board 
of  Trade.  Lengthy  statements  are  devoted  to  the  methods 
adopted  by  the  German  cartells  in  order  to  promote  the 
"  dumping  "  policy,  but  no  information  is  available  concern- 
ing the  operations  in  the  chemical  and  allied  industries  of 
Germany.  It  is  generally  known  that  such  articles  as 
bleaching -powder,  potassium  salts,  calcium  carbide,  aliza- 
rine, soap,  salt,  photographic  paper  and  other  materials,  &c  , 
are  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  controlled  by  trusts,  syndi- 


cates, or  cartells,  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  have 
some  light  thrown  upon  thair  nature  and  methods. 
However,  German  iron,  stsel,  coal,  &3.,  take  precedence. 
We  get  some  very  interesting,  if  not  altogether  accurate, 
information  as  to  the  practice  of  the  United  States.  Mr. 
Schloss  points  out  that  the  la^ge  home  demand  has  hitherto 
left  Americxn  trusts  with  bat  slight  inducement  to  resort  to 
"  dumping,"  and  that  there  was  comparatively  little  proof  of 
it  until  recantJy.  The  Inlintrial  Commission  which  satin 
the  United  Spates  took  evid3ac3  resp33ting  "the  frequent 
assertion  that  exporters  of  Anericia-mide  goods  often  sell 
them  in  foreign  countries  at  lower  prices  than  are  obtained 
at  home,"  ail  the  report  of  the  Commission  declares  that 
the  great  majority  of  th3  answers  received  to  inquiries 
"indicates  that  prices  are  no  lower  abroad  than  thsy  are  for 
domestic  consumers,  aid  a  considerable  numbsr  indicate 
that  foreign  prices  ar3  higher."  This  statement,  as  th  e 
memorandum  points  out,  must  be  accepted  with  reserve,  as 
the  firms  responding  to  the  question  had  an  interest  in  con- 
C3aling  or  minimising  the  extent  to  which  goods  are  exported 
at  lower  figures  than  those  chxrged  at  hom3.  Mr.  Schloss 
gives  an  intjresting  summary  of  the  evidence  tendered  to  the 
Commission,  among  which  there  are  some  choice  bits  of 
interest  to  the  drug-trade  : 

Firm  (No.  40)  stated  "  to  proluce  65  par  cent.  United  States 

output  "  of  "  roots,  barks,  oils,  &c,"  send  these  goods  to  the  value 

cf  §33,000  to  England,  Garminy,  Franca,  and  Spain  at  prices 

which  it  declares  to  be  "  no  lo.ver  "  than  those  which  it  obtains  in 

.ts  home  trade, 
l 

If  65  per  cent,  of  the  American  crule-drug  and  essentixl- 
oil  trade  is  worth  6,000J.,  what  is  the  remaining  35  per  cent, 
worth  1 

Firm  No.  5,  which  is  responsible  for  t;  about  one-half  U.S.  out- 
put "  of  "  artificial  legs,  &c,"  exports  these  to  the  value  of  §10,000 
at  the  "  same  "  prices  as  it  gets  at  home.  This  is  also  the  case  as 
to  "optical  goods,  &c,"  to  the  value  of  §35,000  exported  by  a  firm 
(No.  21)  stated  to  "  produce  one-half  to  two-thirds  U.S.  output  "  ; 
while  a  firm  (No.  24;  sending  out  §25,000  worth  of  thermometers 
(of  which  it  produces  75  per  cent,  of  the  total  U.S.  output)  to 
England,  states  that  it  gets  about  8  per  cent,  higher  prices  in  this 
country  than  it  obtains  in  the  United  States. 

A  firm  (No.  56',  which  is  stated  to  "  produce  80  per  cent.  U.S. 
output  "  of  disinfectants  and  insecticides  exyorts  these  articles  to 
the  extent  of  10  per  cent,  of  its  total  production  and  to  the  value 
of  §3,000  to  China,  Australia,  Central  America,  Canada,  West 
Indies,  and  Cuba,  at  prices  "no  lo.ver"  than  it  obtains  in  the 
United  States. 

A  firm  (No.  11)  is  responsible  for  about  75  per  cent,  of  the  wood 
alcohol  manufactured  in  U.S  ,  and  exports  this  article  to  the 
value  of  §321,183  to  England,  Germany  (how  much  ?),  and 
Australia  ;  its  foreign  prices  are  "  no  lower  "  than  at  home. 

Evidence  directly  concerning  the  chemical-trade  is  very 
meagre  in  the  report,  and  is  confined  to  an  affidavit  sworn 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Chemical  Company,  who; 
among  other  things,  stated:  "We  expect  to  build  up  a 
considerable  export -business.  Our  foreign  sales  are  made 
on  practically  the  same  basis  as  our  domestic  sales." 

"The  precise  value  oE  the  inform xtion  obtained  in  this 
special  inquiry  is  not  easy  to  appraise,"  says  Mr.  Schloss, 
but  so  far  as  we  are  concerned  it  is  "  practically  valueless," 
as  those  engaged  in  the  chemical-industry  know  only  too 
well  the  methods  adopted  by,  say,  the  alkali-makers.  If 
facts  are  wanted,  one  has  only  to  turn  to  the  drug-report  of 
the  National  Wholesale  Druggists'  Committee,  whose  meeting 
is  reported  in  our  issue  of  September  26.  Under  the  heading 
of  strychnine  we  find  : 

The  tariff  protects  the  manufacturers  of  strychnia  to  the  tune 
of  30c.  per  oz.,  and  they  take  full  advantage  of  this  protection  ; 
they  sell  their  product  abroad  at  a  much  lower  price  ;  in  fact,  so 
low,  that  it  can  be  brought  back  and,  after  paying  the  duty,  sells 
for  less  than  the  schedule  which  they  have  set  up  for  their 
American  customers. 

This  is  merely  one  instance  of  the  dumping  policy,  and 
emphasises  the  fact  that  the  Commission's  evidence  is  of 
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little  value.  It  was  not  to  bs  expected  that  manufacturing 
concerns  would  disclose  secrets,  especially  as  there  is  a 
widespread  complaint  that  the  tra;ts  and  individual  manu- 
facturers favour  the  foreign  purchaser  at  the  expense  of  the 
American  consumer. 

The  only  point  in  the  report  re  Austria-Hungiry  refers  to 
the  sugar-of-lead  combine,  for  which  the  Bohemian  Union 
Bank  acts  as  sellin*  -  agenl  The  home-trade  output  is 
limited  to  a  certain  amount,  but  the  constituent  lirms  are  at 
liberty  to  manufacture  beyond  the  specified  limit,  provided 
the  surplus  output  be  exported.  Since,  however,  the  price  of 
litharge,  the  principal  raw  material,  averages  15  per  cent,  to 
20  per  cent,  higher  in  Austria  than  in  other  countries,  the 
export  of  sugar  of  lead  is  possible  only  at  depressed  prices, 
and  the  volume  of  this  export  trade  is,  in  consequence,  very 
fluctuating.  Thus,  the  amount  exported  rose  from  440  metric 
centners  in  1895  to  2,710  metric  centners  in  1897,  and  fell 
again  to  140  metric  centners  in  1930. 


"An  Up=to=date  LabM." 

This  is  the  comment  which  accompanies  the  annexed  label 
sent  to  us  by  Messrs.  Matthews  &  Sons.  It  shows  what  can 
be  got  on  a  label  §  inch  in  diameter.  This 
particular  label  may  properly  be  used  for 
the  little  antibilious  pills  on  page  576  of 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  but  for  those 
that  are  to  be  printed  in  our  Diary  the 
number  of  the  formula  will  need  to  be 
added,  as  explained  last  week.  The 
reprint  shows  that  there  is  still  room  for  a  number.  [Our 
reproduction  of  the  label  is  larger  than  the  original,  which  is 
just  the  size  for  a  5j.  pill-box  ] 

"When  the  Cough  is  Troublesome." 

In  our  issue  of  August  8,  page  273,  we  mentioned  that  a 
subscriber  had  sent  a  label  to  Somerset  House  for  "  The 
mixture.  One  teaspoonful  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day,  or 
when  the  cough  is  troublesome."  It  was  returned  marked 
"  Not  liable  to  duty,"  and  with  a  covering  letter  to  the  same 
effect,  signed  by  Mr.  Stoodley.  Another  subscriber  has 
since  submitted  two  labels  with  the  same  wording,  and  they 
have  been  returned  marked  "  Liable  to  duty,"  the  covering 
letter  being  signed  by  Mr.  Bartlett.  We  are  inquiring  abou  t 
the  matter,  and  will  give  further  particulars  next  week.  S o 
extraordinary  a  difference  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the 
officials  in  so  short  a  time  has  not  hitherto  been  brought  to 
our  notice,  and  we  therefore  withhold  comment  until  we 
have  all  the  original  documents  before  us. 

The  Worship  of  Drugs. 

The  enterprise  of  the  drug-manufacturers  and  the  almost 
universal  custom  of  providing  hospital  Pharmacopoeias  are 
condemned  by  the  British  Medical  Journal.  The  insatiable 
demand  for  therapeutic  perfection  is,  it  is  urged,  responsible 
for  the  advancement  of  the  drug-treatment  of  disease  along 
lines  which  in  some  instances  do  not  stand  the  test  of  proved 
experience,  and  in  others  are  reprehensible.  The  provision  of 
hospital  Pharmacopoeias  tends  to  make  the  patient  too  much 
the  slave  of  the  dispenser,  and  is  stated  to  encourage  the 
credulity  of  the  sick  in  the  claims  of  patent-medicine  vendors 
by  giving  apparent  confirmation  of  his  faith  in  drugs.  There 
is  some  truth  in  this  view  of  the  question,  but  nobody  will 
dispute  that  the  trivial  acquaintance  with  practical  phar- 
macy imparted  by  the  present  medical  curriculum  and  the 
routine  plan  of  hospital  formulte  are  potent  causes  of  the 
decline  of  prescription- writing.  If  a  medical  man  cannot 
write  a  prescription,  he  naturally  prefers  to  hide  his  ignor- 
ance by  dispensing  ready-made  drugs,  and  it  is  probable 
that  the  day  when  chemists  will  universally  dispense  for 


medical  men  will  be  postponed  till  room  is  found  in  the 
medical  curriculum  f^r  teaching  this  essential  of  medical 
practice.  A  six  months'  course  in  dispensing  and  practical 
pharmacy  would  be  short  enough  to  convince  most  men  that 
there  is  something  more  in  dispensing  than  "  just  putting 
drugs  one  after  the  other  into  a  bottle." 

Formulas  for  our  "  Diary."

"Dairymaid  or  Dispenser." 

It  has  come  to  this !  The  following  is  the  Rural  World's 
reply  to  "  Anxious  Parent "  : 

An  intelligent  girl  may  earn  50?.  per  annum  and  upwards, 
according  to  proficiency,  by  engaging  in  either  of  the  above 
callings.  Your  daughter  has  received  a  fairly  good  education. 
You  are  undecided  whether  to  have  her  trained  to  be  a  dairymaid 
or  dispenser,  and  you  desire  to  know  which  of  these  occupations 
offers  the  best  prospect.  In  order  to  determine  the  point  you 
might  consider  three  things :  (1)  Amount  of  preparation  required 
and  ability  in  order  to  take  the  respective  certificates  or  diplomas; 
(2)  conditions  under  which  a  successful  practitioner  in  each  case 
would  have  to  work;  (3)  environment  and  social  status  of  worker 
in  each  case.  We  think  the  amount  of  special  preparation,  as 
also  the  mental  ability,  would  have  to  be  greater  in  the  case  of 
the  dispenser  than  in  the  case  of  the  dairymaid  ;  although  a  girl 
trained  at,  say,  the  Lady  Warwick  Hostel  would  have  to  exhibit 
a  good  amount  of  industry  and  ability  to  be  certified  as  proficient. 
The  demand  for  lady  dispensers  is  probably  a  more  growing  one 
than  that  for  dairymaids,  but  the  condit:ons  under  which  a  dairy- 
maid is  required  to  work  are  decidedly  more  healthful  than  those 
of  the  dispenser.  The  dispenser  is  in  most  request  in  town — we 
might  say  in  a  large  town — whereas  the  dairymaid  usually  lives 
in  the  country.  The  hours  of  work  of  the  dispenser  would  also 
be  longer.  As  regards  social  status,  the  dispenser,  as  certified 
assistant  to  a  member  of  on3  of  the  learned  professions,  would 
perhaps  rank  higher  than  the  dairymaid ;  but  if  the  latter 
exhibited  talent  in  her  profession  (and  had  influential  "recom- 
mendations ")  she  might  attain  to  a  very  good  position  as  expert 
instructress  in  dairying,  &c,  tola  county  council,  and  obtain 
additional  remuneration  if  a  capable  lecturer,  especially  if  well  up 
in  domestic  economy. 

If  there  is  to  be  parity  of  the  sexes,  we  suppo-e  the  aspiring 
chemist  of  the  future  will  have  to  consider  the  advantages 
of  the  profession  of  cowkeeper  before  he  turns  his  face 
towards  Bloomsbury.  But  how  dePghtful  the  Rural  World 
is !  What  perspicuity  and  sagacity  are  contained  in  this 
advice  to  "  Anxious  Parent  "  !

Galen  Place  and  Bloomsbury  Square  have  been  busy 
during  the  past  fortnight  with  pharmaceutical-examination 
candidates,  and  the  Majors  amongst  them  got  the  following 
work  to  do  from  the  examiners  for  England  and  Wales  : 

Pbactical  Chemistby. 

1.  Estimate  the  amount  of  iron  in  a  sample  of  ferrous  arsenate 
and  give  the  total  amount  of  ferrous  iron. 

2.  Carefully  examine  the  substance  B,  find  out  what  you  can 
about  its  chemical  properties,  and  state  what  kind  of  a  body  you 
believe  it  to  be. 

Theoretical  Chemistry. 
(Three  hours  allowed.) 
Answer  six  questions,  two  of  which  had  to  be  from  Part  II. 

PART  I. 

1.  Give  equations  to  explain  action  of  heat  on  ammonium 
sulphate,  phosphate,  nitrate,  chromate,  and  cyanate.  Explain 
action  of  heat  on  lead  oxides,  acetate,  nitrate,  and  oxalate. 

2.  In  a  500-c.c.  vessel  filled  with  air  at  normal  pressure  10  grams 
sodium  bicarbonate  are  decomposed  by  tartaric  acid.  Calculate 
final  pressure  and  give  data. 

3.  State  impurities  in  hydrogen  sulphide,  metallic  copper, 
bromine,  hydrogen  fluoride,  manganese  peroxide,  and  how  they 
arise. 

4.  How  detect  without  ammonia,  lead,  silver,  and  mercurous 
salts  in  one  solution. 

5.  Classify  cobalt,  boron,  and  tin  with  their  allied  metals,  and 
give  reasons. 

PART  II. 

6.  Explain  hydrolysis,  condensation,  metamerism,  and  nitration 
in  organic  chemistry.

The  pills  are  guaranteed  to  contain  20  per  cent,  of 
ferrous  carbonate,  and  the  labels  employed  are  not  liable  to 
stamp-duty.  The  price  for  three  dozen  1-gross  packages  is 
4s.  per  dozen,  with  a  corresponding  decrease  in  price  for 
larger  orders.  The  October  price  list  (wholesale  prices  only) 
of  Cox's  pills  and  tablets  is  now  ready,  and  may  be  obtained 
on  application  to  the  firm. 

Chemists'  Trucks  and  Barrows. — There  are  few  better 
advertisements  for  retail  chemists  nowadays  than  a  nice 
truck  on  rubber-tyred  wheels  for  the  delivery  of  goods  to 
customers.  The  trouble  is  that  they  run  into  a  lot  of  money

Among  the  single-bottle 
cased  perfumes  is  one  in  an  upright  telescope-like  case,  with 
gold-blocked  lettering,  which  contains  a  1-oz.  bottle  filled 
with  perfume.  This  retails  at  Is.  Others  are  paper-covered 
decorated  boxes,  in  various  shapes,  with  single  bottle  of 
perfume,  got  up  to  retail  at  Is.  6d.  A  very  handsome  satin- 
covered  (as  well  as  satin-lined)  case,  in  heliotrope,  with  a 
hand-painted  lid  and  a  pretty  cut-glass  bottle  with  nice  per- 
fume, is  produced  to  sell  at  Is.

THE  historic  house  of  Howards  &  Sons,  Stratford,  has  been 
incorporated  under  the  Joint  Stock  Companies  Act. 
The  conversion  is  made  solely  for  family  reasons,  as  Messrs. 
Howards  &  Sons  announce  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  and 
no  change  in  the  management  of  the  business  is  involved 
by  it,  while  all  the  partners  join  the  Board  as  directors, 
having  fully  subscribed  the  capital  of  the  company.  These 
partners  are:  Mr.  David  Howard,  D.L.,  President  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  and  Mr.  Theodore  Howard,  sons 
of  the  late  Kobert  Howard ;  Mr.  Alfred  Gravely  Howard, 
F.L.S.,  F.C.S.,  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Joseph  Howard,  M.P.  for 
Tottenham;  Mr.  David  Lloyd  Howard,  F.C.S.,  and  Mr.  B.  F. 
Howard,  sons  of  Mr.  David  Howard  ;  end  Mr.  G.  E.  Howard, 
grandson  of  the  late  Kobert  Howard,  who  also  acts  as 
secretary. 

The  conversion  of  modern  businesses  into  limited  com- 
panies is  such  an  everyday  affair  as  to  be  unremarkable, 
but  in  the  case  of  historic  houses  the  event  naturally  makes 
us  look  back.    Mr.  Luke  Howard,  F.R.S.,  was  the  founder  of 
this  family  of  chemists.    He  was  apprenticed  to  the  drug- 
trade  with  Ollive  Sims,  of  Stockport,  and  when  he  had  com- 
pleted his  indenturas  he  came  to  London,  entering  the 
employment  of  a  firm  of  wholesale  chemists  in  Bishopsgate 
Street.    There  he  obtained  experience  in  management.  Mr. 
William  Allen,  F.R.S.,  who  was  afterwards  to  be  the  first 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  was  then  junior 
partner  in  the  cld-e;tablished  apotheca-y's  shop  in  Plough 
Court,  Lombard  Street,  and  had  a  short  time  before  erected 
a  small  chemical  laboratory  at  Plaistow,  which  was  under 
the  charge  of  Joseph  Jewell.    He  needed  a  man  like  Luke 
Howard  to  develop  the  new  and  small  industry,  and  accord- 
ingly, when  his  partner,  Samuel  Mildred,  retired  in  1797,  he 
assumed  Luke  Howard  as   junior  partner,  the  firm  be- 
coming Allen  &  Howard.    Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons  date 
their  foundation  from  that  year,  for  while  William  Allen 
and  Luke  Howard  were  partners  there  was  a  steady  de- 
velopment of  the  chemical  factory  under  Luke  Howard's 
control,  but  William  Allen  appears  not  to  have  directly 
participated  in  this  branch  of  the  business,  nor  Howard 
in  the  Plough  Couit  Pharmacy.    They  were  most  intimate 
friends,   keenly    interested    in    each    other's  pursuits- 
philanthropic  and  religious — and  we  may  venture  to  say 
that  Plough  Court  to  this  day  retains  a  vestige  of  the 
Howard  association.     With  the  dissolution  of  partnership 
in  1809,   Luke  Howard    removed   the  chemical  factory 
to   Stratford,  retaining  the   services   of  Jewell  as  chief 
chemist.    The  style   of  the  firm   was  in   1813  Howard, 
Jewell    &    Gibson,    and    when    Jewell    retired    it  be- 
came Howard,    Gibson    &    Co.     Before    this,  however, 
Jewell  (who  had  been  porter  at  Plough  Court)  had  the 
pleasure  of  instructing  Luke  Howard's  two  sons  in  the  pro- 
cesses of  the  firm.    Robert  Howard  began  as  an  apprentice 
in  1816,  and  his  brother  John  Eliot  Howard  seven  years 
later.    Both  were  pharmaceutical  chemists  in  the  best  sense 
of  the  term  ;  they  assisted  in  founding  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.    Robert  Howard  was  one  of  the  first  Fellows  of  the 
Chemical  Society,  and  John  Eliot  Howard  got  his  F.R.S.  on 
account  of  his  life-long  investigations  respecting  cinchona-  [ 
bark.  Twenty  years  ago  this  week.and  shortly  before  hisdeath,  ' 
he  received  the  Hanbury  medal— one  of  the  most  peculiar 
circumstances  in  the  annals  of  pharmacy,  considering  the 
early  association  of  the  two  houses.    John  Eliot  Howard's 
quinological  work  is  difficult  to  estimate  nowadays,  when 
we  rely  upon  bark  from  three  or  four  species  of  cinchona. 
He  approached  the  subject  at  a  time  when  it  was  a  perfect 
chaos,  and  left  it  in  excellent  order,  with  the  faith  of  men 
pinned  to  those  species  which  are  merchantable  commodities 
of  to-day.    This  has  taken  us  away  from  the  history  of  the 
Arm,  yet  it  deals  with  a  characteristic  of  the  family  that 
persists.    As  Luke  Howard  was  the  intimate  friend  of  John 
Dalton,  and  thus  in  the  foremost  ranks  of  chemists,  so  to- 
day we  see  his  grandson  at  the  head  of  the  body  which 
represents  professional  chemistry.     When   Luke  Howard 
took  his  two  sons  into  partnership  the  style  of  the  firm 
became  Howard  &  Sons  ;  and  the  patronymic  was  changed 
to  the  plural  when  the  third  generation  entered. 
The  earlierproducts  of  the  firm  were  mercurials,  bicarbonate 


of  soda,  and  similar  chemicals.  In  1827  they  commenced 
the  manufacture  of  quinine  and  its  salts,  and  have  continued 
to  add  to  their  products  all  classes  of  chemicals  used  in 
medicine  and  the  arts.  After  the  death  of  John  Williams 
they  acquired  the  business  of  Hopkin  &  Williams.  This 
business  is  now  converted  into  a  separate  limited  company, 
I  also  for  family  reasons  solely,  and  with  the  same  boarJ 
of  directors  as  Howards  &  Sons  (Limited),  Mr.  Edmund 
White,  B.Sc,  being  general  manager  and  secretary.  The 
progress  at  Stratford  has  gone  on  uninterruptedly  except  for 
a  fire  in  1875  ;  but  the  extensive  premises  at  City  Mills, 
Stratford,  still  contain  the  original  small  building  that  Luke 
Howard  erected  in  1809.  With  an  eye  to  the  future,  the 
firm  five  years  ago  acquired  an  extensive  piece  of  ground 
between  Barking  and  Ilford,  and  there  they  have  been 
erecting  new  factories,  which  will  in  time  absorb  the  whole, 
as  they  already  have  done  part,  of  the  branches  of  the 
business.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  the  directors  of 
the  business  have,  except  for  the  kindly  instruction  of  Joseph 
Jewell,  been  initiated  into  it  in  the  same  way  as  Robert 
Howard  and  John  Eliot  Howard  were,  the  pupilage  at  pans 
and  stills  being  supplemented  by  the  collegiate  instruction 
which  has  since  become  available  in  London. 


j£uoenol=*oetermmation. 


AT  the  recent  meeting  of  the  German  Scientists'  C:ngress, 
Professor  H.  Thorns,  Ph.D.,  read  a  paper  on  the  deter- 
mination of  eugenol  in  oil  of  cloves,  which  is  printed  in 
Pliar.  Zf.it.,  1903,  page  781.  The  author's  process  is  well- 
known,  and  experience  shows  that  with  high  percentage 
eugenol  oils  the  results  obtained  are  not  reliable.  The 
present  paper  is  apparently  a  reply  to  various  criticisms. 
The  author  points  out  that  when  his  method  was  devised 
the  only  constituents  of  the  oil  that  had  been  recognised 
with  certainty  were  eugenol  and  caryophyllene,  and  later 
discoveries  necessarily  call  for  a  modification  of  the  process. 
He  gives  the  following,  therefore,  as  his  revised  method  : 

Five  grams  of  clove  oil  ia  heated  on  the  water-bath  with  20  cc 
of  15-per-cent.  soda  solution  for  half  an  hour.  After  complete 
separation  of  the  hydrocarbons,  the  solution  of  eugenol  in  the  soda 
ia  run  off  through  a  separator,  and  the  caryophyllene  is  wasted 
twice  with  soda  solution,  the  washings  being  added  to  the  eugenol 
solution.  This  ia  now  treated  with  6  grama  of  benzoyl  chloride 
in  the  usual  manner,  the  reaction  being  completed  on  the  water- 
bath.  The  crystalline  mass  ia  filtered  off  when  cold  and  trans- 
ferred to  a  beaker  with  50  c.c.  of  water.  It  is  then  melted,  well 
agitated  to  waah  it,  and  allowed  to  cool  again.  This  washing  with 
50  c  c.  of  water  is  repeated  twice.  The  maaa  ia  then  tranaferred 
to  a  beaker  with  25  c.c.  of  90-per-cent.  alcohol,  and  warmed  till 
solution  ia  complete.  The  beaker  is  then  allowed  to  stand  until 
the  bulk  of  the  benzoyl  eugenol  has  crystallised  out  in  fine  needles. 
It  ia  next  cooled  to  17°  C.  and  filtered  through  a  paper  (9  cm.  diam.) 
previoualy  tared.  The  filtrate  will  measure  about  20  c.c,  and  a 
small  further  quantity  of  alcohol  is-  poured  through  to  make  the 
filtrate  up  to  25  c.c.  The  paper  and  benzoyl-eugenol  are  then 
transferred  to  a  weighing-glass,  dried  at  101°  C„  and  weighed. 
The  allowance  for  25  c.c.  is  0'55  gram  of  benzoyl  eugenol,  which 
must  be  added  to  the  actual  weight. 

The  total  eugenol  in  the  clove  oil,  both  free  and  combined, 
is  thus  determined.    The  formula  for  calculation  is  : 

p  =  4  100  (g  +  °'55) 
67  b 

where  P  is  the  percentage  of  eugenol,  a  is  the  weight  of 
benzoyl-eugenol  actually  found,  and  b  is  the  weight  of  clove 
oil  used. 

To  demonstrate  the  accuracy  of  this  process  the  author 
made  up  several  mixtures,  of  which  a  typical  one  was  the 
following  :  0  7  part  of  eugenol,  3  parts  of  caryophyllene, 
0  5  of  benzoyl  eugenol,  and  1  of  acet-eugenol.  On  analysis 
this  gave  7044  per  cent,  of  total  eugenol.

A  Tasty  Stand 

is  that  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  at  the  Photo- 
graphic Exhibition.  I  am,  however,  less  concerned  with 
the  design  and  decoration  of  the  stand  than  with  the  exhibits. 
These  latter  include  copies  of  exhibition-pictures  by  Mr. 
A.  Horsley  Hinton,  Mr.  H.  W.  Bennett,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Gear, 
which  have  been  developed  by  tabloid  developers.  Other 
prints  exhibited  include  a  frame  of  carbon  prints  by  Mr.  E. 
Senior,  and  the  negatives  from  which  the  prints  were  made 
were  developed  with  tabloid  pyro-developer. 

Christmas  Mounts. 

An  illustrated  list  of  Christmas  and  New-year  mounts  has 
just  been  sent  to  dealers  by  Houghton  &  Son  (Limited), 
88  and  89  High  Holborn,  W.C.  There  are  some  nice  designs 
figured  in  the  list ;  but,  if  these  are  not  sufficient  guide  to 
the  selection  of  suitable  goods,  there  are  particulars  of  sets 
of  cards  of  the  different  designs,  which  are  very  convenient. 
I  also  note  that  Houghtons  are  selling  an  oval  and  circle 
cutter  called  the  "  Mohawk."  It  is  adjustable,  and  well 
suited  for  introduction  to  professional  photographers.  The 
"Mohawk "  sells  at  two  guineas. 

Malyite. 

This  is  the  name  of  a  new  developer  which  is  being  intro- 
duced by  Messrs.  Waller,  Malvine  &  Co.,  and  is  stated  to  be 
of  British  manufacture.  Malvite  is  in  the  form  of  a  light 
grey  powder,  and  dissolves  readily  in  water.  No  accelerator 
is  required,  the  No.  2  solution  being,  as  in  the  case  of 
amidol,  a  5-per-cent.  solution  of  sodium  sulphite.  The 
literature  with  which  I  have  been  supplied  is  silent  as  to  the 
composition  of  malvite,  and  whether  it  is  a  new  substance, 
or  compounded  of  known  and  approved  remedies,  I  cannot 
say.  I  intend,  however,  to  give  the  substance  a  trial,  as  the 
leaflet  states  that  malvite  is  "  the  finest  general  developer 
on  the  market." 

Uranium  Intensifier 

can  be  made  with  either  citric  or  oxalic  acid,  in  place  of  the 
acetic  acid  usually  employed.  When  used  for  toning  bromide- 
prints  it  is  often  difficult  to  obtain  pure  whites,  the  acetic 
acid  being  used  to  prevent  staining  of  the  gelatin.  The 
object  of  substituting  citric  or  oxalic  acid  is  to  do  away  with 
the  deleterious  effect  of  acetic  acid  on  the  gelatin  which 
some  workers  have  observed.  A  formula  constructed  on  these 
lines  is  the  following  :

Picture-postcards. 


Messes.  W.  N.  Cooper  &,  Co.,  MafekiDg,  very  kindly  supply 
me  with  particulars  of  the  production  of  their  picture-post- 
cards, to  which  I  referred  in  the  C.  $  B.  Summer  Number. 
Wellington  &  Ward  matt-surface  P.O.P.  postcards  are  used, 
as  there  is  plenty  of  bright  daylight  for  printing-purposes  in 
sunny  South  Africa.  The  cards  are,  unfortunately,  rather 
thin  and  inclined  to  cockle,  although  the  makers  call  them 
"  thick."  Ordinary  postcards  are  built  up  of  several  layers 
of  paper,  and  when  submitted  to  a  tithe  of  the  wetting  that 
a  photographic  card  comes  in  for  soon  disintegrate.  It  is 
this  severe  washing  process  that  handicaps  makers  of  photo- 
graphic cards  in  the  selection  of  material,  and,  apart  from 
the  absolute  necessity  of  employing  only  the  finest  card- 
board, the  material  is  required  also  to  be  chemically  pure, 
or  the  sensitive  film  would  be  affected.  Perhaps  other 
readers  who  have  had  experience  in  the  matter  will  give  it 
to  our  readers  for  the  common  good. 


German  Pharmacy.— The  Prussian  Government  scheme 
for  reforming  retail  pharmacy  is  said  to  be  nearin?  com- 
pletion. 


Wasted  Herbs. — The  Roumanian  Minister  of  Education 
has  addressed  a  circular  to  all  the  school-teachers  in 
the  kingdom,  drawing  attention  to  the  fertility  of  the  country 
in  medicinal  plants,  and  regretting  that  no  one  takes  the 
trouble  to  collect  them  for  the  pharmacists,  who  con- 
sequently obtain  the  drugs  from  abroad. 

To  Neutralise  the  Tariff. — According  to  the  Financial 
Times,  the  Ava  Chemical  Company,  a  large  New  York 
concern,  is  making  arrangements  to  develop  its  business  in 
Canada,  and  purposes  erecting  factories  at  six  centres,  of 
which  Winnipeg  has  already  been  fixed  upon  as  one.  It  is 
understood  that  Mr.  J.  D.  Rockefeller  holds  a  very  consider- 
able interest  in  the  company. 

New  German  Customs  Tariff. — The  future  handling  of 
the  new  German  Customs  tariff  will  place  more  responsibility 
on  the  importer  than  heretofore,  according  to  a  consular 
advice  from  Solingen.  The  law  provides  that  every  im- 
porter must  make  an  exact  and  specific  declaration  as  to  the 
goods  to  be  imported,  which  will  be  strictly  enforced.  The 
only  exception  is  made  when  the  importer  asserts  that  he  is 
unable  to  make  a  reliable  declaration,  in  which  case,  how- 
ever, the  clearing  of  such  goods  is  delayed  and  any  inspec- 
tion on  probation  excluded. 

Ticketing  the  Opiumists. — In  connection  with  the 
Government  monopoly  and  a  factory  for  the  preparation  of 
opium  recently  established  at  Fukien,  China,  it  is  stated  that 
all  opium- smokers  who  wish  to  purchase  the  drug  must 
obtain  from  this  establishment  badges,  which  are  of  three 
classes :  (1)  brass  badge  for  Government  officials,  (2)  paper 
badge  for  the  upper  classes,  and  (3)  a  wooden  badge 
for  the  common  people.  On  these  badges  are  written 
the  names  of  the  opium-smokers,  their  ages,  their  addresses, 
and  the  quantity  of  opium  they  are  allowed  to  buy  daily. 
The  daily  quantity  is  to  be  decided  and  limited  by  the  officials, 
and  the  amount  cannot  be  exceeded  at  any  time. 

Doctors  and  Apollinaris.— The  third  tour  of  doctors 
for  the  study  of  spas  and  bathing-resorts  led  many  doctors 
to  Bad  Neuenahr  and  the  Ahr  Valley  within  the  last  few  days. 
As  the  discovery  of  the  Apollinaris  Spring  in  the  year  1852 
was  the  cause  of  the  founding  of  a  spa,  later  on,  at 
Neuenahr,  some  two  hundred  doctors  and  other  guests  of 
honour  responded  to  an  invitation  to  view  the  Apollinaris 
spring  on  September  11,  and  were  much  interested  in  the 
various  processes  of  cleaning,  filling,  and  despatching  the 
famous  table-water.  The  visitors  afterwards  sat  down  to 
luncheon,  at  which  Justizrath  Heiliger,  of  Cologne,  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  of  the  Act.-Ges.  Apollinaris-brunnen, 
gave  them  greeting,  and  Professor  Ott,  of  Prague,  returned 
thanks  for  the  guests. 

German  Chemical  Industry. — The  Society  for  protect- 
ing the  interests  of  the  German  chemical  industry  held  its 
general  meeting  on  September  18  at  Elberfeld.  The  General 
Secretary  of  the  Association,  Mr.  O.  Wenzel,  of  Berlin,  in  the 
course  of  his  report  stated  that  the  commercial  depression 
of  the  preceding  year  was  accentuated  in  Germany  in  the 
early  months  of  1902.  The  chemical  industry  was,  however, 
relatively  the  least  affected  by  it,  as  the  output  of  the 
factories  increased.  Nevertheless,  the  average  dividends  of 
133  companies,  with  a  paid-up  capital  of  383,000,000m. 
(19,150,000/  ),  had  diminished  by  0  43  per  cent.,  owing  to  low 
prices.  The  number  of  workers  on  full  time  advanced  by 
2  83  per  cent.,  and  the  total  sum  paid  in  wages  rose  from 
7  995,000/.  to  8,210,000/.,  but  the  average  wage  decreased 
from  50/.  lis.  to  50/.  9s.  per  annum  per  worker  engaged  on 
full  time.  The  returns  of  the  manufacturers  of  scientific, 
pharmaceutical,  photographic,  and  technical  chemicals  were 
more  favourable  than  in  the  year  before,  as  well  as  those  of 
the  synthetic  dyes  and  fertilisers  industries.  The  trade  in 
alkalies  and  acids  was  less  remunerative.  In  conclusion,  the 
report  submitted  that  the  economic  depression  still  prevail- 
ing would  easily  be  overcome  as  soon  as  the  difficulties  in 
regard  to  international  commercial  relations  had  been  solved 
satisfactorily.  Breslau  was  chosen  as  the  next  meeting- 
place.  Mr.  Aug.  Zimmermann,  of  London,  was  amongst 
those  who  attended  the  meeting.

Incense. 

Sir, — Dr.  MacWalter's  letter  upon  "  Incense  "  and  your 
editorial  remarks  upon  it  in  a  recent  issue  are  of  interest, 
and  I  have  thought  that  your  readers  might  like  to  know  of 
an  incense  far  better  in  every  way  than  any  I  have  come 
across  in  this  country  or  upon  the  Continent.  I  refer  to  the 
"  agar  "  candles  of  India.  I  have  lately  received  a  quantity 
of  native  Indian  drugs,  and  among  them  two  small  parcels, 
one  labelled  "  agar  "  candles  and  the  other  "  dhung  "  candles. 
Both  burn  and  smoulder  well,  the  former  yielding  a  most 
persistent  and  aromatic  odour,  whilst  the  latter  gives  a 
heavy  hanging  perfume.  A  native  of  India  now  studying 
with  me  tells  me  the  "agar"  candles  are  used  by  the 
native  women  to  perfume  themselves,  the  process  being  to 
dig  a  hole  in  the  soil,  place  a  burning  candle  therein,  and  sit 
over  it  until  perfumed.  The  dhung  candles  are  used  in 
burial  rites,  being  burnt  round  the  dead.

Sir,— In  reference  to  Dr.  J.  C.  Mc Walter's  letter  "  Mostly 
about  Incense,"  there  should  have  been  no  difficulty  in  con- 
firming the  statement  in  Piesse's  work  that  olibanum  alone 
is  used  as  incense  in  Rome.  Olibano  and  incenso  are  synony- 
mous in  Italy.  In  catalogues  issued  by  Italian  drug-houses 
it  is    generally  listed    as    Gomvia    incenso.     Dr.  Icilio 


Guareschi,  in  his  "  Commentario  della  Farmacopea  e  dei 
Medicamenti  in  Generale,"  gives  under  the  heading 
"  Olibano  "  the  synonyms  "  Olibanum,  Incense,  Thus,"  and 
remarks  that  the  Greek  Ai&avos,  the  Latin  olibanum,  the 
Arabian  laban,  and  analogous  words  in  other  languages,  are 
derived  from  the  Hebrew  lebonah,  signifying  milk,  from  the 
fact  that  this  substance  first  makes  its  appearance  as  a 
milky  fluid  flowing  from  incisions  made  in  the  trunks  of 
various  species  of  Boswellia.  The  word  thus  would  appear 
to  be  derived  from  dvew,  meaning  "  to  sacrifice."  Dorvault, 
in  the  "  Officine,"  gives  the  French  encens  as  a  synonym  for 
"oliban,"  and  states  that  the  custom  of  burning  it  at 
religious  ceremonies  originated  amongst  the  Hebrews,  who 
made  use  of  it  to  mask  the  odours  arising  from  the  sacrifice 
of  animals  by  fire. 

I  have  searched  through  many  Italian  recipe  books  and 
made  inquiries  from  priests  and  others  in  a  position  to  know, 
but  I  cannot  find  anything  approaching  a  formula  for 
incense.  All  tell  me  that  incense  as  used  in  the  churches 
consists  of  olibanum  alone.  It  is  supplied  by  the  droghiere 
(grocers  and  drysalters)  at  If.  50.3.  a  kilo. — roughly  speak- 
ing, about  8^.  a  lb.  The  sale  is  not  limited  to  churches, 
as  incense  is  largely  used  for  fumigating  sick-rooms,  pre- 
venting mosquitoes,  &c,  and  is  bought  by  the  poorer  classes 
frequently  in  quantities  of  1  and  2  soldi  (\d.  and  Id.).  I 
am  sending  you  a  packet  which  I  purchased  to-day  at  a 
small  grocer's  for  Id.  You  will  see  that  the  only  addition 
to  a  commercial  quality  of  olibanum  is  a  few  pieces  of 
broken  brick,  added  with  a  view  to  greater  profit  rather  than 
to  any  properties  they  possess  of  creating  a  "  sweet-smelling 
savour." 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  why  a  compound  incense 
should  be  in  vogue  in  England.  Most  English  recipe-books 
give  formulas  more  or  less  resembling  those  published  in 
the  C.  $•  .£>.,  whereas  on  the  Continent,  so  far,  1  have  never 
come  across  one.

"West  Indian  Grass  Oils. 
Sir, — In  reference  to  the  doubts  expressed  in  a  recent 
note  by  myself  in  this  journal  on  the  West  Indian  grass  oils, 
I  am  in  receipt  of  some  interesting  information  from  Mr. 
J.  Ch.  Sawer,  F.L.S.,  which  explains  the  doubt,  I  think,  with 
certainty.  Mr.  Sawer  points  out  that  Andropogon  oitratxs, 
De  Candolle,  the  true  lemongrass,  was  figured  by  Wallich 
in  his  "  Plantse  Rariores  Asiatics  "  (iii.  tab.  280)  under  a 
wrong  name— viz.,  as  A.  Sehmnanthus,  the  name  given  by 
Linnfeus  to  the  "  Palmarosa "  grass.  This  error  has  been 
copied  into  several  text-books,  especially  in  Germany,  and 
may  well  account  for  the  whole  confusion  of  names.  It  is 
almost  impossible  to  think  that  "  Palmarosa "  can  become 
lemongrass  under  different  cultivation,  and  this  explanation 
should  remove  the  confusion  existing.

Protected  Prices  in  Liverpool. 

Mr.  W.  J.  ZeggeU,vrho  has  a  cash  drug-stcre  in  Liverpool, 
and  is,  we  understand,  Secretary  of  the  Patent-medicine 
Vendors  and  Drug-stores'  Association,  sends  us  a  copy  of  a 
letter  he  wrote  to  Messrs.  Thomas  Powell  (Limited)  on 
August  8,  complaining  that  P.A.T.A.  articles  are  sold  in 
Liverpool  below  the  minimum  prices.     He  says  Scott's 
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emulsion  is  sold  at  10d.,  Hornocea  at  10^d.,  and  Scott's  pills 
at  lid.  In  his  letter  to  us  Mr.  Leggett  says  "  the  P.A.T.A. 
is  powerless  to  stop  big  firms  from  cutting,"  and  he  comments 
upon  the  fact  that  although  his  letter  to  Messrs.  Powells  was 
submitted  to  the  P.A.T.A.  and  acknowledged  on  August  11, 
no  action  has  been  taken.  We  should  be  glad  to  hear  from 
any  of  our  subscribers  in  Liverpool  as  to  the  maintenance  of 
P.A.T.A.  prices  there.  We  know  that  one  firm  in  the  pro- 
vision-trade gives  a  lot  of  trouble  ;  but  are  sales  under  the 
minimum  prices  general,  as  Mr.  Leggett  alleges  ?

139,69.  Arthur. — (1)  There  is  no  law  to  prevent  you 
assuming  the  title  optician,  oculist,  or  eye-specialist,  but  the 
two  latter  titles  indicate  treatment  of  the  eye,  and  it  is  not 
advisable  for  a  chemist  to  use  them.  (2)  After  December  31 
stamped  proprietary  powders  may  be  sold  singly  as  before. 
(3)  You  need  not  send  the  labels  to  Somerset  House.  The 
following  will  be  liable  after  December  31  unless  you  indicate 
the  composition  on  the  label  or  refer  to  the  published  formulas, 
and,  we  think,  put  your  own  name  on  the  label  ("  Arthur's 
Drug  Company  "  not  showing  the  retailer  to  be  a  qualified 
chemist)  :  Family  cough-balsam,  gout  and  rheumatic  mix- 
ture, liver  and  indigestion  mixture,  influenza  and  cold 
mixture,  blood-purifier  (on  account  of  the  wording),  brain 
and  nerve  tonic.  None  of  the  other  labels  will  be  liable  to 
duty.

I  bring  a  label  within  the  scope  of  the  exemption  of  "  known 
remedies  "  by  printing  thereon  "  au  adequate  indication  of  the 
ingredients."  Can  I  now  render  this  label  liable  by  any  addition 
—such  as  usirig  the  possessive  case,  or  claiming  it  to  be  an 
improvement  upon  existing  combinations,  or  inventing  a  fancy 
name  for  the  medicine,  to  which  I  could  afterwards  claim  exclusive 
right  ? 

[The  possessive  case  may  be  used  without  takiDg  the  medi- 
cine outside  the  exemption  (although  it  is  not  advisable  to 
use  it  in  most  instances),  but  the  claims  for  improvement 
and  exclusive  right  represent  exactly  two  conditions  which 
the  Legislature  decreed  would  exclude  medicines  from  the 
exemption.  The  whole  essence  of  the  exemption  is  that  it 
shall  apply  to  medicines  which  may  be  made  and  sold  by 
any  qualified  person  mentioned  therein,  and  this  purpose  is 
defeated  if  Brown  does  anything  which  holds  out  that 
nobody  else  can  make  the  medicine  which  he  sells.  If  he 
tries  to  make  people  believe  that,  he  has  to  make  them  pay 
for  it  by  stamping  the  medicine.] 


158/21.  Leo.—  None  of  the  labels  is  liable,  but  the  blocd- 
purifier  one  has  recently  been  considered  so  by  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue.

The  preparation  is  tr.  chlorof.  et  morph.,  B.P.  1885,  minus 
ac.  hydrocy.  dil.,  and  the  questions  are  :  (1)  Is  the  label  a 
sufficient  disclosure,  and  (2)  may  "  Yorkist,"  as  a  qualified 
chemist,  sell  the  article  unstamped  with  the  label  ?  Reply  : 
The  label  is  an  insufficient  disclosure,  and  should  read : 

CHLORODYNE, 
(Tr.  chlorof.  et  morph.,  B.P.  1885,  sine  ac.  hydrocy.  dil.) 

On  the  second  question  the  terms  of  Exemption  3  have  to  be 
considered,  and  these  show  that  if  the  original  vendor  of 
an  article  held  it  out  or  recommended  it  for  the  cure  or 
relief  of  human  ailments,  it  is  excluded  from  the  exemption. 
This  is  the  case  with  Dr.  Collis  Browne's  chlorodyne  and 
some  other  articles  named  "  chlorodyne,"  but  a  moot  point  is 
whether  the  article  sold  by  "  Yorkist "  is  one  which  was 
recommended  by  the  original  or  first  vendor,  as  we  know 
was  undoubtedly  the  case  with  the  chlorodyne  introduced  by 
Dr.  Collis  Browne.  Hitherto  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
have  not  required  the  stamping  of  preparations  called 
"  chlorodyne  "  which  have  not  been  or  are  not  recommended  by 
the  vendors,  thus,  in  effect,  declaring  that  these  preparations 
are  not  made  dutiable  because  Dr.  Collis  Browne  recom- 
mended his  own  preparation  called  "  chlorodyne."  The 
distinction  is  sound,  since  the  preparations  are  not  the  same  ; 
moreover,  the  proprietary  article  is  called  "  Dr.  Collis 
Browne's  chlorodyne."  It  follows  on  the  past  ruling  by  the 
Board  that  qualified  chemists  should  be  able  to  add 
Exemption  3  provisions  to  those  which  they  have  previously 
enjoyed  respecting  "chlorodyne  (tr.  chlorof.  et  morph., 
B.P.),"  but  we  do  not  think  that  if  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had 
selected  this  preparation  instead  of  tr.  quin.  ammon.,B.P.,  to 
fight  the  principle  of  Exemption  3,  he  would  have  won. 

152/57.  J.  IT.  placed  an  order  in  March  last  with  a  firm 
to  be  delivered  in  time  for  opening  in  the  first  week  in  April. 
Many  of  the  goods  were  not  delivered  till  May,  with  ex- 
planation that  they  were  not  in  stock.  The  goods  were 
bought  and  sold  on  three  months'  terms.  The  April  account 
;  ranged  from  April  2  to  April  27.  "J.  H.'s"  contention  is 
'  that  as  long  as  this  account  was  paid  before  July  was  out 
his  terms  had  not  been  exceeded,  especially  after  being  kept 
so  long  waiting  for  the  goods.  However,  in  May,  as  socn  as 
the  last  lot  was  delivered  of  the  order  that  should  have 
been  delivered  by  April  1,  the  firm  sent  in  their  statement, 
with  a  notice  that  their  principal  would  call  in  a  few  days. 
"  J.  H."  intimated  that  they  were  sharp  after  settlement,  but 
not  so  prompt  in  execution  of  order.  On  July  20  he  received 
a  lawyer's  letter,  requesting  settlement  of  April  account  by 
return.  He  replied  that  it  would  be  paid  the  last  week  in 
July,  as  was  his  custom  with  all  three-months  accounts. 
On  July  28  a  seven-days  judgment-summons  was  issued 
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against  "J.  H.,"  but  he  sent  his  cheque  direct  in  the  usual 
way,  and  after  the  lapse  of  about  a  week  a  receipt  was  sent 
by  the  solicitor,  saying  it  could  only  be  accepted  on  account 
of  debt  and  costs,  a  summons  having  been  issued  against 
"J.  H  "  before  his  cheque  arrived.  "  J.  H."  wants  ns  to  tell 
him  what  he  should  do.  [Under  the  circumstances  stated 
by  our  subscriber,  he  would  be  well  advised  to  pay,  as  we 
think  he  would  have  some  difficulty  in  proving  the  custom  he 
alleges.  The  whole  question  turns  on  what  the  terms  of 
credit  actually  were,  and  in  order  to  prove  the  same  our 
subscriber  would  be  entitled  to  go  into  his  previous  dealings 
with  the  same  firm.]

156,72.  Chemist. — (1)  A  registered  chemist  may  sell 
poisons  anywhere,  but  if  they  are  dutiable  medicines  he 
may  only  sell  them  at  the  premises  licensed  for  that  purpose. 
(2)  We  do  not  know  what  you  are  referring  to  in  mentioning 
January  1,  1904.  If  it  be  the  ailment-name  condition,  we 
can  assure  you  that  undischarged  bankrupts  will  be  treated 
in  that  regard  exactly  as  other  persons,  and  it  will  not 
interfere  with  the  employment  of  qualified  assistants  by 
limited  companies.

— (1)  The  intense  irritation  resulting 
sometimes  in  Inflammation  after  Sea-bathing  might 
perhaps  be  best  obviated  by  smearing  the  skin  before 
entering  the  sea-water  with  some  oleaginous  application 
such  as  the  following :

Care  must  be  taken  to  dry  the  skin  after  coming  out  of  the 
sea  and  before  re-dressing.  The  skin  should  be  lightly 
sponged  with  a  warm  saturated  solution  of  sodium  bicarbonate, 
and  then  lightly  dried.  (2)  After  being  exposed  to  sea-water 
the  hands  should  be  washed  in  a  warm  alkaline  solution 
such  as  the  above,  and  much  benefit  and  comfort  may  be 
experienced  if  the  warts  be  then  anointed  with  the  cream 
previously  referred  to.

(2)  You  cannot  make  palatable  a  strong 
solution  of  ferric  and  calcium  chlorides.  Aromatics  are 
gradually  destroyed,  and  experience  shows  that  if  the  mix- 
ture is  freely  diluted  with  water  and  taken  regularly  it 
becomes  fairly  palatable. 


J.  L.  G. — (1)  It  does  seem  from  what  you  say 
that  one  sample  of  the  sodium  sulphite  differed  from  the 
other,  but  that  is  by  no  means  proof  that  one  differs  com- 
mercially from  the  other,  or  that  the  sample  which  you  sent 
us  was  impure.

In  consequence  of  Mr.  Pickworth's  retirement  from 
business  (through  illness),  Mr.  Jos.  Hindle,  76  Copy  Nook, 
Blackburn,  has  been  appointed  Secretary  of  the  North-East 
Lancashire  Chemists'  Association  till  other  arrangements  are 
made  for  filling  the  office. 

Mr.  Herbert  Ffoulkes,  who  has  almost  since  the 
formation  of  the  P.A.T.A.  assisted  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  as  one  of 
the  secretarial  staff,  on  October  1  took  up  the  representation 
of  Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Co.  (Limited)  in  the  west  and  south- 
west districts  of  London  north  of  the  Thames. 

The  Mayoralty  of  Morecambe  has  been  accepted  by  Mr. 
John  Robeit  Birkett,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  has  during 
the  past  year  acted  as  Deputy-Mayor.  Mr.  Birkett  served 
his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  Joseph  Albright,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Penny  Street,  Lancaster,  and  was  afterwards  in 
Leeds.  He  commenced  business  at  Morecambe  in  1875,  but 
subsequently  deserted  pharmacy  for  dentistry.  He  is  a 
director  of  several  public  companies,  and  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Town  Council  since  its  formation,  he  having  previously 
been  a  member  of  the  Urban  Council.  Mr.  Birkett  is  a 
Conservative  and  a  Churchman. 

Mrs.  Crawford,  in  her  "  Victoria,  Queen  and  Ruler,"  says 
of  the  Duke  of  Kent's  attempts  to  borrow  :  i;  Appeals  weie 
made  in  different  quarters  for  loans.  ...  A  man  of  Kent  was 
at  leDgth  applied  to  as  such — William  Allen,  the  son  of  a 
silk-manufacturer  from  Rochester,  who  himself  manufactured 
chemicals  at  Plough  Court  in  East  London,  and  had  been 
engaged  with  the  Duke  in  plans  for  advancing  popular 
education.  He  sent  a  draft  on  Frankfort."  Mrs.  Crawford 
does  not  state  that  William  Allen  urged  the  Duke  to  bring 
the  Duchess  to  England  to  be  confined  ;  in  fact,  she  tells  quite 
another  story.  There  is  a  pretty  one  about  Allen  urging  the 
Duchess,  when  the  religious  education  of  Princess  Victoria 
was  giving  her  anxiety,  to  send  the  Princess  to  Crosby  Hall 
to  hear  Elizabeth  Fry  preach. 

An  unusual  interest  attaches  to  the  Martindale  bust  and 
medal,  given  into  the  custody  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  Wednesday,  in  so  far  as  they  are  the  first  of  the  Society's 
art  treasures  which  have  come  from  the  studio  of  a  sculptor 
who  is  also  a  chemist.  Mr.  F.  M.  Taubman  is  a  son  of  Mr. 
Robert  Taubman  (Messrs.  T.  Morson  &  Son),  who  was  a 
fellow  assistant  of  the  late  William  Martindale.  Mr.  F.  M. 
Taubman  was  intended  to  follow  in  his  father's  footsteps  as 
a  chemical-manufacturer,  and  passed  the  Minor  examination 
in  1889.  He  was  more  attracted  to  art,  however,  and  even 
when  studying  for  the  Minor  he  attended  art  classes  in  the 
evenings.    Has  he  not  written — 

I  cursed  each  hour  that  I  have  spent  upon  the  benches  of  the 
1  Square," 

rning  names  for  beastly  smells,  and  finding  salts  that  were 
not  there. 

Suppressing  the  Major  studies  that  were  intended  to  take 
him  into  the  ranks  of  pharmaceutical  chemists,  Mr.  Taubman 
went  to  the  Paris  studios,  and  afterwards  to  Brussels. 
Settling  down  in  Chelsea,  he  justified  his  departure  from 
chemistry  by  the  works  which  have  come  from  his  hands, 
and  which  include  a  statue  of  Sir  Sydney  Waterlow  and  a 
bas-relief  poi  trait  of  the  late  Duke  of  Westminster,  besides 
the  clever  bust  of  Mr.  Martindale  and  many  allegorical 
subjects.  He  is  a  regular  exhibitor  at  the  Royal  Academy, 
and  as  one  of  the  few  gifted  British  sculptors  his  future 
is  assured.

T)USINESS  is  dull  in  drugs  and  chemicals  generally, 
although  in  some  quarters  a  fair  amount  of  activity  is 
noticeable,  which  may  be  attributed  to  a  better  demand  from 
the  United  States.  Speculation  in  shellac  and  cloves  con- 
tinues unabated.  Essential  oils  are  one  of  the  leading 
features  of  the  week  ;  and  although  there  is  less  doing  in 
American  oil  of  peppermint  at  the  further  slight  advance, 
there  is  no  lack  of  confidence  in  the  article.  Japanese 
dementholised  has  advanced  a  further  6i.  on  gloomy  reports 
concerning  the  mint-crop,  and  there  is  an  absence  of  offers 
for  forward  shipment.  Menthol  is  dearer  in  sympathy,  both 
on  the  spot  and  for  arrival.  The  continued  advance  in  the 
speculative  market  for  cloves  has  compelled  distillers  to 
again  raise  the  price  of  oil ;  on  the  other  hand,  sweet  oil  of 
almonds  is  Id.  lower.  Quinine  has  been  dull  of  sale,  and  is 
easier,  speculators  devoting  their  attention  to  peppermint 
oils.  Opium  remains  quiet,  with  retail  sales  of  Turkish, 
while  Persian  has  been  sold  at  very  full  prices.  Morphine  is 
steady,  but  unaltered,  and  cocaine  is  Is.  6i.  lower  to-day. 
A  large  auction  of  vanilla  was  held  towards  the  close  of  last 
week,  at  which  a  rather  flat  tone  prevailed,  only  part  being 
sold,  at  a  decline  for  good  to  fine  quality.  The  following 
table  shows  the  principal  alterations  of  the  week,  including 
those  recorded  at  the  auctions  of  first-hand  drugs  :

The  Lord  Mayor  attended  the  Royal  Exchange  in  State  on 
Wednesday  for  the  purpose  of  unveiling  another  fresco,  which 
Mr.  Vivian,  of  Swansea,  has  presented  to  the  City.

Heavy  Chemicals. 

The  ruling  conditions  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  at  all  the 
principal  centres  show  little  appreciable  change  from  those 
recently  referred  to.  The  improved  tone  is  well  muntained,  and 
values  in  nearly  all  cises  keep  on  the  steady  side.  All  things 
considered,  the  general  demand  is  a  fair  one,  anl  present  prospects 
almost  point  to  an  improvement  rather  than  otherwise.  Ship- 
ments are  being  pushed  forward  rapidly  to  those  ports  where 
early  closing  of  navigat'on  is  usual.  Inquiries  for  forward  delivery 
are  more  numerous,  and  contracts  for  next  year  are  being  steadily 
completed. 

Alkali  Produce. — There  is  practically  no  change  to  report  as 
regards  values  in  this  branch.  As  regards  demand,  bleaching- 
powder  is  moving  rather  more  briskly,  and  the  same  may  be  said 
of  caustic  soda.  Ammonia  alkali  and  soda  crystals  keep  in  steady 
request.

The  Pharmaceutical  Era  has  advices  from  Sai  Francisio, 
under  date  of  September  15,  to  the  following  effect :  ''  From 
Oregon  come  wonderful  tales  of  the  rich  profits  being  made  from 
the  sudden  advance  in  cascara  that,  were  they  not  vouched  for  by 
the  highest  citizens  of  the  state,  might  be  discredited.  The  home 
of  the  product  is  at  Corvallis,  Ore.  The  sudden  advance  to  14  c. 
and  over  of  the  bark  which  a  few  years  ago  sold  at  ljC  and  that 
last  year  brought  2fc.  and  3c,  has  started  a  business  boom  in  the 
Oregon  city.  Dealers  in  Corvallis  will  ship  this  season  ten  car- 
loads or  more  of  the  bark.  It  goes  from  there  to  Hamburg, 
London,  the  Eastern  States,  and  Saa  Francuco.  In  fact,  this 
little  district  comes  very  close  to  controlling  the  world  supply  of 
cascara.  The  season  opened  at  4c.  in  June,  when  peeling  began. 
Two  or  three  weeks  ago  it  advanced  to  5c.  and  within  a  few  days 
thereafter  suddenly  leaped  to  an  open  quotation  of  12c,  with 
dealers  secretly  paying  even  better  figures.  Within  the  last  few 
days  some  local  dealers  have  trebled  their  money  on  big  lots. 
Early  in  the  season  a  Salem  druggist  contracted  for  6  tons  at  4c  , 
and  can  close  out  now  at  a  profit  of  $1,500  on  an  investment  of 
$480.  This  is  but  one  example.  Druggists  throughout  North- 
western Oregon  are  reaping  a  harvest.  Farmers  in  Oregon  are 
now  speculating  over  the  advisability  of  planting  chittim- trees 
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from  which  the  bark  is  obtained,  for  cultivation.  It  is  learned 
that  a  chittim-tree  will  reach  a  diameter  of  6  in.  in  six  years. 
Such  a  tree  will  yield  a  dried-bark  product  of  10  to  20  lbs. 
Various  stories  are  aflo it  as  to  the  occasion  for  the  sudden  jump 
in  price.  The  most  plausible  is  that  the  native  supply  is  fast 
nearing  exhaustion,  and  the  popularity  of  the  bark  for  medicinal 
purposes  is  fast  growing." 

CASSIA  Lignea.— A  report  from  Hong-Kong,  dated  August 
28,  states  that  prices  remain  very  firm,  although  as  yet  no 
demand  is  apparent  from  the  home  markers.  There  are  few- 
sellers  and  the  stocks  amount  to  some  15  000  to  20,000  piculs. 
Selected  cassia  is  quoted  46s.  6:1.  and  selected  broken  cassia 
37s.  6d.  per  cwt,  c.  and  f.  steamer  Hamburg.

Prices,  however,  were  rather 
easier  for  the  bolder  descriptions,  but  the  small  leaf  and 
commoner  grades  were  full  up  to  perhaps  \d.  per  lb. 
dearer.  The  following  were  the  prices  paid :  Tinnevelly, 
fair  to  good  bold  greenish  leaf,  4f/Z.  to  b\d.  (two  lots  Qd.  to 
Id.) ;  medium  greenish,  4d.  to  <\\d. ;  small  and  medium, 
partly  specky,  3\d.  to  3\d. ;  small  greenish,  2\d.  to  3d.  ; 
ordinary  yellowish  and  common  specky,  and  badly  sea- 
damaged,  l\d.  to  2\d.  Pods  sold  at  from  Id.  to  lfrZ.,  the 
latter  price  being  paid  for  sound.  The  s.s.  EgyjA,  from 
Bombay,  has  arrived  with  800  bales. 

Squill. — Fair  were  limited  at  3d.  per  lb.,  and  brownish 
ditto  at  2\d. 

Wax,  Bees'. — Jamaica  sold  at  firm  prices,  from  11. 12s.  Qd. 
to  11.  15s.  being  paid  for  good  sound  red  wax,  and  11.  10s.

Kauri  Gum. 

An  important  experiment  is  being  made  in  New  Zealand  in 
respect  of  the  production  of  kauri.  The  industry  gives  employ- 
ment to  7,000  persons,  and  the  export  in  1901  was  7,541  tons, 
valued  at  446,114/.,  and  in  1899  it  was  as  much  as  607,619?. 
Hitherto  it  has  been  generally  dug  from  the  ground,  and  the 
great  drawback  has  been  that  the  supply  might  become  exhausted. 
But  if  the  experiment  now  being  made  is  successful,  the  suppiy 
of  gum  may  last  for  many  years,  and  the  value  of  growing  kauri 
will  be  much  increased.  The  new  method  is  to  cut  through  the 
bark  and  make  a  slight  incision  on  the  inner  skin.  It  is  then  left, 
and  in  a  few  months  the  tree  is  ascended  and  the  gum  which  has 
flowed  and  hardened  about  the  wound  is  chipped  off,  and  is  ready 
for  the  market.  The  chief  problem  of  this  method  is  whether  the 
tree  is  injured  for  timber-purposes.  The  Government  have 
marked  off  four  hundred  trees  for  the  experiment,  and  are  care- 
fully watching  the  results. 


German  Scientists'  Congress. — The  seventy- fifth  general 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  German  Scientists  has  just 
been  held  at  Cassel.  At  the  opening  meeting  Professor 
Hornstein  (president  of  the  local  committee)  gave  an 
address  of  welcome,  to  which  the  first  President  of  the 
Association  (Professor  van't  Hoff,  of  Berlin)  replied. 
Thereafter  (Professor  von  Baeyer  being  in  the  chair) 
Professor  Graebe,  of  Geneva,  was  specially  honoured.  The 
proceedings  in  this  matter  opened  with  the  handing  of  aa, 
address  to  Professor  Graebe,  after  which  the  Rector  of  the 
University  of  Geneva  (Professor  Dr.  d'Espine)  spoke.  Pro->- 
fessor  Moissan,  of  Paris,  handed  the  Lavoisier  medal  to 
Professor  Graebe  on  behalf  of  the  French  Academy  of 
Sciences  and  the  Institut  de  France.  Professor  Graebe 
further  received  an  artistic  Graebe  plaque,  and  Professor 
Pictet,  of  Geneva,  gave  him  a  collection  of  all  the  works 
he  had  published.  Professor  Graebe  tvas  born  in  Frankfort- 
on-Main  in  1841,  and  began  to  study  chemistry  in  1860  under 
Bunsen  and  Erlenmeyer  in  Heidelberg,  and  Kolbe  in  Marburg, 
and  then  under  Baeyer  in  Berlin,  where  he  carried  out  his 
researches  in  conjunction  with  Liebermann  on  alizarine, 
which  in  1867  gave  rise  to  the  synthetic  manufacture  of 
j  alizarine,  and  the  entire  abandonment  of  the  cultivation  of 
'  madder.  Professor  Graebe  has  been  since  1878  at  the 
University  of  Geneva.  The  work  of  the  Congress  was  then 
proceeded  with  in  various  sections  after  the  manner  adopted 
'  by  the  British  Association. 
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BRITISH  PHARMACY. 

Some  reflections,  chiefly  educational  and  encouraging,  on  its  condition  sixty  years  ago  and  now. 
Addressed  to  the  students  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at  the  opening  of  the  session  on  October  i.

1  owe  the  pleasure  of  meeting  you  here  to-day,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  opening  of  a  new  session  of  the  School,  to  the 
fact  that  I  am  an  ancient  member  of  the  craft,  and  to  the 
presumption,  well  founded,  that  though  no  longer  in  close 
touch  with  it,  I  am  in  as  hearty  sympathy  as  ever  with  all 
that  makes  for  its  efficiency  and  its  welfare.  It  is  not  a 
quite  unalloyed  pleasure  for  me  to  look  back  to  the  days  of 
my  first  contact  with  pharmacy,  yet,  in  the  circumstances  in 
which  I  now  find  myself,  confronted  with  so  many  reminders, 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  help  falling  into  a  reminiscent 
vein,  and  to  refrain  from  contrasting  the  condition  of  things 
in  relation  to  the  study  of  pharmacy  then  and  now,  and  it  is 
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equally  difficult  to  pass  over  the  wide  interval  as  if  it  were  a 
blank.  Times  have  vastly  changed  since  I  first  "  smelt 
powder " — powder,  I  mean,  of  aloes,  of  gamboge,  of  scam- 
mony,  and  other  nauseous  drugs  in  process  of  pulverisation 
and  sifting.  You  will  fix  the  date  I  refer  to  when  I  tell  you 
I  had  been  snuffing  up,  inhaling,  and  swallowing  consider- 
able quantities  of  these  useful  but  unpleasant  substances 
for  eight  months  before  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  obtained 
its  charter^ 

Sixty  Years  Ago 

there  was  little  or  nothing  of  external  stimulus  to  draw  the 
chemist's  apprentice  to  scientific  study  or  educational  im- 
provement of  any  kind.  The  routine  duties  I  had  to  perform 
in  connection  with  the  business  I  was  apprenticed  to  learn 
(nominally  that  of  a  chemist)  were  far  removed  from  the 
region  of  science.  It  was  uphill  work  to  reach  that  refined 
atmosphere,  but  my  experience  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  learning  in  a  scientific  manner  what  was  euphemistically 


described  in  my  indenture  as  an  "  art  and  mystery  "  was  that 
of  thousands  who  entered  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  at  that 
time.  There  were  no  facilities  such  as  you  possess  for 
learning  what  is  necessary  to  be  learnt  to  fit  you  for  an 
efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  an  onerous  business.  In 
the  absence  of  guidance,  spontaneous  attempts  to  learn  were 
apt  to  take  a  wrong  direction,  and  in  any  case  were  beset 
with  every  sort  of  hindrance.  If,  for  example,  it  happened 
that  the  apprentice's  curiosity  was  aroused,  as  mine  was,  to 
discover  the  properties,  physiological  and  other,  of  nitrous 
oxide,  and  he  attempted  to  make  experimental  observations 
on  the  subject,  he  was  met  on  the  threshold  of  his  inquiry 
by  difficulties  the  modern  student  would  neither  encounter 
nor  imagine.  There  was  first  the  difficulty  of  material  for 
generating  the  gas,  and  then  there  was  the  further  difficulty 
of  apparatus.  Nitrate  of  ammonia  was  not  a  chemical 
commonly  sold  by  the  chemist  of  those  days,  neither  was  the 
most  elementary  form  of  gas-apparatus  obtainable  in  a 
country  town.  In  my  own  case  the  first  hindrance  was 
removed  by  an  incursion  into  the  field  of  chemical  manipula- 
tion and  the  carrying-out  for  the  first  time,  and  in  make- 
shift vessels,  of  a  chemical  process  involving  decomposition, 
evaporation,  and  crystallisation.  The  second  obstacle  was 
surmounted  by  that  helpful  child  of  necessity — invention. 
It  brought  me  into  appreciative  acquaintance  with  the 
merits  of  the  Florence  oil-flask  as  an  excellent  substitute  for 
the  more  orthodox  retort,  and  also  with  the  virtues  of  a  red-hot 
poker  as  a  means  of  transforming  a  Winchester  quart  bottle 
into  a  serviceable  gas-receiver. 

The  Founding  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 

made  a  great  difference.  I  well  remember  the  first  issue 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal,  and  how  welcome  was  the 
appearance  of  each  new  number.  I  dare  say  some  of  you 
may  know  that  I  have  had  a  rather  long  acquaintance  with 
the  manufacture  of  pyroxylin,  but  none  of  you  would  guess 
that  I  learnt  my  first  lesson  in  making  it  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Journal.  The  number  containing  an  account  of 
Schonbein's  discovery  reached  me  at  Sunderland  one  day  in 
the  forties,  and  I  am  sure  the  day  after  did  not  pass  before 
I  put  the  accuracy  of  the  account  of  the  process  of  making 
guncotton  to  the  test  of  experiment.  In  those  days  scientific 
literature  was  scarce,  and  valued,  as  the  diamond  is,  in 
proportion  to  its  rarity.  Happily,  there  is  now  plenty  of 
intellectual  nourishment  of  that  kind.  I  had  almost  said 
enough  and  to  spare,  but  I  cannot  say  that,  for  I  am 
conscious  that,  as  in  common  diet,  what  is  far  from  good  for 
one  may  be  wholesome  enough  for  others.  Then,  you  could 
count  the  scientific  journals  on  your  fingers.  Now,  the 
scientific  and  the  semi-scientific  journals  together  are  such  a 
bewildering  mass  that  you  cannot  possibly  read  them  all. 
Careful  selection  is  necessary  if  any  time  is  to  be  left  for 
general  reading,  and  general  reading  is  a  not  unessential 
thing. 

Education  :  Past  and  Present. 

The  difference  between  the  time  of  which  I  speak  and  the 
present  time  in  the  matter,  not  only  of  pharmaceutical 
education,  but  also  in  regard  to  general  education,  is  great. 
At  the  time  of  the  founding  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  a 
large  percentage  of  the  population  of  the  three  kingdoms 
could  not  read.  Now,  the  state  of  things  has  so  far  improved 
that  the  proportion  of  the  totally  illiterate  is  comparatively 
small,  and  a  select  few,  the  worthiest  of  the  children  and 
grandchildren  of  the  formerly  illiterate  class,  can,  and  do 
occasionally,  gain  entrance  to  the  universities,  and  are  given 
an  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  their  abilities,  for  their 
own  benefit  and  for  the  enrichment  of  the  intellectual  life- 
blood  of  the  nation.  There  is,  no  doubt,  a  considerable 
change  for  the  better,  but  it  did  not  come  till  long  after  it 
was  an  urgent  necessity,  and  it  has  not  yet  gone  nearly  far 
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enough.  We  see  one  of  the  evil  consequences  of  our  educa- 
tional deficiencies  in  the  much  less  rapid  progress  we,  as  a 
nation,  have  made,  comparatively  with  our  industrial  rivals, 
in  those  branches  of  industry  more  especially  which  are  the 
outcome  of  the  scientific  discoveries  of  recent  times,  and 
«hich  largely  depend  for  their  evolution  and  successful 
practical  application  on  original  research  and  on  the 
intelligent  appreciation,  by  the  capitalist  and  commercial 
class,  of  the  resources  of  science  and  the  advantages  of  high 
scientific  training  and  scientific  work  as  auxiliary  forces  in 
promoting  industrial  development  and  progress.  We  are 
still  desperately  in  need  of  more  thorough  general  education 
and  of  the  means  of  larger  and  better  organised  exploration 
of  new  fields  of  knowledge.  While  we  are  slowly  learning 
by  the  painful  process  of  ruinous  loss  the  lesson  of  our  want 
in  this  respect,  our  competitors  abroad  have  long  been 
reaping  the  benefits  of  their  earlier  recognition  of  the  value 
of  knowledge  and  of  the  means  of  acquiring  knowledge  as  a 
basis  of  industrial  prosperity. 

What  the  School  has  Done. 

Concurrently  with  the  other  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  School  of  Pharmacy  has  been  the  largest  con- 
tributor towards  the  improvement  of  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion and  the  elevation  of  British  pharmacy  to  the  rank  of  a 
scientific  profession  ;  one  of  the  most  potent  forces  in  the 
creation  and  maintenance  of  that  higher  status  to  which  the 
educated  pharmacist  is  everywhere  entitled.  The  sixty 
years  that  fill  the  interval  between  the  founding  of  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  and  the  present  time  have  yielded 
harvests  of  unexampled  richness  from  all  the  fields  of 
science  and  industry.  They  are  the  most  memorable  years 
in  the  whole  range  of  our  country's  history ;  they  have  pro- 
duced more  of  those  changes  which  will  leave  deep  and 
enduring  marks  on  human  progress  than  any  equal  period 
since  the  world  began.  Within  this  wonderful  epoch  we 
have  seen,  as  the  results  of  British  initiative,  of  British 
invention  and  enterprise  (applied  before  the  influence  of 
education  on  industrial  progress  became  as  paramount  as  it 
is  now),  the  evolution  of  those  means  of  rapid  intercom- 
munication and  transport  by  land  and  sea  that  have  brought 
the  ends  of  the  earth  together ;  and  at  the  same  time  we 
have  seen  those  immense  industrial  growths  which  are  the 
outcome  of  increased  commerce  and  of  new  and  larger  uses 
of  steam  and  electricity.  These  spacious  years  have  given 
us  astounding 

Accessions  of  Chemical  and  Physical  Knowledge. 

Professor  Palmer  Wynne,  in  his  address  last  year,  pointed 
out  some  of  the  advances  that  more  particularly  interest  you 
as  pharmacists — the  great  development  of  organic  chemistry 
and  the  successful  production  of  many  valuable  synthetic 
compounds.  Among  the  most  widely  beneficial  gifts  in 
touch  with  pharmacy  must  be  remembered  the  introduction 
and  scientific  evolution  of  antiseptic  surgery  and  the  appli- 
cation of  new  knowledge  (gained  chiefly  by  the  use  of  the 
microscope)  to  sanitation  and  to  the  prevention  and  cure  of 
disease.  But  I  am  not  going  to  attempt  to  give  you  an  in- 
ventory of  all  the  wealth  of  scientific  knowledge  garnered 
in  those  prolific  years.  I  wish  merely  broadly  to  indicate 
and  remind  you  of  the  wide  difference  between  the  present 
state  of  things  and  the  former  as  it  affects  your  position 
as  students,  and  to  point  out  the  advantages  you  possess 
over  the  less  fortunate  apprentice  of  sixty  years  ago.  The 
hero  of  "  Locksley  Hall,"  forecasting  some  of  those  changes 
we  have  seen,  exclaims : 

Let  the  great  world  spin  for  ever  down  the  ringing  grooves  of 
change. 

It  is  rhapsody,  but  it  gives  a  true  impression  of  one  of  the 
most  striking  features  of  our  time— its  rush  and  whirl,  its 
tremendous  activity.  The  world  spins  no  faster  than  it 
always  has  spun,  yet  the  general  acceleration  of  speed  every- 
where seen  sustains  the  illusion  that  the  world  and  every- 
thing is  going  faster  and  faster.  It  is  undeniable  that  by 
means  of  the  many  helps  to  rapid  motion  and  rapid  action 
science  has  provided  we  can  now  generally  crowd  a  much 
larger  quantity  of  mechanical  work  within  the  compass  of 
the  day  than  was  possible  at  the  time  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy was  founded. 


Scientific  Teaching, 

such  as  you  will  here  have  the  benefit  of  in  this  School,  tends 
to  economise  time  by  the  use  of  scientific  methods.  On  re- 
newing my  acquaintance  with  the  laboratories  I  am  glad 
to  see  improvements,  chief  among  them  the  institution 
of  a  Research  Department,  which  I  hope  will  be  made  good 
use  of.  I  congratulate  you  on  the  advantage  you  possess  in 
the  great  ability  of  the  teachers  who  will  guide  your  studies, 
and  on  all  the  circumstances,  so  far  as  I  know  them,  that 
attend  the  opening  of  this  new  session.  You  are  highly 
privileged.  You  have  here  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
acquiring  that  basis  of  knowledge  necessary  for  a  pharma- 
ceutical career,  and  you  will  if  you  are  so  disposed,  and  if 
you  take  the  necessary  trouble  and  have  the  requisite  ability 
and  determination,  have  opportunities  for  distinction  beyond 
what  is  implied  in  the  phrase 

"A  Pharmaceutical  Career." 

You  will  have  ample  scope  for  the  exercise  of  any  talent 
you  may  possess  for  doing  original  research-work.  You  will, 
I  hope,  remember  the  good  work  that  has  been  done  by 
former  students  in  the  research  laboratory,  and  I  trust  you 
will  emulate  their  example,  and  that  from  among  you  some 
bright  particular  stars  may  shine  out  and  win  the  supreme 
honour  of  making  discovery  of  new  knowledge  and  of  adding 
fresh  lustre  to  the  name  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  I  hope 
that  all  the  students  have  had  as  good  a  general  education 
as  the  Minor  examination  demands  as  a  preliminary,  but  I 
must  confess  I  feel  that  the  proof  given  in  the  case  of  those 
who  have  passed  a  sufficient  preliminary  examination  at  the 
outset  is  a  great  satisfaction.  In  these  times  of  migratory 
movement  and  foreign  competition,  the  knowledge  of  at 
least  one  modern  language,  besides  Latin  and  the  mother- 
tongue,  is  almost  a  necessity,  and  a  competent  acquaintance 
with  arthmetic,  algebra,  and  Euclid  is  necessary  in  an  even 
higher  degree.  The  question  naturally  presents  itself  (and 
doubtless  it  has  been  well  considered)  whether  it  would  not 
be  a  good  thing  to  make  examination  and  proof  of  good  pre- 
liminary training  an  essential  passport  to  the  School. 

Pharmacy  as  an  Industry. 

I  congratulate  you  all  on  the  choice  yoa  have  made  of 
pharmacy  as  your  life-work.  I  do  not  know  any  form  of 
industry  that  embodies  so  many  various  interests.  The  well- 
educated  pharmacist  (and  it  seems  as  if  we  were  in  a  fair 
way  soon  to  have  no  other  than  the  well-educated  pharma- 
cist) must  be  a  man  of  science,  and  he  must  also  be  a  man 
of  business ;  he  must  possess  a  wide  range  both  of  special 
and  general  knowledge.  The  educated  pharmacist  is  one  of 
society's  most  useful  and  necessary  members — an  all-round 
man,  who  can  do  a  great  many  things  and  do  them  all  well. 
No  doubt  the  principal  object  with  most  of  you,  in  becoming 
students  of  the  School,  is  to  fit  yourselves  for  the  ordeal  of 
the  Minor  or  Major  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  with  a  view  to  a  livelihood,  and,  to  that  end,  the 
attainment  of  the  status  which  the  Minor  examination 
confers,  or  to  the  acquisition  of  the  higher  rank  attaching 
to  the  Major  examination  and  the  higher  title  which  is  its 
reward — a  rank  and  title  that,  considering  the  amount  and 
variety  of  special  and  general  knowledge  you  must  possess 
to  attain  it,  is  one  of  which  anyone  may  well  be  proud.  But 
I  feel  sure  that  this  is  not  your  only  motive.  I  am  sure 
that  you  are  not  unmindful  of  the  incidental  advantages  that 
attend  this  necessary  preparation;  the  advantage,  among 
other  things,  of  increase  of  your  general  knowledge,  and  of 
the  formation  of  habits  of  order  and  method  in  study  and 
experiment — acquisitions  which  you  will  find  of  the  greatest 
use  in  after-life.  Here  you  are  placed  in  circumstances 
which  make  learning  comparatively  easy.  The  atmosphere 
is  the  atmosphere  of  study  ;  you  are  in  a  marching  corps,  and 
you  must  keep  step ;  the  contact-action  principle  comes  into 
play ;  the  total  effect  is  that  you  are  helped  in  the  assimila- 
tion of  knowledge,  and  in  the  formation  of  good  habits  of 
work. 

Slow  John  Bull. 

It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  even  in  the  best  circumstances 
the  routine  grind  of  study  is  often  in  conflict  with  natural 
and  healthy  impulses  towards  other  uses  of  time  and  thought, 
and  that  it  requires  a  not  inconsiderable  amount  of  restraint 
and  self-denial  to  do  full  justice  to  the  main  business  you 
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have  set  yourselves  to  accomplish.  I  strongly  sympathise 
with  you  in  the  inevitable  struggle  you  will  often  have  to 
make  in  choosing  the  line  of  duty  rather  than  the  line  of 
pleasure.  That  keen  observer  of  human  nature,  Mr.  Rudyard 
Kipling,  has  roughly — I  might  almost  say  harshly — sum- 
marised our  national  defects.  He  says,  in  his  own  strong 
way,  and  I  believe  he  says  truly,  that  in  many  vital  matters 
we  are  too  easy-going  and  careless,  and  in  less  essential 
things  a  little  over-ardent — that  we  hardly  take  life  seriously 
enough,  but  treat  it  over-much  as  if  it  were  a  matter  of  pure 
pleasure  and  amusement.  It  is  said  that  we  take  our  pleasure 
sadly ;  I  fear  there  is  some  truth  in  that,  but  it  is  certainly 
truer  that  we  take  sadly  too  much  pleasure.  It  is  not  to  be 
denied  that  by  nature  or  habit  our  youth  are  not  as  keen 
lovers  of  study  as  of  sport.  I  was  told  by  a  great  teacher, 
well  acquainted  both  with  the  character  of  the  English 
student  and  the  Japanese,  that  he  had  to  drive  his  English 
but  restrain  his  ■  Japanese.  I  ought  to  add  that  the  gentle- 
man I  quote  had  no  experience  of  the  students  of  this 
School ;  had  he  known  you,  he  might  possibly  have  modified 
that  rather  depreciatory  statement. 

Mental  and  Physical  Recreation. 

I  said  that  in  the  School  you  were  in  an  atmosphere  of 
study.  But  when  you  are  not  in  the  School  you  are  probably 
often  subject  to  influences  that  tend  to  draw  you  away 
from  « tudy.  I  do  not  counsel  such  austerity  as  would  deprive 
you  of  any  and  every  pleasure  ;  but,  knowing  how  strong  and 
how  many  are  the  temptations  to  the  profitless  expenditure 
of  time,  and  that  the  London  student  is  not,  as  a  rule,  prone 
to  excessive  devotion  to  study,  or  excessive  aversion  to 
amusement,  I  do  not  feel  that  the  danger  is  great  of  any 
serious  harm  in  the  direction  of  excessive  abstinence.  By  all 
means  take  athletic  exercise,  as  much  as  is  necessary  for  your 
health,  and  do  not  deny  yourself  pleasure  or  amusement  in 
moderation,  but  do  not  let  indulgence  interfere  with  work. 
Your  special  duty  as  students  is  study.  Be  earnest,  be 
whole-hearted  in  your  work — find  your  pleasure  in  it.  If 
you  look  at  it  in  the  right  way,  you  will  have  no  difficulty  in 
discovering  that  your  work,  or  some  section  of  your  work, 
contains  within  itself  the  elements  of  refined  pleasure,  the 
means  of  recreative  enjoyment  and  delightful  pastime. 
The  particular  studies  that  you  are  now  either  entering  on, 
or  in  the  midst  of,  are  of  a  kind  to  give  exercise  to  all  your 
previous  knowledge,  and  to  develop  some  faculties  not  much 
cultivated  in  ordinary  elementary  education,  more  especially 
the  faculty  of  observation — such  observation,  I  mean,  as 
your  lessons  in  botany  and  chemistry  will  give  occasion  for, 
and  which,  whatever  the  immediate  use  you  may  make  of 
the  knowledge  they  impart,  will  prove  an  intellectual  pos- 
session of  inestimable  and  life-long  advantage.  They  will 
give  you  interests  and  pleasures  that  wealth  cannot  give — 
a  wider  outlook  and  more  intimate  acquaintance  with 
Nature,  that  best  of  all  acquaintances,  the  most  inexhaustible 
in  variety  and  charm,  the  most  reticent  and  inscrutable,  and 
yet  the  best  worth  questioning  and  communing  with. 

Sir  William  Ramsay, 

in  speaking  here  three  years  ago,  strongly  advised  that  the 
young  student  should  have  a  hobby.  I  am  sure  the  advice 
is  good.  I  am  reminded  of  distinguished  pharmacists  who 
were  men  with  a  hobby.  I  have  known  some  of  them ;  I 
will  mention  one,  to  show  how  easy  it  is  to  find  pleasure 
within  the  compass  of  the  student's  work.  It  was  my  good 
fortune  to  know  Henry  Brady,  whose  hobby  was  microscopic 
research  in  a  branch  of  natural  history.  This  hobby  did  not 
divert  him  unduly  from  pharmacy,  for  he  was  a  most  eminent 
and  successful  pharmacist ;  it  rather  contributed  to  his  busi- 
ness success,  and  it  enabled  him  to  make  valuable  additions 
to  our  knowledge  of  some  of  the  more  hidden,  but  not  less 
interesting  and  important,  facts  of  Nature.  It  gave  him 
high  rank  as  a  man  of  science,  and  it  was  also,  I  am  quite 
sure,  a  source  of  infinite  delight  and  an  unfailing  solace  in 
failing  strength.    And  I  am  painfully  reminded  by 

The  Death  of  Barnard  Proctor 

of  another  great  pharmacist  with  a  hobby.  He  was  my  life- 
long friend.  Like  Brady,  he  also  was  an  ardent  naturalist 
as  well  as  a  pharmacist.  Both  were  deeply  imbued  with 
love  of  Nature,  and  such  knowledge  of  her  ways  as  can  only 


be  gained  by  the  closest  observance.  Proctor's  work  on. 
practical  pharmacy  is  a  monument  to  his  technical  know- 
ledge and  ingenuity.  The  School  of  Pharmacy  is  now  an 
old  institution ;  it  has  helped  to  lay  the  foundation  of 
many  a  prosperous  career.  It  has  had  associated  with  it 
men  who  have  become  famous  in  science.  It  has  traditions 
of  work  well  done.  Uphold  these  traditions.  Remember 
how  especially  precious  is  the  time  on  which  you  are  entering, 
and  that  the  use  you  make  of  it  will  largely  colour  all  your 
future  life. 

The  Passing  Moment  is  your  Opportunity. 

Take  full  toll  of  the  best  it  can  be  made  to  yield.  Re- 
member, too,  that  you  are  more  than  students  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy — more  than  prospective  members  of  an  honour- 
able calling — that  you  are  elements  in  a  great  community 
that,  measured  by  the  greatness  of  its  achievements — by  the 
force  it  has  exerted  in  bringing  about  those  social  and  in- 
dustrial changes  that  we  identify  with  civilisation — is  the 
greatest  in  the  world.  Make  yourselves  worthy  of  this 
heritage.  In  bidding  you  good-bye,  I  wish  you  all  a  happy 
session,  and  afterwards  a  prosperous  life-journey.  May  you 
each  one  pass  out  of  the  student  rank  with  honour,  and  as 
you  assume  positions  of  responsibility  and  command,  may 
good  fortune  and  happiness  always  keep  you  company.

Died. — Yesterday  morning,  at  the  house  of  his  Brother,  in  Great 
Russel  Street,  Bloomsbury,  after  a  very  long  and  painful  illness, 
which  he  bore  with  exemplary  fortitude,  Mr.  John  Robertson, 
aged  53,  formerly  an  eminent  Apothecary  in  Bishopsgate  Street^ 
the  loss  of  whom  will  be  greatly  deplored,  and  his  memory  long 
held  in  high  esteem  by  a  large  circle  of  friends  and  patients,  who 
had  numerous  opportunities  of  knowing,  that  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  his  fellow  creatures  was  his  chief  aim  through  life ;  and 
the  gain,  though  ample,  which  accrued  from  the  extensive 
practice  of  his  profession,  never  with  him  any  other  than  a 
secondary  consideration." 
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Opening  of  the  Session. 

\  COMBINATION  of  circumstances  made  the  annual 
function  of  the  opening  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  October  1,  more  interest- 
ing than  usual.  The  attendance  was  representative  both  of 
official  pharmacy  and  of  the  students,  touches  of  colour 
being  given  by  the  hats  of  the  ladies  and  the  scarlet  robes 
of  the  doctors  of  science  (Dr.  Wynne,  Dr.  Green,  and  Dr. 
Goulding).  The  President  entered  the  lecture-theatre  at 
three  o'clock,  and  taking  his  place  at  the  table  was  supported 
on  the  right  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Swan  and  Professor  Green,  whilst 
on  his  left  sat  Professor  Greenish,  Sir  Thomas  Hanbury,  and 
Professor  Wynne.  The  front  bench  was  occupied  by  Messrs. 
Carteighe,  Harrington,  Allen,  Newsholme  and  Count  de 
Moutholon ;  other  well-known  pharmacists  present  being 
Drs.  Attfield  and  Martindale,  and  Messrs.  Chas.  Umney, 
Southall,  Wootton,  Glyn-Jones,  Bourdas,  Ince,  Naylor,  Howie, 
Peck,  Matthews,  and  White.    Lady  Hanbury  was  present. 

Among  the  features  of  the  occasion  were  the  pointed 
speeches  and  interesting  reminiscences  of  the  President  as 
he  handed  out  the  awards  and  referred  to  the  scholarships. 
Handing  Mr.  Hirst  the  prize  of  books  (a  set  of  Thackeray 
and  volumes  of  poets),  the  President  gave  an  anecdote  about 
a  millionaire  who  desired  to  possess  a  library.  He  went  to 
a  bookseller,  and  was  asked  if  he  would  have  the  books 
bound  in  morocco  or  russia.  "  No,"  he  replied,  "  I  will  have 
them  bound  in  Glasgow." 

An  announcement  which  was  received  with  great  applause 
was  that  Sir  Thomas  Hanbury  in  future  desired  to  be 
associated  with  his  brother  in  the  presentation  of  the 
Hanbury  medal,  and  would  hand  over  securities  which  would 
yield  25Z.  a  year,  so  that  in  future  an  honorarium  of  50/.  will 
go  with  the  medal.  Dr  Swan's  address  took  half  an  hour 
to  deliver ;  and  when_the  votes  of  thanks  were  concluded, 
the  company,  on  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Carteighe,  adjourned 
to  the  Examination-hall  and  witnessed  the  handing-over  of 
the  Martindale  bust  and  a  die  of  the  Martindale  medal  to 
the  Society. 

The  Proceedings  Open. 

The  Pbesident  said :  Ladies  and  gentlemen — Before  we 
commence  the  proceedings  of  the  afternoon,  I  wish  to 
mention  that  Mr.  Bremridge,  much  to  his  regret  and  to  ours, 
is  through  indisposition  unable  to  leave  his  room  to-day. 
Mr.  Walter  Hills  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  have  engagements 
elsewhere.  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin,  of  Newcastle,  writes  an 
enthusiastic  letter,  in  which  he  wishes  to  be  specially 
remembered.  My  friend  Mr.  Storrar  writes,  and  Mr.  Maben 
as  well  as  other  gentlemen  write  expressing  their  regret  at 
not  being  present.  I  now  ask  the  Dean  of  the  School,  Pro- 
fessor Greenish,  to  make  a  few  remarks. 

Professor  Greenish  said:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and 
gentlemen, — It  will  be  known  to  you,  sir,  and  to  many  who 
are  present  to-day,  that  the  formal  report  of  the  School  was 
presented  by  me  to  a  meeting  here  at  the  end  of  June,  that 
is  at  the  close  of  the  session  1902-3,  and  I  was  glad,  and  I 
am  glad,  to  say  that  the  report  was  a  very  favourable  one 
upon  the  work  that  the  School  had  been  doing  during 
the  session.  (Hear,  hear.)  Since  then  there  has 
been  what  I  will  call  vacation,  but  which,  of  course,  we 
cannot  distinguish  from  holidays.  During  that  time  I  have 
had  but  little  or  no  time  to  report  concerning  the  school 
itself.  But,  sir,  you  will  allow  me  to  report  to  you  several, 
I  think,  very  creditable  lists  of  distinctions  which  have  been 
gained  by  our  students  and  past  students.  In  the  first 
place,  Mr.  Ernest  Goulding  has  taken  his  degree  as  Doctor 
of  Science  at  the  University  of  London.  That,  as  you 
know,    is    the    highest    distinction    for    him  to  attain 


I  to,  and  we  are  all  very  proud  of  his  attain- 
i  ment.  (Hear,  hear.)  Perhaps  you  will  allow  me  to 
mention  here  that  a  high  stage  towards  the  same 
honour  has  been  attained  by  our  young  friend  and  amiable 
demonstrator  of  botany,  Mr.  Drabble.  He  has  done  so 
by  persistent  hard  work.  (Hear,  hear.)  Then  Mr.  Wallis, 
the  assistant  lecturer,  has  passed  as  an  Associate  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry.  (Hear,  hear.)  Miss  Hooper,  who  is 
a  past  student  of  the  school — at  present  a  student  in  the 
research  laboratory — has  been  successful  in  passing  the 
Intermediate  science  examination.  (Applause.)  Mr.  James 
Stuart  Hills  and  Mr.  Male  have  been  successful  in  passing 
the  Intermediate  examination  for  Associateship  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry.  (Hear,  hear.)  Then,  again,  we 
have  Mr.  Perredes,  who  is  one  of  our  very  able 
students,  to  whom  a  prize  was  awarded  in  the 
States  for  excellence  of  work  in  histology.  (Applause.) 
That,  I  think,  is  a  record  of  which  we  may  feel  very  proud. 
(Hear,  hear.)  I  am  only  sorry  that  this  meeting  has  come 
a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  earlier  than  it  might  have  done, 
as  I  have  no  doubt  there  will  be  further  additions  to  be  made 
to  the  list  of  successes.  (Hear,  hear,  and  applause.)  These 
instances  afford  proof  of  the  interest  our  students  take  in 
our  work,  and  form  some  indication  of  the  spirit  of  scientific 
investigation  and  the  desire  for  other  knowledge  which  our 
students  display,  and  which  those  in  the  School  endeavour  to 
impart  to  them,  and  which  they  really  do  acquire  while  they  are 
here  studying.  I  was  recently  struck,  when  reading  the 
papers  submitted  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
by  one  fact.  Of  the  twenty-three  papers,  involving,  the 
majority  of  them,  original  research  and  long  investigation, 
no  fewer  than  sixteen  were  read  by  men,  either  alone  or  in 
collaboration  with  others,  who  had  been  educated  in  the 
School  of  Pharmacy.  (Hear,  hear,  and  applause.)  That 
is  a  very  good  record  and  an  excellent  indication  that  the 
men  not  only  receive  here  a  thorough  education,  but 
also  have  imparted  to  them  what  I  think  is  quite  as 
valuable — a  spirit  of  research.  (Hear,  hear,  and  applause.) 
Perhaps  I  may  be  alio  wed  to  add  that  last  session  was  a 
successful  one.  The  indications  which  you  have  seen  this 
morning  point  to  the  fact  that  the  coming  session  will  even 
be  more  successful  than  the  last.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  Herbarium  Competition. 

Professor  Green,  reporting  upon  this  competition,  said  :  I 
am  happy  to  say  that  this  competition  has  this  year  been 
better  than  for  many  years  past.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  has 
been  far  better  in  regard  to  numbers — certainly  in  regard  to 
the  quality.  We  had  two  competitors,  both  of  whom  were 
very  creditable  indeed,  and  it  was  difficult  to  choose  between 
them.  I  felt  that  I  could  not  recommend  both  for  the  silver 
medal  because  you  do  not  award  two.  But  you  do,  without 
a  scruple,  award  a  bronze  medal  in  addition  to  a  silver 
medal.  The  competitors  were  not  quite  so  close  together 
that  I  was  unable  to  discriminate.  I  was  able  to  award  the 
silver  medal  to  Mr.  Goodyear,  of  Sheffield.  He  is,  I  believe, 
a  pupil  of,  or  connected  in  some  way  with,  Mr.  Newsholme. 
(Hear,  hear.)  The  bronze  medal,  on  the  other  hand,  has 
been  presented  to  Mr.  C.  G.  Trinder,  Cirencester.  There  was 
another  herbarium  which  demanded  some  recognition,  and 
I  ask  you  to  award  the  certificate. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Goodyear,  Mr.  Newsholme  accepted 
the  silver  medal  on  his  behalf. 

The  President  :  I  am  informed  that  the  herbarium  is 
well  worth  an  examination  or  the  study  of  those  who  take 
an  interest  in  herbaria.  The  collections  are  on  view  in  the 
room  of  the  curator  of  the  museum. 

Mr.  Flux,  the  Society's  solicitor,  accepted  the  bronze  medal 
on  behalf  of  Mr.  Trinder,  as  he  said  he  was  a  fellow-townsman. 

The  President  :  The  certificate  of  honour  in  the  herbarium 
competition  has  been  won  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Thomson,  Edinburgh. 
I  have  a  kindly  note  from  Mr.  Thomson  to-day  expressing 
his  thanks  that  he  has  won  this  distinction,  and  regretting 
that  he  is  unable  to  be  present  with  us. 

The  Bell  and  Manchester  Competitions. 

Mr.  White  :  I  have  to  report  that  twenty-six  candidates 
presented  themselves  for  the  Jacob  Bell  scholarship.  Of 
these,  twenty  sat  in  London,  three  in  Manchester,  and  three 
in  Edinburgh.    That  is  about  the  usual  number  who  have 
I  appeared  in  recent  years,  and  I  am  very  pleased  to  say  that 
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the  competition  was  very  keen.  (Applause.)  The  regula- 
tions require  that  the  candidate  shall  obtain  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  maximum  number^of.the  marks.  Of  the  twenty- 
six  candidates,  twelve  obtained  that  high  standard.  Youjwill 
therefore  ^see  that  the  gentlemen;  who  occupy  the  first  and

second  places  on  the  list  had  to  contend  with  severe  compe- 
tition, because  the  others  were  very  close  together.  The 
names  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  gained  the  first  and 
second  positions  are  J.  M.  Treneer  (St.  Austell)  and 
George  Marie  J.  Cole  (Jersey).  With  reference  to 
ten  'of  the  twelve  who  gained  the  two- thirds 
of  the  maximum  number  of  marks,  it  is  customary 
to  publish  their  names  in  the  reports.  The  work  they 
have  done  in  preparation  for  the  scholarship  is  by  no  means 
lost,  but  will  form  a  substantial  foundation  for  their  future 
knowledge.  (Hear,  hear.)  For  the  Manchester  scholarship 
only  one  candidate  presented  himself — Mr.  George  Taylor — 
and  he  obtained  the  qualifying  marks.  It  is  a  matter  of 
surprise  that  this  scholarship  attracts  so  few  competitors. 
I  have  been  given  to  understand  that  the  men  in  the 
district  to  which  it  is  confined  are  especially  hard-headed. 
If  that  is  the  case,  I  do  not  see  why  more  of 
them  do  not  take  away  this  prize,  or  try  to.  (Applause.) 
Before  concluding  my  remarks,  I  should  like  to  refer  to  the 
conditions  on  which  the  results  of  the  examinations  are 
given.  When  the  regulations  were  framed,  the  Preliminary 
examination  was  comparatively  simple,  and  I  think  one 
recognised  that  it  was  not  a  sufficient  test  to  ensure  that 
our  students  in  all  cases  had  a  sufficiently  good  general 
education  to  enable  them  to  benefit  fully  from  the  educa- 
tion, both  technical  and  scientific,  which  the  scholarship 
places  at  their  disposal.  Hence  a  comparatively 
large  number  are  arts  subjects,  as  contrasted 
with  science  subjects.  The  Preliminary  examinations  are 
now  considerably  improved,  and  I  think  one  may  see  at 
cnce  that  the  candidates  who  have  passed  this  severer  test 
in  preliminary  education  are  sufficiently  grounded  to  ensure 
their  taking  full  advantage  of  the  scholarship.  The 
examination  might  be  modified  by  putting  more  marks  to 
the  technical  side  of  the  subject.  Many  eligible  men  do  not 
present  themselves  for  this  examination  because  of  the  diffi- 
culty they  feel  in  maintaining  the  arts  subjects  at  a  suffi- 
ciently high  level  during  their  years  of  apprenticeship. 
This  gives  a  considerable  advantage  to  those  candidates 
who  happen  to  have  the  time,  and  perhaps  incidentally  the 
money,  to  be  specially  coached  up  in  these  subjects.  I 
should  like  to  see  the  examination  so  modified  that  the 
apprentice  who  had  passed  his  common  shop  business  might 
be  put  on  more  equal  terms  with  fortunate  candidates  who 
can  afford  to  be  coached. 

The  President,  after  giving  an  historical  account  of  the 
Jacob  Bell  scholarship,  and  of  the  steps  taken  by  Jacob 
Bell  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  chemist  and  druggist  when 
these  were  threatened,  said  :  I  am  thankful  and  proud  to- 
day to  look  back  on  the  memory  of  such  a  man,  and  to  feel 
how  deeply  indebted  we  are  to  him.  I  well  remember  once 
being  taken  by  a  friend  to  his  house  in  Langham  Place,  and 
there  I  saw  works  of  art— comparatively  priceless  pictures — 
six  of  which  were  afterwards  bequeathed  to  our 
national  possession.  Well,  now,  gentlemen,  those  of  you 
who  take  the  Bell  scholarships,  let  me  ask  you  to  be  proud  of 
your  association  with  the  name  of  Jacob  Bell.    I  hope  you 


will  make  the  name  and  the  possession  of  a  Bell  scholarship 
greatly  to  be  honoured.  The  President  then  congratulated 
the  winners  of  the  scholarships  upon  their  success. 
He  afterwards  presented  the  Manchester  scholarship. 

Mr.  Chatee  submitted  the  report  on  the  Pereira-medal 
competition.  He  said  there  were  only  two  of  the  candidates 
who  obtained  more  than  the  requisite  number  of  marks 
entitling  them  to  the  awards  offered  by  the  Council.  There 
was  no  feature  of  special  interest  in  connection  with  the 
competition  beyond  the  fact  that  the  papers  given 
in  by  the  two  successful  competitors  showed  a  very 
marked  superiority  over  those  of  the  other  eleven 
candidates.  The  number  of  candidates  was  precisely  the 
same  as  in  1902,  which,  it  would  be  remembered,  showed  a 
marked  increase  over  the  number  for  1901.  There  were  seven 
candidates  in  1901,  and  thirteen  in  1902,  and  a  similar  number 
this  year. 

The  President  :  The  Pereira  medal  and  books  to  the 
value  of  51.  we  award  to  Mr.  A.  Norman  Hirst.  I  am 
extremely  pleased  at  the  result  of  the  examination,  and  I 
sincerely  congratulate  Mr.  Hirst  on  the  work  he  has  done. 
The  Pereira  medal  is  often  termed,  and  correctly  termed, 
the  blue  ribbon  of  pharmacy.  After  giving  an  account  of 
the  origin  of  this  competition,  the  President  said  that  he 
remembered  having  seen  Professor  Pereira  at  the  London 
University,  where  he  was  examiner  in  materia  medica  and 
pharmacy  from  its  foundation  to  his  death.  Professor  Fara- 
day, the  greatest  physicist  of  the  day,  said  to  him  (Professor 
Pereira),  jokingly,  that  he  was  the  greatest  light  of  the 
age.  The  reply  given  by  Piofessor  Pereira  was,  '•  I  have 
no  genius,  except  that  of  work."  Addressing  the  winner  of 
the  medal,  the  President  said  :  "  I  do  not  wish  him  to  feel 
awed,  but  he  may  well  be  proud  of  having  his  name  asso- 
ciated with  a  distinguished  name.  When  you  look  at  the 
list  of  distinguished  men — most  of  whom  have  passed  away 
— some  of  whom  are  present  with  us  to-day,  and  one  of 
whom  I  see  in  the  room — (hear,  hear,  and  applause) — who 
have  been  winners  of  the  medal,  I  think  I  may  ask  the 
winner  to, make  himself  worthy  of  his  distinguished  position." 

Other  Awards. 

The  President  intimated  that  the  Society's  second  prize 
of  a  silver  medal  in  the  herbarium  competition  had  been 
gained  by  Mr.  Edgar  A.  Jones.  The  Burroughs  scholarship 
had  been  awarded  to  a  lady,  Miss  Elsie  Hooper.  After 
giving  an  interesting  account  of  the  latter  scholarship  and 
its  origin,  he  congratulated  Miss  Hooper  upon  her  success, 
remarking  that  judging  from  the  applause  which  greeted  her 
she  was  very  popular.  He  was  pleased  to  be  reminded, 
although  he  had  not  forgotten,  that.  Miss  Hooper  was  the 
Redwood  scholar. 

In  intimating  that  the  Salter  Fellowship  had  been  given 
to  Mr.  John  Stuart  Hills,  the  President  said  he  was  pleased 
that  that  gentleman,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Honourable 
Artillery  Company,  had  withstood  the  temptation  to  go  to 
the  United  States.  He  congratulated  him  sincerely  upon 
having  been  appointed  to  the  Salter  Fellowship.  He  would 
now  have  the  opportunity  in  the  Research  Laboratory  of 
doing  work  for  which  he  was  specially  fitted. 

The  Hanbury  Gold  Medal. 

The  President  :  I  have  now  to  present  the  Hanbury  gold 
medal,  which  is  awarded  for  the  promotion  of  original 
research  in  the  chemistry  and  natural  history  of  druge. 
After  reading  the  names  of  distinguished  men  who  had  won 
the  medal  in  past  years,  the  President  said  the  recipient, 
M.  Collin,  was  not  present.  "  I  am  told,"  he  said,  "  that  the 
indisposition  from  which  he  suffers  is  largely  attributable  to 
his  excessive  work  ;  his  devotion  to  it  night  and  day.  We 
very  much  regret  that  M.  Collin  is  unable  through  ill-health 
to  be  present  to  receive  the  medal  in  person.  The  regret  is 
lessened  when  I  tell  you  that  a  gentleman  has  come  from 
the  French  Embassy,  Count  de  Montholon,  to  receive  this 
medal  on  behalf  of  M.  Collin.  I  am  now  going  to  ask  him  to 
be  good  enough  to  receive  this  medal  from  us,  and  to  transmit 
it  to  his  illustrious  countryman." 

Sir,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  asking  you  to  transmit  to  your 
illustrious  countryman  this  beautiful  medal?  I  say  beauti- 
ful, for  I  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  the  late  Mr.  Daniel 
Hanbury,  and  I  do  say  that  this  is  an  extremely  beautiful 
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production  of  that  most  charming  gentleman.  Mr.  Hanbury 
was  an  able  man,  whose  work  in  pharmacy  and  materia 
medica,  all  the  world  knows.  I  have  here  the  honour 
of  the  presence  of  his  brother,  Sir  Thomas  Hanbury,  and 
Lady  Hanbury.  Now  I  have  infinite  satisfaction  in  inform- 
ing this  audience  that  Sir  The  mas,  within  the  last  hour,  has 
nformed  me  lhat  he  wishes  his  name  to  be  associated  in  the

future  with  this  medal.  In  honour  of  his  late  brother  he 
told  me  to-day  that  he  will  at  once  hand  to  this 
Society  securities  to  the  value  of  25/.  per  annum, 
and  as  the  medal  is  presented  biannually,  the  gift  will 
be  50/.,  which  will  be  presented  with  the  medal.

The  Sessional  Addbess. 

The  President  then  introduced  Dr.  J.  W.  Swan,  who  de- 
livered an  address  of  welcome  to  the  students.   (See  p.  592.) 

When  the  applause  which  followed  Dr.  Swan's  address  had 
subsided,  the  President  called  on  the  Vice-President  to  move 
a  vote  of  thanks. 

Mr.  Allen  said  Dr.  Swan  had  struck  the  right  note  in 
his  address,  in  spite  of  his  foreboding  that  his  remarks 
might  not  be  suited  for  the  occasion.  "  In  the  poem  which 
Dr.  Swan  had  quoted  there  also  occur  the  words  "  know- 
ledge comes,  but  wisdom  lingers" — surely  everyone  present 
must  be  thankful  for  the  most  excellent  words  of  wisdom 
which  Dr.  Swan,  in  his  ripened  experience,  has  given." 

Mr.  Newsholme  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks,  saying  that 
the  address  is  one  from  the  reading  of  which  all  can  profit. 
Comparing  the  condition  of  things  sixty  vears  ago.  he  (the 
speaker)  could  not  help  remarking  that  there  was  no  football 
or  cricket  in  those  more  or  less  joyless  days.  Students  of 
to-day  should  remember,  on  the  other  hand,  that  with  all  the 
advantages  they  possess  over  the  students  of  Dr.  Swan's 
early  days,  much  more  is  expected  from  them.  Scheele. 
Dalton,  and  Swan  got  through  enormous  work  without 
the  advantages  which  all  students  possess  to-day. 

The  President  endorsed  the  remarks  of  the  previous 
-speakers,  and  said  Dr.  Swan's  address  was  made  up  of 
-  weighty  words— the  result  of  long  experience  and  careful 
observations."

up  by  beautiful  'flowers.  When  the  company  had  grouped 
themselves, 

Mr.  Carteighe,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Martindale  Memorial 
Fund,  gave  an  outline  of  the  movement  which  had  for  its 
object  the  perpetuation  of  the  memory  of  the  late  William 
Martindale.  Mr.  Martindale  was  noted  for  his  great  mani- 
pulative skill  and  enthusiasm  for  pharmacy,  and  was  pro- 
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bably  more  widely  known  in  the  civilised  world  than  any 
other  pharmacist — not  even  excepting  the  late  Barnard 
Proctor.  Martindale  was  a  charming  personality  in  every 
respect ;  he  was  not  only  a  particularly  handsome  man,  but 
a  most  lovable  person.  The  appeal  to  the  Colonies  for 
contributions  to  the  fund  met  with  a  good  response,  which 
showed  the  esteem  in  which  Martindale  was  held  abroad. 
The  object  in  getting  up  the  fund  was  not  to  collect  a  large 
sum  of  money,  but  rather  by  numerous  contributions  to 
Martindale's  memory  before  pharmacists  who  visit  the 
Society's  house.  Mr.  Martindale  was  for  many  years  an 
active  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  particularly 
interested  in  pharmacy ;  consequently  the  committee 
thought,  and  their  views  met  with  the  approval  of  the  family, 
that  the  memorial  could  best  take  the  form  of  a  marble  bust 
to  be  placed  in  the  Examination-hall.  It  was  also  felt  that 
with  a  view  to  stimulating  manipulative  pharmacy  as  much 
as  possible — there  is  an  unaccountable  tendency  at  present 
for  pharmacy  to  lose  some  of  its  skill — a  Martindale  medal 
in  silver  should  be  awarded  annually  to  the  best  student  in 
pharmacy. 

Mr.  Carteighe  then  handed  to  the  President  the  die  of  the 
medal  and  a  proof  in  copper,  adding  that  with  the  re- 
mittances he  had  received  from  the  numerous  subscribers 
there  were  invariably  added  a  few  words  of  appreciation 
and  regard  for  Mr.  Martindale.  It  was  a  matter  upon  which 
the  committee  might  also  congratulate  themselves  in  that 
Mrs.  Martindale  and  her  children  endorsed  the  form  the 
memorial  takes. 

Mr.  Carteighe  then  drew  aside  the  curtains,  disclosing 
the  marble  bust  on  a  pedestal. 

The  President  said  he  accepted  most  cordially  the  bust 
and  medal  on  behalf  of  the  Society.  That  day  those  present 
were  both  recording  and  making  history.  The  President 
then  gave  some  reminiscences  of  his  acquaintance  with  Mr. 
Martindale.  He  (the  President)  met  him  in  1869  in  such 
delicate  health  that  his  wonder  was  that  Mr.  Martindale 
lasted  so  many  years.  When  he  (the  President)  paced 
those  halls,  as  he  often  did  in  his  official  capacity,  he 
almost  fancied  he  could  hear  the  ringing  voice  of 
Martindale.  In  this  valhalla  there  were  paintings 
of  distinguished  men  in  pharmacy,  and  it  was  almost  a 
unique  occasion  to  have  a  bust  as  a  memorial  of  great  phar- 
macists. He  thanked  Mr.  Carteighe  and  the  subscribers  to 
the  fund  for  the  bust,  die  of  the  medal,  and  Endowment 
Fund.  "There  is,"  he  added,  "a  saddened  pleasure,  when 
one  thinks  that  that  man  (pointing  to  the  bust)  has 
passed  to  the  great  majority." 

Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale,  on  behalf  of  his  mother,  briefly 
thanked  Mr.  Carteighe  and  the  President  for  their  very  kind 
remarks,  and  expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  family  for 
the  form  the  memorial  had  taken. 

The  company  then,  on  the  invitation  of  the  President, 
partook  of  light  refreshments. 


IRaMo^tberapeuttca. 


MR.  F.  SODDY,  M.A  ,  who,  with  Sir  William  Ramsay,  has 
demonstrated  the  existence  of  helium  in  radium- 
emanations,  contributed  to  the  British  Medical  Journal  of 
July  25  an  article  on  the  subjdct  which  has  special  interest 
to  pharmacists.  The  well-known  general  germicidal  action 
of  the  rays  from  radium  have  suggested  the  practicability 
of  applying  the  same  agency  to  the  treatment  of  consump- 
tion. What  is  needed  ior  this  purpose  is  a  radio-active  gas, 
which  can  be  breathed  into  the  lungs.  Such  an  agent  is  to 
be  found  in  the  so-called  "radio-active  emanations,"  which 
are  produced  by  the  elements  radium  and  thorium,  the 
emanations  from  the  former  being  a  million  times  more 
powerful  than  those  of  the  latter.  In  addition  to  their  "  rays  " 
these  substances  produce  radio-active  emanations,  capable 
of  giving  out,  on  their  own  account,  rays  of  exactly  similar 
kind  to  the  rays  of  radium  and  thorium  themselves.  When 
a  soluble  salt  of  radium  is  dropped  into  water  all  the  emana- 
tion is  instantly  evolved  as  gas,  and  mixes  with  the  air  above 
the  solution.  Let  the  emanation  be  removed  from  the  radium- 
solution  by  passing  a  current  of  air  through  it,  and  let  this 


air,  with  the  emanation,  be  stored  in  a  gasholder  away  from 
the  original  radium  altogether.  One-half  of  the  emanation 
present  in  the  gasholder  will  disappear  every  four  days,  but 
the  radium- solution  from  which  it  was  obtained  in  the  mean- 
time has  grown  a  fresh  crop  as  fast  as  the  old  disappears. 
The  emanation  from  thorium  behaves  theoretically  in  the 
same  way,  with  the  difference  that,  instead  of  four  days 
being  required  for  one-half  of  the  thorium-emanation  to 
disappear  or  to  be  reproduced,  as  the  case  may  be,  it  takes 
only  one  minute,  and  this  makes  an  enormous  practical 
difference. 

Two  essential  points  are,  therefore,  to  be  noticed  in 
regulating  the  "  dosage  "  of  the  emanation  to  the  lungs  of 
the  patient.  In  the  case  of  thorium,  to  secure  the  most 
efficient  action,  the  patient  should  breathe  continually 
through  a  thorium-solution.  But  in  the  case  of  radium, 
once  he  has  breathed  in  all  the  emanation  from  any 
quantity  of  radium-solution,  further  inhalation  is  without 
effect  until  the  latter  has  stood,  carefully  stoppered,  for  a 
certain  definite  time. 

Another  interesting  point  is  that,  wherever  these  emana- 
tions come  in  contact,  they  leave  behind  a  film  of  radio- 
active matter,  and  this  excited  activity  would  be  left 
behind  in  the  air-cells  of  a  patient's  lungs  after  the 
emanations  themselves  had  all  been  exhaled,  and  the  action 
of  the  rays  would,  therefore,  continue  for  a  certain  definite 
time  after  the  treatment. 

In  practice,  it  by  no  means  necessarily  follows  that  the 
more  powerful  agent  would  be  found  the  more  efficacious. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  emanation  from  a  kilogram,  or 
even,  with  special  arrangement,  from  a  ton,  of  thorium  salts 
should  not  be  employed  effectively  on  the  lungs  of  a  single 
patient.  The  sole  condition  to  be  satisfied  is  that  the  air 
should  reach  the  patient's  lungs  within,  say,  half  a  minute 
after  leaving  the  thorium-solution. 

The  cheapest  and  most  convenient  salt  of  thorium  to 
employ  is  the  nitrate,  as  this  is  very  soluble,  and  is  manu- 
factured in  large  quantities  for  the  Welsbach  mantle- 
industry.  The  large  amount  of  free  nitric  acid  which  the 
salt  contains  may  be  neutralised  by  the  addition  of  ammonia 
to  the  solution  in  water,  with  constant  stirring,  until  pre- 
cipitation of  thorium  hydroxide  is  just  about  to  take  place. 
An  ordinary  gas-washing  bottle,  with  outlet  and  inlet  tubes 
ground  in,  would  prove  a  convenient  form  of  inhaler,  and  this 
should  be  filled  as  full  as  possible  with  the  fairly  concen- 
trated solution.  A  small  caustic-potash  tube  could  be 
inserted  in  the  air-stream  before  it  entered  the  mouth,  and 
would  serve  to  remove  moisture  and  also  any  free  nitric 
acid,  in  case  the  neutralisation  had  not  been  properly  per- 
formed. If  a  large  quantity  is  employed  so  that  several 
bottles  are  necessary,  these  should  be  connected  up  in 
parallel  and  not  in  series ;  100  grams  of  thorium  nitrate  in 
solution  and  one  hour's  daily  inhalation  are  suggested  as  a 
commencing  "  dose,"  to  be  increased  indefinitely  if  no 
harmful  results  accrue. 

If  this  is  without  effect,  the  more  powerful  radium  emana- 
tion might  be  tried.  In  this  case  the  gas-washing  bottle 
must  be  provided  with  two  taps,  so  that  no  leakage  of  the 
slowly  formed  emanation  occurs  during  the  accumulation. 
A  few  milligrams  of  the  dry  salt — radium  bromide,  for 
example—  should  be  introduced,  and  a  few  drops  of  water 
drawn  in  to  dissolve  it,  and  the  taps  closed  immediately. 
For  the  first  trials  a  few  bubbles  only  of  the  total  gas  con- 
tained in  a  fairly  large  bottle  should  be  drawn  into  the  lungs 
with  a  deep  breath  of  air,  which  should  then  be  retained  as 
long  as  possible  before  being  exhaled.  If  no  ill-effects 
follow,  the  dose  may  be  gradually  increased,  until  finally 
the  whole  gaseous  contents  of  the  bottle  may  be  inhaled 
into  the  lungs,  a  few  bubbles  at  every  breath,  the  treatment 
being  repeated  once  every  twelve  or  twenty-four  hours.  The 
very  powerful  nature  of  the  agent  must  be  remembered,  but 
there  is  not  much  fear  that  the  action  of  the  thorium 
emanation — at  least,  in  moderate  quantity — would  prove  too 
powerful,  and  it  is  advisable  that  its  action  should  be  tried 
first.
